Ir is impoſſible: for me to deſcribe the Agony 1 
was then in, being ſeparated from my Uncle;

* SALLEE is built on the Banks of the Gzerou, which 
alls from the Mountains of Zaxwias, and divides it into 
wo Parts.

Its Walls are very ancient; the Natives ſay 
they were built by the firſt Chriſtians who were brought 
out of Europe by the Generals of Jacob Almanzor, K ing 
of Arabia Felix, who conquered Spain.

This Palace is very fully defcribed by a Gentleman 
who attended the Embaſſy of Commodore 4:-avart ; who Wl 
was, by the Emperor's Command, conducted through all 
the Parts of it, as follows, 1 

This Palace is about four Miles in Circumference, and 
ſtands upon even Ground, in Form almoſt ſquare, and nol 
Hill near to overlook it. It is built of a rich Mortar, 
without either Brick or Stone, except for Pillars and 
Arches, and the Mortar ſo well wrought, that the. Walk 
are like one entire Piece of Terraſs. The whole Build - 
Ing is exceeding maſſy, and the Walls in every Part very 
thick, the outward one is about a Mile long, and twenty -

Steam of a boiling Pot or Furnace, wherem are 
Fowls and other Meat boiling, in the Nature of a2 


By the Time the Meat is well boiled, ſo are the 
Shot or Pellets, (though indeed: they call it baking) 
when they pour them out into à Piſh, adding thereto- 
good Store of Butter, ſome Salt, Spices, and Saffron,, 
and then ſerve up the Meat upon it. This, I ſay, is 
excellent Eating, and is no Doubt uſed by ſome in 
England, and other Countries, as a Regalio; and 
was I of Ability ſufficient, I ſhould often regale my

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beating themſelves in a Ring on the Floor, and the

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Four of the Clock, the Baſhaw came down from 
Tetuan, attended by about two hundred Horſe, - 
and three hundred Foot, who entered the Camp, 
firing and cavalcading, and threw themſelves into 
the Form of an half Moon before our Tents, 
where the Baſhaw gave us the Diverſion of ſeeing: 
him and his People exercife for above an Hour,, 
which they performed with great Activity, the 
Baſhaw and his Brothers often heading Parties of 
Horfe, who all together clapping their Spurs to- 
their Horſes Sides, levelled their Pieces and fired 
at one another, as if they were attacking: an Ene- 
my : After that, they took their Spears, and ſing- 
led each other out to tilt, very dexterouſly putting 
by the Thruſt of the Spear, (though it was made 
at their. Backs) while their: Horſes were running 
full. Speed. ring the Time of the Cavalcade, 
the Foot kept a continual Fire, but irregular, every- 
Man charging his Piece, and firing into the Groung- 
as faſt as he could. Their Drums made a very ſo- 
lemn and warlike Sound, which are not beaten af- 
ter our Manner, but with an heavy Stick on the 
Top, and a ſmall one underneath, keeping Tine 
to a Pipe, ſomething like a Fife, but very loud and 
ſhrill. The Cavaleade being over, and Cardenaſb 
bringing Word that the Baſhaw was coming, the 
 Ambaſlador went to meet him: The Baſhaw very 
courteouſſy welcomed the Ambaſſador to Barbary, 
and invited him to his Tent; where he told him, 
that he would do all that lay in his Power to make 
the Country agreeable to him, that he liked the 
Engliſh” better than any other Chriſtian Nation; 
and ſome more Compliments paſting between 
them, they parted.

faithfully in his Commiſion 3 wherefore, as Ba 
Saphat was now coming down to meet him, before 
he could get within Hearing, Ben Hattar orderel 
him to be ſtrangled ; upon which the Jets and 
ſome Blacks belonging to the Emperor, immedi 
ately ran to him, pull'd him off his Mule, and uM 
an Inſtant ſtripp'd off his Cloaths, and whipp'd 
Rope about his Neck, which they began to draw; 
and. in that Manner bringing him nearer to us, 
pale and gaſping, he cry'd out to the Ambaſſada 
to intercede for him: The Surprize of the "Thing 
kept every Body ſilent, and in Suſpence what 
would be the Event; but after Ben Hattar hal 
reviled and rente him, he ordered that ht 
ſhould be carried to Priſon, where (as we after; 
wards heard) he was daily baſtonaded, as well fot 
the Fault he had committed, as to make him dif 
cover all his Effects, which Ben Hattar ſeized! ol 
for his own Uſe.

At Eight ve 
encamped near Sidi Caſſem, a ſmall Town ſituated 
at the Foot of a Ridge of Mountains that incloſe if 
this Plain to the Southward. The Town takes it 
Name from a Saint, who has a Monument in it, 
to which the Moors with great Superſtition reſort to 
ſay their Prayers; and a great many more Saint 
are buried in the Road to Meguinez, having little 
Monuments over them, which the Moors will ſel. 
dom paſs without praying at.

© /zm, the Baſhaw ſtaying for ſome of his Gover-

« Wrath of the Prince, or would avoid Juſtice ; and 
« is of ſo great Veneration, that the Travellers to

pray at it, and the * himſelf often pays * 
Devotion there. 


Tuts Day was fo exceeding hot and fulery, 
that all Manner of Metal was heated to ſuch a 


Degree by the Air which came into our Tents, 
that we could hardly touch it. 


Tux Country we had hitherto paſſed, is ; very 
© pleaſant and fertile; the Plains in many Places 
© abounding in Corn and Cattle, and the Hills and 
Mountains yielding Plenty of Olives, though a 

© great Part lies — and uncultivated; not ſo 
© much for want of a ſufficient Number of Inhabi-

Emperor frequently put in Practice, by often order. 
ing great Numbers of People before him, whom he 
marries without any more Ceremony, than pointing 
to the Man and Woman, and ſaying, Hadi yi hou 
Hadi, that is ſo ſay, That take That; upon which 
the loving Pair join together, and march off as firmy 
nooſ'd, as if they had been married by a Pope. He 
always yoaks his beſt-complexioned Subjects to: 
black Help-mate, and the fair Lady muſt take uy 
with a Negro. But the Moors in general, whq, art 
not married by the Emperor's Command, uſe a geit 
deal of Ceremony about it, e PURE 


- When a Man wants a Wife, either his Mother, 
or ſome of his Female Relations, muſt go a courting 
for him, (Cuſtom not permitting the Man to viſit th 
WMoman before-hand) and when the Bargain is made, 
which is done before the Cady, or Juſtice,” the Bric 
is to keep within for eight Days, her Friends comic 
fo rejoice with her every Day, and a Talb or Priet 
alſo viſiting her, and diſcourſing on that holy Stats 
they pin the Baſket with a religious Hymn appoint 
for that Purpoſe. The Huſband, with his Friend 
repeats the ſame Ceremonies, for five Days befo 
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the Conſummation, in à Houſe which he has, or 
muſt take to bring his Wife to. The laſt Day the 
Bride is put into a Cage, covered with à fine Linen

When the 
Evening approaches, they are let looſe by the Com- 
pany, and the Bridegroom goes to his Wife's Apart» 
ment, where he finds her alone, ſitting on a Cuſhion 
of Silk, Velvet, or ſuch fine Things as they can bor- 
row, (if they havethem not of their own) underneath 
there's a Silk Quilt; before her ſtands a little Cable, 
about a Foot high, with two Wax Candles upon it; 
upon her Head ſhe has a black Silk Scarf, ty'd in a 
Knot, the Ends hanging on the Gtound behind her ; 
her Shift is made with large Sleeves like the Men's, 
and long enough to hang behind her like a Train ; 
her Veſt is of Silk, or Velvet, buttoned cloſe to her 
Hands, and reaches to the Middle of her Leg, 
adorned with Lace at the Hands, and all over the 
Breaſt ; ſhe has the ſame Linen Drawers deſcribed 
in the Women's. Dreſs, and Collars of Pearl or fine 
Stones, and (if ſhe can get them) of Lyons or Eagles 
Claws tipt with Silver; in her Ears ſhe has great 
Rings of Gold or Silver, and the ſame about het 
Wriſts and Ankles, ſometimes ſet with Stones; her 
Slippers have thick Soles made of Cork, covered 
with gilt Leather, and edged with the fame, which 
is a Mark of Greatneſs:among them, the Emperor 
and ſome few more wearing them; her Cheeks are 
painted with Cocheneal, which colours yellow at 
hiſt, but being rubbed, preſently turns red; with

this they make one great round Spot on each Cheek: 
Their Eye-brows are painted black, and continued

Breadth of a Straw, from their Chin, reaching down 
below the Pit of their Stomach, and how much 
lower I can't tell, for there they begin to be cover'd;

AnD now am I ſoon about to enter from the 


ports of Venus into the Field of Mars, though in- 


deed I had the Company of my Wife by Intervals 
for ſome Years after ; for our Wedding being ended, 
] was on the fourth Day, or Day after, ordered to 
prepare myſelf for my Departure to a Garriſon in the 
Province of Taxmſnah, about fix Days Journey from 
ſeguinea, whence (after taking Leave of our Friends) 
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and my Wife ſet out the ſame Day; accompanied 
by ſix hundred of thoſe who were ſo lately married 
with us, three hundred of them being put under my 
Command, and the other three hundred under the 
Command of Muſa or Moſes Belearge, à Spaniard, 
they likewiſe taking with them their Wives: Theſe 
ſix hundred Men were of different Nations, French, 
Spaniards, Portugueze, and Italians, but never an 
Engliſh Man amongſt them, except myſelf. Baſhaw 
Hammo Triffoe, (begot between a Spaniard and 3 
Maor) Commander in Chief of that Province, with 
two thouſand Men, went alſo with us, and being 
obliged to take with us a Prieſt, the Emperor com- 
manded me to find one, if poſſible, who was both 
blind and deaf, that if in caſe any of us ſhould hap- 
pen to take a Cup of Wine, (as being uſed thereto 
in our own reſpective Countries, and therefore might 
the ſooner do ſo in his) he might not be capable of 
taking Notice of it; for, added he, tho” I will by na 
Means encourage it, yet ſhould Tmuch rather be excus'd 
from receiving any Complaints of that Nature, whereby 
to give them any Uneaſinefs : Though I made the belt 
Enquiry I could, yet I could by no Means meet with 
ſuch a one; therefore I recommended to him my 
Wife's Uncle, a ſeeming honeſt Man, and one who

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We are now (Women included) 3206 on the 
Road, all well mounted, the Men on fine Horſes 5; 
which, as they are ſo famous for Goodneſs, it will 
not be improper to ſay. ſomething of the Moors Me- 
thod of managing them. — The Moors take a great: 
deal of Pride in their Horſes; and order them aſter a. 
very different Manner from us; they back them ge- 
nerally at two Years old, and ſheer their Manes and) 
Tails till they come to ſix, thinking that makes 
them ſtrong. At Graſs they tie ſometimes the two 
fore Feet together, at other Times a fore Foot and a 
hinder one. In their Stables they have two Iron 
Pins drove into the Ground, one before, and the 
other behind them, at the Diſtance of about three 

eet from their Legs, which are faſtened together 
with Ropes, like our Traves, with which we teach 
Horſes to pace; but being ſhort, they draw their 
Legs together under their Bellies, and two Ropes: 
come from their hind and fore Feet, which are ſo: 
tied to theſe Pins, that they cannot ſtir above one 
Foot backwards or forwards Their Collar is alſo. 
made faſt to the, Pin before them, which has a Ring 
for that Purpoſe ; under them is a Hole covered 
with Pieces of Timber to receive their Water; and 
a little on one Side, a Bed of Sand, or Saw-duſt, for 
them to lie upon : They have no Mangers, but eat' 
their Straw or Graſs off the Ground. | 


ALL their Horſes eat Graſs in April and May; 
and, if it be a good Vear, great Part of March; at 
other Times they eat Straw inſtead of Hay; their 


Barley is given them in a Woollen Bag, put over 


their Heads, They are never dreſs'd, nor their) 
Manes or Tails combed, but when dirty are carried

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to the next running Water and waſhed ; and if they 
deſign to have them look fine, they uſe a little Soap. 
Some will take it aniiſs that you touch a Horſe with 
the Palm of your Hand to ſtroke him, and ſay there 
is a Venom in that Part, which is hurtful to Horſes. 
They never crop their Tails or Ears, nor geld them, 
for they like no maimed Creatures but Sum for

ThE have one Sort which they call Noble 
Horſes, who bow their Heads about at the Approach 
of a Man. Their Love is fo great for Horſes, that 
not only they are one of the three Things for which 
the Moors have a Proverb, as moſt efteemed, viz. J 
Hor ſe, a Woman, and a Book, but they keep even the 
Genealogies of them for two or three hundred Years, 
and are nice in diſtinguiſhing the true from the 
mix'd Generations. They have a baſe Way of 
ſhoeing them, cutting off the fore Part of the Hoof, 
and forming the Shoe into a triangular Shape, with 
the two Points almoſt meeting at the Heel, which 
Points are made very thin, and after the Shoe is 
faſtened with three Nails on each Side, are beaten as 
flat to the Hoof as poſſible : But ſome Time ago the 
Emperor iſſued out an Order, that upon Pain of 
Death all Horſes fhould be ſhoed with round Shoes, 
a certain Turk having perſuaded him that was the 
beſt Way.

ooking-Glaſſes, with which the Cielings are co- 
ered : There are likewiſe in this City very fine Gar- 
ns, and many ancient and well-buiit "Moſques: - 
he famous Aqueducts, which bring Water to it 

om above forty Miles, are a ſtupendous Work. 


We: refted ſeven Days at Morocco, being ordered 
n the eighth early to march out and join the Army; 
hen we all roſe, and marched that Day to the Ri- 
er of Wadden Enfeech,': Diſtance ſeven Leagues, 
here we reſted that Night; and the next Day to 
c/meath, at the Foot of a very high Mountain, and 
here (on Account of the Inhabitants! there, and 
hereabout, not having for ſome Time back per- 
ormed the Payments of their wonted Tribute) we 
ttled our Camp, and reſted fifteen Days; duririg 
hich, notwithſtanding they had before our coming 
fuſed to pay it, yet a many of them, at our Ap- 
roach, and eſpecially Toiltrammet Meſmeaſoy, the 
ead and Chief of that Province, come to meet us; 
d declaring to the Bafhaw, after the moſt ſolemn 
anner, that he had no Hand in the Rebellion, as 
e underſtood, had been baſely and malicioufly ru- 
oured of him, the Rebels having made Uſe of his 
ame for the better carrying on their wicked De- 
ns, he entreated that he would believe him inno- 
ent, as in Reality he ſaid he was, having never 
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made the leaſt Advance that Way; but, on the co 
trary, had done all in his Power to prevent it, ey 
to the extream Hazard of his Life; therefore 
fired he would not look upon him as an Enemy 
his Country, but accept of the few Preſents he hy 
brought him, with as good a Grace as they were d 
fered by him with good Will, and in all due Obel 
ence, being in Truth thoſe of one of the molt Joy 
moſt dutiful and obedient of his Majeſty's Subjech 
Theſe Preſents being ſomewhat conſiderable, 2s-fouf 
very fine Horſes and Furnitures, ſeveral Zurbees, 
Turbants, with a handſome Purſe of Gold to. uſh 
them in, the Baſhaw had not the Heart to f 
fuſe : He likewiſe entreated the Baſhaw to ſuf 
Him to ſend in Proviſion for the Army, whit 
was alſo complied with, and plentifully performs 
during our Stay there with every Thing « elſe, 
Conformity to our Demands. After a few Days u 
roſe and marched thence ſeven; Leagues furtli 
along the Foot of the Mountain, and pitched: « 
Tents in the Evening at Emſoeda, keeping ourſcl 
under Arms for the firſt Part of the Night in gre 
Silence, and about Midnight (drawing out fix tho 
ſand Men, our whole Number being eight thouſz 
leaving the other two thouſand to feed and keep ſi 
our Horſes) we marched on Foot up the Mount 
where we had an Account many of the Maleconte 
had ſheltered themſelves ; which being very wood 
ſteep and craggy, our Horſes could have been of 
Service to us, butrather a Hinderance, and wol 
have been a Means of expoſing us to be taken off 
parate from each other by the Enemy in their Jul 
ing Places, before we could diſcoyer tgem.

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Ta1s being in the Month of February, wet, very 
old, and the Nights pretty long, the Baſhaw march- 
ng at our Head, we got under the Walls of a Caſtle 
alled the Caſtle of Elnab Embelide, where we lay 
loſe, with ſtrict Silence and undiſcovered, till Sun- 
iſing, when we ſaw ſeveral Herdſmen and Shepherds 
oming forth with their Cattle, they being always at 
M\ ights ſecured within, from the frequent Incurſions 
"Sf the Mountaineer Moors, and for Fear of Lyons, 
WW ;2crs, Wolves and Jackalls, the Sheep ſtanding in 
s much Danger from the latter, as they do from the 
Wolves, who are, in their voracious Nature, ſuffici- 
ntly imitated by the Jackalls, of which there are 
aſt Numbers in Barbary ; and though I had heard 
dy ſeveral People in England that they were inno- 
ent, though fubtle Creatures, and ſerved only for 
procuring Prey for the Lyon, by hunting before 
im, thereby to keep themfelves in his Favour, and 
rom his Paws, yet have I often feen them lay hold 
df an innocent Sheep, and in a Moment tear him in 
Pieces, and have very often ſhot them for their 
Pains, and eat of them into the Bargain. 


Ox theſe Herdſmen's diſcovering us, they inſtanily 
armed the Caſtle, and no Doubt to the great Sur- 
rize of thoſe within, more eſpecially when they 
Ew eus ſo near their Walls, ſurrounding them, ſo as 
hey might not, in any Probability, hope for Eſcape ; 
et did they prepare for Defence, and fired upon us 
ith Small Arms very briſkly, but Cannon they had 
one, no more than ourſelves, kiliing in all but three 
ft our Men, we having got ourſelves fo cloſe under 
heir Walls, that they could not bring their Shot to 
car on us, we calling to them, That in caſe they any 
a ; longer 
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"FRO reſiſted, and did not directly deliver up the G 
riſon into our Hands, we would put every one o By. they 
to the Sword : To which we not receiving ſuch f 
tisfactory Anſwer as we expected, and having h 
that Time almoſt finiſhed three ſeveral Mines at t 
Foot of the Caſtle Wall, and of which thoſe with 
were not in the leaſt apprized, we fired them 1 
about one and the ſame Time, making ſuch Breach 
as were wide enough for twenty Men to enter in; 
Breaſt at each, and immediately began to pour then 
in; upon which the Rebels, being in a terribly 
Fright, ſubmitted to Mercy, crying out for Quart 
and humbly on their Knees imploring Pardon i 
themſelves and Families, aſſuring us, That on recen 
ing Clemency, they would make their future Behavin 
appear to be no leſs deſerving of the Emperor”s Faun 
than thoſe o 75 the moſt obſervant of his Subjects, d 
, t they had been led aſtray by thoſe high 
in the Mountain, and whom, had they not come mh 
ee Meaſures with, would then have deftray 
them to a Man; therefore, ſaid they, revenge you 
ſelves on them, 48 you ſhall ſoon ſee that we will 
be backward with our Aſji/lance to ſubdue them. Nd 
withſtanding this Submiſſion, we kill'd eighteen « 
them, and amongſt them the Governor's: Broth! 
and his Brother's Son, whoſe Heads were cut off if 
the Baſhaw's own Hand, the latter being firſt oblig 
to drag that of his F ather s round the "Army by! 
Rope fixed about his Neck, and to ſuffer a moſt cru 
Scourging from moſt of them, and then both tha 
Heads, with the Edge of the Baſhaw's Sword, wd 
ſet upon the Caſtle Gate; at which the Governal 
{as having five Sons of his own) was, no Doubt, i 
moſt grievous Agony, and kept ſtill on his Knee 
deſiring the Baſhaw to believe him innocent, . 
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orrid and repeated Imprecations of it, declaring that 
De had no Hand in that Rebellion, and that his being 
here was more hy Compulſion than Inelination, and 
hat he hoped that he could not be accounted: ſo ſtu- 


Reprizals on them, and that notwithſtanding he had

tered, but found it quite defolate, the Inhabitants hx 

ving all retired into the next Town, at about half

and Security; but the Darkneſs of the Night co. 

ming on apace, the Baſhaw was determined not to at: 

tack them till the next Morning; however, we cr 
ried off all we could find here, ſet the Village « 

Fire, and retired to ſome Diſtance, where we ſettle 

for the Night in an open Camp: About Suns riſig 

we took one of their Spies, who had that Night bea 

out upon the Scout, and brought him before the By 

| ſhaw, who, after threatening to cut off his Head 
told him, That in caſe he would go directiy into th 
Town, and on his Honour immediately return io bi 
with their Anſwer if they intended to deliver up th 

Town without Reſiſtance, or not, he would give bit 

his Life On which, and the late Governor 

Ehiab Embelide's alſo vouching for the Baſhawi 
Performance of his Promiſe, he went in and fol 
returned with an Anſwer to his Meſſage, and to ch 
lenge his Pardon, telling them, That the Inhabitani 
would not on any Terms ſurrender, but were reſilu 
zo fight it out, even to the laſ? Man; which (fad if 
ihey told me they had before ſignified to the Govern 
of Ehiah Embelide, by Way of Anſwer to his Meſa 
relating to their coming in with their Arrears ;; thi 
te was a daſtardly Fellow, and if he ſhould happen 
fall into their Hands, he ſhould be the firſt Sacriſt 
| 20 their Rage. The Baſhaw finding what he hadi 
5 14 5 i 
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truſt to, ordered us directly to cut down and bind u 
a great Quantity of large Faggots, or Bavins ; which, 
as I was then altogether a Novice in Affairs of that 
Nature, I really thought were for no other Uſe than 
burning: However, I ſoon ſaw my Ignorance therein; 
and thought them to be a tolerable Safe-guard from 
the Shot of. the Enemy, every other Man taking one 
of them, and carrying it lengthways before him and 
his Comrade, who was cloſe at his Back : Advancing 
after this Manner, till we got within half Muſket 
Shot of their Walls; and notwithſtanding they kept 
a continual Firing from the Walls of the Town 
upon us, yet did we not receive any Damage thereby, 
but intrenched ourſelves Bieaſt high in a very little 
Time. About a Dozen of our beſt Miners, and an 
calf} ngineer, advanced with their Piek-Axes and other 
eceſſa1y Implements, even clofe under their Walls, 
and immediately fell to Work to undermine them: 


backward, carrying their Bavins next their Faces; 
and a freſh Set, on the contrary, advancing, took 
heir Poſt : In the mean Time the reſt of us kept a 
rontinual Fire, fo that the Enemy did not ſo much as 
Jare to peep at thoſe Places of the Walls where our 
'cople were carrying on their Mines at the Bottom; 
ind though we were three Days before we had 
niſhed them to our Engineers Mind, (there being in 
il three) yet did they never attempt once to ſally 
orth, but ſuffered us to blow them up to our Satis- 
action, making ſuch Breaches, as we entered all our 
en at in a very little Time; and in three Hours 
curing which there was on both Sides very bloody 
Vork) we put all of them (the Women and Chil- 
ren under ten Years of Age, and the Man that 
tried in the Baſhaw's Meſlage, only excepted) , to 
1 | che 
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hen they were to be relieved, they retired going 
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the Sword ; and after plundering and demoliſhing the 
Houſes and Walls, and ſetting all we could not carry 
away on Fire, we fat down before one of the other 
two, which we found to be alſo joined by their Neigh. 

bours, and offering the like Reſiſtance ; but they di 
not reſiſt longer than three Hours: Notwithftanding, 
we did not ſpare them, but cut them off alſo to: 
Man; and after plundering, demolifhing, and burn. 
ing this and their other deſerted Town. which wa 
the laſt of the four, we, with our Plunder of al 
Kinds, as Money, Corn, Butter, Honey, Raiſing 
Almonds, and every Thing elſe of Value, got: 0 
our Trenches, where we ſoon found our Error, in h 
haſtily deſtroying their Houfes , for notwithſtanding 
the Weather was extream cold, yet were we oblig'd, 
on Account of our wounded Men, to remain then 
for three Days, and then marched down to the Cafik 
of Ehiah Embelide, having with us all their Cattls 
and our wounded Men carried in Hand- Barrom 
We reſted there three Days, looking over our Booy 
and receiving ſeveral others of the Rebels, whi 
came in there; we then fell down into our Camp 
which we found unmoleſted, having ſtill with us il 
the Wounded, and ſeveral Surgeons to attend them; 
and here we reſted eighteen * during which 
many others came into us with their reſpective Pr 
ſents and Arrears: We roſe hence with our whok 
Army, and marched along the Foot of the Moan 
tain, for about ' ſeven Leagues, to Foumalcarroe, 
very large Houſe, in Nature of a Caſtle, ſituate d 
a River commanded by Kiadmonſor Boalroaeb, who 
was at our Approach ready with his Preſents and Ar 
rears, and received us in a molt friendly Mannch 
declaring he had no Hand in the Rebellion, mai 
taining our Army three Days, and bringing vs 8" 
eve 
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very Day twice as much Proviſion. as we could all 
at; and ſuch Part of the Fleſh as we could not 
hen diſpence with, was, after cu:ting it into ſmall 

Jong Pieces of about two Fingers Breadth, ſalted and 
gad on our Camels, as we travelled, expofed to the 
ind and Sun, till it was thereby ſufficiently hard- 
ned, which would remain good for a whole Yeats 
We having ſome Reaſons to believe him innocent, 
Wover and above this his ſo bountiful Hoſpitality, on 
WPromiſe of his future Obedience and Aſſiſtance, the 
Baſhaw pardoned him, and marched on to Eminſta- 
d, a Caſtle about two Leagues Diſtance from 
hence; where having received a like Satisfaction, 
e went on to Mentugoe, ſeven Leagues farther, 
here they alſo came in to him with their Preſents 
and Arrears ; and here we again pitched our Tents, 
and ſettled our Camp for fix Weeks, during which 
ime all that Province, ſome. by. foul and others by 
air Means, came in alſo, and followed the Example 
ff their Neighbours. From Montugoe we marched: 
o liawadacel, one Day's Journey; and thence, the 
ext Day, to Sefugoſulee, a very high Mountain; the 
Hext to Tammanert, ſubduing all as we went: Sets 
ling our Camp here, till all were likewiſe brought 
under Obedience, we having firſt killed vaſt Num- 
ders of them, and before our Departure thence hung 
p at leaſt ſix hundred Heads, as a: future Terror: 
ere turning back, we, after three Days March of 
about ſeven Leagues a Day, got to Shadamah, a very 
arge plentiful Province, where we continued till all 
ere in like Manner, through like Means, brought 
nder the Emperor's Subjection; which was the 
Wait and finiſhing Stroke of this our fo long and dan- 
zerous Expedition, in which we loſt at the leaſt fif- 
een hundred of our Men, and amongit W 

O 
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of my ſmall Number; myſelf, I thank God, (tho 
J had my Cloaths ſhot A in ſeveral Placs) 
png unwounded. 8 


0 - We now began our March for Morocco, where 
we ſafely arrived at the End of four Days, having 
with us all our Baggage, the greateſt Part of our 
Booty, and three of the chief Men out of every 
Province, to be carried with us to Miequinex, to give 
an Account to the Emperor of their Behaviour in 
the late Rebellion, the Baſhaw and the Remains of 
his People encamping again without the Walls of the 
City, Belzarge and myſelf, with the Remains of our's 
being again ordered to march in; and we were by 
the Citizens moſt courteouſly entertained, ſelling our 
Shares of the Booty, viz. Bullocks and Sheep in vaſt 
Numbers, for what any would give us ; I having 
myſelf, with ſeveral others in Partnerſhip, ſold there 
and at ſeveral other Places before on the Road, four 
hundred Sheep, for ſo ſmall a Price as a Blanket 
each, (which is T'wo-pence) and thought ourſelves 
well off ; for what could we have done with them, 
being obliged to take that or nothing; beſides, we 
were glad at any Rate to get rid of the _ yu 
Trouble of driving them. | 
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Now am I again in the City of Morocco; ; as which, 
T do not doubt, but it may be expected that I ſhould 
give a particular Deſcription, and an Account of al 
its Curioſities ; which I could readily, and would # 
willingly do, did I not think it altogether inconſiſten 
with my main Point, and would enlarge my Hiſtory 
to very littze Purpoſe, by oniy repeating wy has 

| een, 
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deen, without Doubt, before made publick; there- 
orc I ſhall, by Way of Digreſſion, mention only two 
f the moſt agreeable Curioſities, which my 
wn Fancy was ſtruck with, the one within, and the 
other without the Walls, and refer my Readers for 
he reſt to the feveral Books already printed; and 
frt, of that within the Walls, which was four 
golden Globes of a large Size and Value, fixed. on 
the Top of the Tower of the Emperor's Palace, and 

hich, according to common Fame, were ſet up many 
hundred Years ago, on the following Occaſion : 


LutLan Oupan, Daughter and Widow to 
wo of their ancient Emperors, happened one Day 
o ſee in a Woman's Baſket ſome very tempting 
Peaches, and being at the ſame Time with Child, 
12 took one of them, and after biting off a ſmall 
Part of it, and putting the Remainder into the Baſket 
gain, ſhe went away, ſaying, She had but juſt nict d 
he Time ; of which ſome of the By-ſtanders taking 

otice, and pondering thereon, it ſoon came into 
heir Minds, that it muſt be very near the Time of 
he Commencement of their Ramadam, which is a 

Pery ſtrict Faſt they obſerve every twelfth Moon; 
nd during which, if any are known to eat or drink 
rom an Hour before the Breaking of the Day, till 
he Appearance of the Stars, it is Death by their 
aw ; and they are not only obliged to abſtain from 
Manner of Food, but likewiſe from ſmoaking, 
vaſhing their Mouths, taking Snuff, ſmelling Per- 
umes, or converſing with Women. © 


uo SE who are obliged to travel, may drink a 
tle Water ; and ſuch as are ſick, may borrow a + 
7 tew 
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few Days of their Prophet ; but they muſt, and 4 
repay. punctually, when they recover Strength. In 
the Towns they run about the Streets, and wake il 
thoſe People they think are aſleep, that they my 
eat, and ſo be the better able to ſupport themſelvg 
in the Day; they riſe three or four Times in the 
Night, and ſleep again. Such as are Libertine, and 
uſed to drink Wine, abſtain from it at this Time. 


IT.is uſual in the Towns, every Evening, when 
the Faſt of that Day is ended, for a Trumpet to be 
ſounded from the Caſtle, to give Notice of it; be 
fore which Time it is pleaſant to ſee the Poſture df 
the Moors, one holding a Pipe ready fill'd, while he 
impatiently expects the Sound of the Trumpet; 
another with a Diſh of Cſcaſſooe before him, ready 
to run his Hand in; ſome got cloſe to the Foun 
tains, to be the firſt that ſhall drink. On the Eve d 
their Lent, they make great Rejoicing, ſhouting ani 
repeating the Name of GOD, and watch for the 
Appearance of the Moon, at which they fire the 
Muſkets, then fall to ſaying their Prayers, the Em- 
peror himſelf ſometimes at their Head; who, 9 
perſuade the People of his great Regard for Religion, 
keeps this Faſt four Months every Year ; but the) 
are obliged to obſerve it only during that one Moon,

Bottom in a terrible Condition : And fo ended m 
mad Project; and which was, I think; a very * 
one indeed, for had J obtained the Globes, in whit 
could it have bettered my deplorable Condition, be 
ing always obliged to follow the Emperor's Pleaſure 
and with whom it was a moſt ſufficient Crime to be 
rich: And ſo much for wh foolifh ney on Ne 
Golden Globes.

er I was melt Qclichted with, de t 
Walls of Morocco, was a moſt curious and ſpaciou 
Garden for the King's Pleafure, when he came tt 
that City, it being by far the fineſt of all I had eng 
ſeen before, being kept in the moſt exquiſite Manne 
as to its curious and regular Walks and Arbon. 
and laid out with large Collections of moſt Kinds0 
Fruits and Flowers, the Fruit-Trees being ve 
large, and dreſſed and pruned in a very elegant Mi 
ner; ſo that their Wood, and eſpecially that 
their Orange-Trees, was always i in a proſperous C 
dition, almoſt ever green, blooming and bea 
Fruit. In this Garden I faw the Trunk of ang 
Tree, (which I was told was that of a very lf 
Orange - Tree) with great ſpreading ai, 
WI. 
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which, when in its Proſperity, was the Death of 
Muley Archid, the Emperor's Brother, (who, about 
ſeven Years before, killed Muley Emhamet, his elder 
Brother, with his own: Hand, to make Way for him=- 
ſelf to the Empire:) He being one Day in this Gar- 
den on Horſeback,” and his Horſe running ſuddenly 
out with him, ſo that he could by no Means ſtop 
him, carried him under this Tree, in a Moment ap- 
pearing on the other Side Without his Rider; and 
notwithſtanding the quick Approach of his Atten- 
dants, they found him quite dead, hanging by his 
Head in a forked Limb; on which Account there 
was, no Doubt, no little Hurry all over the Empire; 
he being reckoned one of the moſt famous Conque- 
rors in thoſe Parts, having made himſelf Maſter, by 
the Sword, of the Kingdoms of Tafilet, Fez, Moe 
rocco, and- Sus; and by this Means the old Tyrant 
(whom I was obliged to ſerve) came to the Throne:

Ri- 
ver Gregrahz the Country alſo. very woody, and 
plentiſully ſtored with Lyons, and I think the boldeſt 
I ever ſaw, coming that Night even into our Camp, 
making a hideous and terrible Noiſe, killing two. of 
our Horſes, and eating them all up before Day- break 3 
the tenth to the Caſtte of Agoory, ſhort of Meguineꝝ 
about fix Leagues, travelling at the Rate of about 
ſeven Leagues a Day; and the eleventh we came 
into Meguinex in good Seafon, and: ſecured all $* 
Effects of the Carravan within the Walls of The 
Emperor's Palace; and after the Baſhaw hadvac- 
quainted the Emperor with our Proceedings, and 
given him a particular Account of the Behaviour of 
the ſeveral Priſoners, we were all (after making a 
plentiful Supper) ordered for that Night to Reſt.

Tux next Morning, about Eight o' Clock, the 


Emperor ordered the Baſhaw to bring the ſeveral 


Priſoners into the Vard before him, when myſelf 
and Belearge, by Command of the Baſhaw, imme- 
diately guarded them in: The old Tyrant looking 
at them very furtouſly, (after aſking them a few 
Queſtions) told them, in an angry Tone, That they 
were inſolent Traitors, and they ſhould foom reap the 
Fruits of their late Rebellion; then ordered three of 
the moſt notorious of them to ſtand with their Backs

where the Laurbs or Arabs, People inhabiting tho 
Parts of the Deſerts, bring in once a Year thei 
wonted Tributes, as Gold, Ivory, Indigo, &c, which 
they traffick for on the Coaſt of Guinea. 
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TRE SE Laurbs are an awkward Sort of Peoply 
of an Olive Colour, and wearing the Hair of tha 
Heads and Beards without ever cutting or topping 
it runs naturally up into Rings or Curls, ſo that tha 
Heads look all one at a Diſtance, as if they | 
growing on them large Buſhes of Furze : Th 
only Cloathing is a blue Linen Shirt, and a Par 
_ Drawers reaching a little below their Knees, ui

mough, muttering to himſelf, That he thought him en- 
treamly lite him At which I aſk'd him, What wa 
the Matter? when he ſpoke aloud, That the Black 
riding the fine Horſe was very much like his, al 
bat had it not been for his rich Apparel, and Gran.

Sold, ſaid I, O fre, what are yu 
zalking of Ii hy, ſaid he, what Harm is in that? 
Indeed, ſaid I, the Harm is not much between us ; yi 
as he ig very near Relation to one of the Emperari 
IVives, ſhould he know what you ſaid of him, ht 
toould, no Doubt, be very angry with yon; and, 
as he is a Man extreamly paſſionate in his Natur 
(making no mare of killing a Man than looking himm 
the Face) it might not only prove of very ill Conſequent 
to you, but it is even a hundred to one if he did n 
cut off your Head: At which he ſeemed, and was 
no Doubt, in a very great Hurry to be gone, and 
glad if he might depart in a whole Skin, deſiring 
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me, Not to tell the Emperor's Couſin of his fo fears 
dalins Opinion of him, bowing to him with the moſt 
profound Keverence, and Buſbmough behaving like 
the Emperor's Couſin indeed, not ſo much as giving 
kim one Nod in Return, but in a ſcornfut Manner 
turned upon him his Back, ſoon after laughing very 
heartily to ſec, as he ſaid, how diſconſolate he went 
off, and how much like a Fool he departed, throw- 
ing himfelf, even in an Extaſie, on the Ground, and 
crying out, ſo well as his exceſſive Laughter, would 
permit him Utterance, Laurbs !

bim, on his Life, to make Haſte back again; which, 
if he did not, (as we ſhould be ſoon moving with 
the Carravan) we ſhould be obliged to leave him be- 
hind us: No, no, ſaid he, never fear that 5 do you but 


tate Care to ſet up at Night a lighted Torch on the. 


Top of the Caſtile IYall, and never fear of my being 
back again before the next Day-light 3 and which, in- 
deed, he was, coming to us ſoon after Midnight 
with two of the Laurbs Muſkets, and all their Am- 
munition in two Leather Pouches, ſtealing with them 
(he ſaid) out of their "Tent, whilſt they were fleep- 
Ing ; however, they were ſoon after Day-break 
back again to our Caſtle, to enquire aſter him, fadly 
hmenting their Loſs, and efpecially that of their 
Ammunition and Arms ; to all which we only gave 
them the Hearing, they being at laſt no better of 
than the others of their Brethren had been. before 
them. | 


AND now, after having had ſufficient Profit and 
Paſtime, through Means of honeſt Bu/hmough, (tho 
having a very great Mind to fell himſelf once more, 
he did not think ſo) and all other Matters finiſhed to 
our Satisfaction, we packed up our Treaſure, and in 


ſeventy Days got ſafe back to Taflet, making 
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ita very pleaſant Journey; which I muſt, in a very 

reat Meaſure, attribute to the jocular Behavious of 
honeſt Bu/hmeugh, ſeldom a Day paſſing without our 
mecting ſome of his old Friends, and his ſuddenly 
crying out thereon, The Laurbs ! the Laurbs I runs 
ning and ſkipping in the moſt comical Manner, tho? 
he had not the Pleaſure of mecting with any of his 
old Maſters, which I dare ſay he of all Things de- 
fired. Here we reſted ſeven Days, to refreſh our- 
felves and Cattle, and then we proceeded and got 
fule in eleven Days more to Megquinex, where 
we were well received by the Emperor, ſumptuouſly 
feaſted by his Order, and had every Man twenty 
Ducats; and then he directly ordered us for our old 
Garrifons, with his Service to our Wives, where we 


fafely arrived, after the Abſence of ſix Months, 


Now am I again at my old Sport, and buſy in 
killing Plenty of Game, which was but for à very 
ſhort Duration, I being all on the ſudden ſoo after 
| hurried away to try my Fortune in another 
the Country, after a more hoſtile Manner; for at 
End of the fixth Week I was expreſsly ordered by 
the Emperor again to haſten to Aeguinez with two, 
bundred of my Men; where I found ready to 
march, on ſome ſecret Expedition, an Army conſiſt- 
ing of fixty thouſand Men, Horſe and Foot, com- 
manded by Baſhaw Gofſoy, with whom we were 
joined, and the next Day marched with them, our 
Route being, as I then underſtood, for Binniſneſs, 
on the River I/adzeetoon, or River of Olives, near 
the Borders of the Morocco Dominions, and the 
Country of the Argireens, on Account of their De- 
nul of paying the Emperor's Agents their reſpec- 

tive: 


E 
ve Tributes, which they had refuſed to do for 2 
long Time back, after a moſt inſolent Manner, 


Tx firſt Day we marched to Fez; the ſecond 
to Keeſſan ; third to Teſſaßh; fourth to a Skirt of the 
Deſerts ; and after three other Days March thereon, 
to I/Vijhaddah, a ſtrong Garriſon, to keep the Angi- 


reens in Awe, and wherein the Malecontents had ag 
ſtrongly fortified themfelves: We lying at a conve- 


nient Diſtance for the Night, our Baſhaw ſent in a 
Meſlenger the next Morning, requiring them to ſur- 

render the Fort to the Emperor's Pleaſure, and to 
fend him out immediately ſufficient Pledges of their 
Performance: To which he was anſwered, That 
they were therougbly reſolved to the contrary, and that 


he ſhould find he had not Children to deal with, With 


which Anſwer the Meſſenger in a very ſhort Time 


returned, and then we were all ordered-to intreſch 


ourſelves ; but before we could finiſh our Work, the 
Malecontents ſallied forth, in Number about ten 
thouſand, who diſcharged their Muſkets on us, and 
were returning again towards the Caſtle, when ix 
thouſand more of them within alſo ſally ing forth, and 


joining them, they all of them turned upon us again, 


and there enſued between us a cruel Slaughter for the 
Space of three Hours, thouſands falling on both. 
Sides; and thus they continued, by frequent Relieves 
from the Caſtle, to ſkirmiſh with us in and out for 
three Days: At the End of which, they (the greateſt 
Part of them being already, by the Force of: our ſu- 
perior Numbers, cut off) ſurrendered to the Difcre- 
tion of the Baſhaw ; Torogelgh their Chief, with many 
others of their Principals, coming out to him with 


their Excuſes, Preſents, and Arrears ;, and amonęſt 
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the former: ſeveral very fine Horſes, and a large Sum 
of Money for the Baſhaw's own particular Uſe; 
and which, no Doubt, was ſufficiently made good to 
them, by ſaving ſome of their Lives, (though ſome 
indecd only to live a vale longer. ) 


AxD now am I again at Leiſure to look about me, 
a3 indeed it was high Time, being grievouſly wounded 
in our laſt bloody Skirmiſh, by a Muſket Shot lodg- 
ing in my Left Thigh, the Baſhaw receiving another 
in his Arm, much about the ſame Time: Mine 
proved extreamly painful to me, it being even to the 
End of the third Day before my Surgeon could con- 
renicntly take it out, notwithſtanding he was a very 
ingenious Man; and:tho? the Remains of cur Army 
reſted there two Months, yet could I not ride till 
juſt before our Departure; however, I thought my⸗ 
{-3f to be by far better off than a great many of our 
Army, wo having loſt therein fall e thouſand 
Men. 1 ved 

Ax p now am I travelling back, in a great deal of 
FD with the Remainder of our Army for Megui- 

z, and xvith us forty of the principal Rebels in this 
Rebel lion, to give an Account of their Behaviour to 
tne Emperor; who being brought before him, he 
forthwith ordered them for Execution, the Victims 
funding all in a Row, and the Headſman ready with 
bis Sword drawn in his Hand, only waiting the 
Word of .Command, or Signal ; which-being.given, 
he itruck off ſeventeen Heads at ſo many Strokes, 
when he was ordered to ftay his Hand, and the other 
twentysthree, were pardoned» and ſent back to be- 
have 
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behave with more e Prudence for the future; and T, 
after I had recruited the Men I had loſt, (in al 
twenty-ſix) ſo faſt as I could ride for Tamnſnah, and 
my other Garriſons, getting thither again after about 
three Months Abſence, finding my Family in good 
Health, and encreaſed by a brave Boy. 


Now am I, after my late Skirmiſhes and ſad 
Wound, again with my Wife and Family at Tamnſ- 
nah, and where I happened to remain with them for | 
ſome conſiderable Time in Peace and Plenty, ſpend- Wl :: 
ing moſt of my Time in my old Sport in the Woods, n 
though I went pretty often to Sallee, and where I Ml 
met with ſeveral of my Countrymen, with Ml it 
whom I ſoon got well acquainted ; yet could not { Ml 
{although TI very heartily endeavour'd it) meet with Wl / 
any Opportunity to my Mind, wherein I might in 
any Probability make my Eſcape 3 and for me to 
make any fooliſh Attempts that Way, I thought was 
by far better to let alone; therefore, after making pe 
merry with my Countrymen ſometimes for three, Ml |: 
four, or five Days, I returned to my Family and my Mll © 
old Sport: Though as Pleaſure never comes fincere, D 
a Daſh of Water is now thrown into our Wine, our Wl © 
Son, at the Age of ten Months, dying; though af. th 
ter this we lived without any Uneaſineſs almoſt to the il © 
End of two Years, when a ſudden Rumour ran, * 
That the old Emperor was dead, as indeed he had been il b. 
at leaſt two Months before, though kept private for N 
certain Reaſons of State, no Doubt to ſtrengthen the Pl 
Intereſt of ſome of the Competitors for the Empire tr

ticulars of his Character, and Method of governing. 


Tux Emperor came to the Throne in the 
Year 1672, upon the Death of his Brother, Mule 
Archid, by oppoſing his Nephews, the Sons of Mu- 
y Archid, being then only Alcayde of Mequinex; 
but aſpiring to the Crown, he raiſed what Forces he 
could, and by his Courage and Vivacity, with the 
Help he met with from the Jezos, particularly Me- 
narran, their Governor, who ſupplied him with Mo- 
ney to carry on tte War, he overcame both his 
Nephews; one of whom, Aduley Hamet, being Ba- 
ſhaw of Morocco at his Father's Death, had cauſed 
himſelf to be proclaimed King there, and the other, 
Muley Aran, ſet up in the Kingdom of Tafjilet. 


Ax exceſſive Cruelty, a great Capacity, and a 
perfect Knowledge of the Genius and Temper of 
his People, preſerved to this Emperor the Throne for 
ſo long a Space of Time as fifty-five Years, and 
Death alone took it from him. By ſtrictly obſerving, 
even to the niceſt Particulars, all the Ceremonies of 
the Mahometan Religion, he made himſelf reſpected 
by his Subjects for his Virtues, at the ſame Time he 
was feared for his Cruelty and Vices. He always 
brought his Projects to bear; and if he ſaw there 
was Danger in uſing Violence, he knew how to em- 
ploy Cunning. Voluptuous, covetous, paſſionate, 
treacherous, more than a Tyrant, he tamed the na- 
tural Savageneſs of his Subjects, by ſhewing himſelf 
Tull more ſavage than they. | 


AFTER 
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AFTER the Death of his Nephew, Mule Hu. 
met, his Cruelty began to appear: The firſt Scene 
of which was acted by the Side of a River, to 
which he came with his Army, but could not paſs, 
where he ordered all the Priſoners to be kill'd, and 
woven into a Bridge wich Ruſhes, for his Army to 
paſs over upon. n 


Ix 1678, he made himſelf Maſter of Taf#le, and 
three Years after that took Marmora from the Spa. 
niards, where he found 88 Pieces of Braſs Cannon, 
Hſteen of Iron, Ammunition of all Sorts, more than 
he had in his whole Dominions before:; and a great 
Prize of Pearls and Jewels-(belonging to Merchants 
who then were in the Town) fell into his Hands, 
He alſo took Larach from the Spaniards in 1680, 
clearing all the Sea Coaſt of his Territory, but Maſ- 
fagan, Pennon de Velez, and Ceuta; the latter of 
Which (though always blockaded with 10,000 Men, 
and fo ſtrictly preſſed, that the Baſhaw cannot ſtit 
from before it, without Leave from the Emperor) WW (. 
has defy'd all Attempts for thirty-four Years toge- Wl 3 
ther. In 1701, he fought a Battle with the Dey of 90 
Algiers, but coming off with the worſt, a Peace wa n 

concluded, which has continued ever fince, © *

Ar the Beginning. of his Reign, the Roads were 
Jo infeſted with Robbers, that it was dangerous to 
ſtir out of the Towns, without being well guarded; bas 
but he fo well cleared them, that now it is 10 


where ſafer travelling. 
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Hg maintains his large Empire {which conſiſts of: 
ſeveral Kingdoms joined together) in Peace and Qui 
etneſs, although of ſo late an Acquiſition to the Fa- 
mily. In his Empire is contained all that Country- 
called by the Romans Mauritania Ti: gituna, withs 
other Provinces to the Southward, as far as Cape 
Blanco, where it is bounded by the Negro Country 3. 
35 it is Northerly by the Miediterraneun Sea: It has: 
on the Eaſt the Kingdom of Algiers, and Part of the: 
Country of Bildulgerid.; and on the Welt the: 
main Ocean; including the Kingdoms of Fez, H 
Acco, Taffilet, Darha, Suz; Tremezen, and Sexebmeſs 51 
over which he rules with-fo-ſevere a Hand, and has. 
firack ſuch a Dread into all Mien, by his terrible. 
Executions, that none of th mnants of- the Royal 
Blood of the beforxe- mentioned Kingdoms, or any of: 
his Baſhaws, have dared- to take up Arms againſt; 
him. All the Diſturbance he ever met with at 
Home, (ſince his Eſtabliſnment after the Conqueſt of 
his Nephew) was the Rebellion of his Son, Mule: 
Mahomet, who cauſing himſe!f to be proclaimed- 
King of Morocco, plagued him for ſome Time; but 
ſending his Sen . Aaley Zidan againſt him, Muley 
Mahomet was overthrown; and the Emperor having” 
got him into his Clatches, ordered his Right Hand 
and Left Foot to be-cut off; after which, the Prince 
ſoon died, not ſuffering the Blood to be ſtopped, but 
tearing. off the. Plaiſters. „ 


His Manner of governing is by Aleaydes,.: who 
be Commiſſion, but receive their Authority 
only by his faying, Go: govern ſuch - 4 Country, be my 
General or Admiral, At Court, he has five ſtanding 
Viicers ; they are, the Grand Maſtis for Affairs of 
NM Religion ; 
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Religion; the chief Eunuch, to take Care of the 
Seraglis ; a Treaſurer for his Revenue; the Super. 
intendant of his Buildings; and the Baſhaw of Mf. 
guinex, Whois the firſt Miniſter, or ſupreme Alcayde, 
of whieh there are three Sorts; the firſt and chief 
are thoſe who, in the Nature of Vice-Roys, are 
ſent to govern the Provinces; to whom, for their 
greater Honour, is ſometimes given the Title of Ba- 
ſhaws. They have an unlimited Power, and it mat- 
ters not how much they tyranmze, if, upon their 
Return to Court, they bring Riches enough to ſa- 
tisfy the Emperor. Another Sort are the General; 
of his Armies, and Commanders over ſmall Parties 
of Horſe or Foot; The third Sort are. Governors of 
Cities, or Towns,. and are either made by the Em. 
peror himſelf, as are the Alcaydes of Morocco, Fer, 
Sally and other great Cities; or by the Governors of 
the Provinces, over ſmall Towns and Cities; 2 
fourth. ſort may be added, which are titular only, 
and therefore ealled Alcaydes.of their: Heads. 
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The Governors of the Pfovinees- are ordered tv 
Court every two or three Years,. to render an Ac- 
eount of their: Government:;- that is, to bring the 
Emperor all that they have by a arbitrary and'ty- 
zannieal. Power, plundered the People of, by which 
Means he gets little leis than their whole Wealth, 
which never eirculates more but is thrown into bi 
Freaſury,, and remains there an unprofitable and 
uſeleſs Hoard, he never parting with it again, 
pon any Account - whatſoever ; for neither 
Nis Armies, Fleet, or Buildings eoſt him any thing 
When he has Occaſion to raife Forces, the Al. 


eaydes of the Provinces are. obliged to find and mai 
| ts | tan 
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tain them; each providing for a number in pro 
ortion to the extent of his Government. The” 
Ships alſo that are in his Service, are fitted out and 
maintained by the Alcayde of the Port to which they 
belong ; nevertheleſs: he has half the Prizes, and 
takes all the: Slaves, remitting part of his Moiety or 
the Prize- goods, in Conſideration for the- Slaves 
who did not belong to his Share. 


When the Alcaydes return from their Governs- 
ments, it is with the greateſt Fear imaginable, as E 
have before hinted ; for if the Emperor thinks they” 
do not bring him the whole Profits thereof, but 

keep ſomething” for themſelves, they are in danger” 
of being put to ſome cruel Death. Before they go- 
into his Preſence, they pull off their Shoes, put on- 
3 particular Habit they have to denote-a Slave, and 
when they approach him fall down and kifs the 

Ground, at his Horſe's Feet; if he ſpeaks to them, 

they bend forward and hold their Heads a little on 

one ſide, in token of Offering their Life: which! 
„great degree of Subjection, proceeds partly from 
Fear, and partly from Superſtition, for they believe 
him to be the true Branch of the Xeriphian Family, 
Who draw their Deſcent from the Prophet Mabomet, 
and therefore thinkꝛhe was particularly favoured by 
Heaven, and could do nothing amiſs, but imagined all 
who died by- his Hand, went to Paradiſe ; in which, 
Opinions he confirmed them, by a long conti? 
nuance of Tyrannical Power, by Artifice and by 
Hypoeriſy, never doing any thing of Conſequence 
without firſt falling down upon the Ground, witty: 
his Face cloſe to the Earth, for a conſiderable Time, 
mim believe that be then received Inſpiration and

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Directions from God, or Aabemet, (for which: put. 
poſe he had a great number of praying Places con- 
trived in different Parts, not unlike Niches, laid ho- 


rizontally in the Ground) and that he performed the 
Will of God, in every thing he did.. 


He likewiſe explained the Law to them himſelf, 
which they follow according to the Opinion of their 
Doctor Mieliſb, who taught that there is but one 
God, and Mahbomet was his chief Prophet; that Je- 
ſus Chriſt was a great Prophet, born of a. Virgin, 
whoſe Name was Mary; that he was very holy, and 
wrought Miracles, but did not die as ws believe, for 
when Jadas betrayed him, God cauſed one of his 
Diſciples to appear in his likeneſs, who was cruci- 
fied in his ſtead :- That: there. is-a Heaven and a Hell, 
and the eternal Bleſſing will conſiſt in a fight of the 
Sovereign Being, of. his Angels, and. Mahomet, in 
the enjoy ment of beautiful Virgins, whole V irginity 
will daily be renewed, indulging their Appetites with 
all ſorts of delicious Food, which they ſhall have at a 
With, bathing in Nivers of Milk. and Roſe-water; 
and that their: Lodgings will be in glorious: Palaces, 
built with Diamonds, Pearls and precious Stones, 
That Hell will conſiſt in the extremities of Heat and , 
Eold, and the damned will. be created. and. deſtroyed j 
every. Day. | 
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The Emperor certainly puniſhed! all Breakers o: Wi » 
their Law with great Severity; and carried his )- 7 
pocriſy ſo far, that it was the moſt religious Age t 
that ever was in Barbary,. by the King's Example, f 
whoſe Commands were efteemed ſacred, ans + __ b 
; | | | reac 
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Breach: of which, he had: often inflicted the ſevereſt 
Death; ſo that what from the dread of Puniſhment, 
and the Opinion the People are brought up in, no 
Prince was better obey . „ 
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He was an early Riſer, whether from his naturaÞ 
Diſpoſition, or the Horror of the many Murders, 
Exactions, and Cruelties he had committed on his 
poor Subjects and Slaves, I eannot determine; but 
thoſe who have been near him, when abroad in Camps, 
(for in his Palace, he was waited on by Women, 
joung Wenches and Eunuchs, who dare not tel! 
Tales,) report that his Sleep was, very much diſturbed 
and full of Horror; when, ſtarting on a ſudden, he 
has been heard to call upon thoſe he had- murdered; 
and ſometimes awake, he us'd to aſk for them whom 
he had killed but the Day before, and if any of the 
Standers-by anſwered, He is dead, he preſently re- 
plied, Mo killed him? To which they anſwered, 
{hey did not know, but ſuppoſed God Killed him, un- 
leſs they had a mind. to- follow. N IT 
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I: have heard he uſed once to call oſten on Ha- 
neda, a great Favourite of his, when he was  walk- 
ing alone, and no body could be ſuppoſed tothear 
him ;. this Hameda was the greateſt Favourite he 
ever. had; he was the Son of the Guardian of the 
dlaves, and eame a. Boy into the Emperor's. Army, 
when he was beſieging his Couſin Multy Hamet in 
Terudant, and doing ſome Action before him, he 
took Not ice of him and gave him a Horſe; the Man 
fill continued to do good things, and being a merry 
buftoon Fellow, the. Emperor. grew into great Fa- 
ö miliarity 
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miſiarity with him, inſomuch that he could take the 
Liberty to go into bis Gardens, when he. was with 
his Women, which no Man ever did before or ſince: 
He had the Title of Baſha by way of pre-eminence a- 
dove all. other Baſhas: The Euperor. ufed paſſionate- 

by to tell him, that he could never be heartily an- 
gry with him, and that it was impoſſible he ſhoult 
be provoked to kill him: And it was thought he did 
not deſign to do it, when he gave him fo many 
Blows with the butt-end of his Launce, that he died 
of them the next Day. The Emperor afterwards. 
ſhewed a great deal of. Sorrow at it, confeſſod he re- 
pented of what he had done, ſent bim and his 
Phyſicians  a- Bag of Money, and deſired him to 
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As ſoon as his firſt Prayer was over, which wiy 
before the Morning Star diſappear'd, he us'd to go to his 
Works, which. were of a vaſt extent within the Walls 
of his Palace; there the poor People (whether Chriſ- 
tians, Negro Slaves, Boys who- attended him, Al- 
caydes, or Overſcers of the Works, ) all taſted of his 
Anger in their turns, beating, killing, or giving good 
Words, according to the Humour he was in. This 
was one of his top Pleaſures, in ſome of theſe Places 
and never within his Palace, he gave Audience to 
Ambaſſadors, converfed* ſomerimes ſitting on the 
Corner of a Wall, walk'd often, and ſometimes 
work'd.. N Fes 


In the Year 1690, beſore he was Maſter of Sahra, 
there came a Woman from that People to him, who, 
hearing of her- coming, went to meet her on 2 
: | bac 
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back, at the Head of twenty thouſand Men; She 
told him the People of Sahra, were deſirous to put 
themſelves under his Protection, but that he muſt 
fight her at Launce- play, ihe had a mind to have 
her, at once the Pledge: of their Fidelity, and the 
Prize of his Victory. She ſet him hard at firſt, but 
afterwards ſuffered herſelf to be overpowered, was- 
nut among the reſt of his Women, and Troops- 
were ſent to protect the Fr rontiers of Sahra. 


Wehe was abroad, there us' d to be carried after- 
him a Stool, a Kettle of Water, and a Skin, (which 
was his Table- cloth) this belong'd te his eating; and 
il he was out at Dinner time, his Dinner was carried 
after him upon the. Head of a Negro, in a great 
wooden or copper Veſſel, which he did not take 
from his Head ttill the: Emperor aſk'd for it: The 
manner of his eating did net differ from the ordinary 
Moors. His ocher travelling Utenſils were two or- 
three Guns, - a Sword or two, and two Launces, be- 
cauſe one broke once as-he was-murdering-; both 
the Swords and Eaunces were carried with their Points- 
upwards 3 theſe: were all-carried by luſty Fellows; 
his Boys carry'd ſhort Brazil Sticks, Knotted 'Cords- 
for whipping, a change of Cloaths te ſhift when 
bloody, and a Hatchet, two.-of which he took in a 
Pirtugueze Ship, and the firſt time they were brought. 
to him, killed a Negro without. any IS 
try if they were good. 


A1TROUGH the Natives of his Dominions are 
Whites, yet they are not ſo much eſteemed by him 
5 che Blacks, and the Copper coloured, to whom 
he 
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he committs the Guard of his Perſon, and was {, 
fond of their Breed, that he took care to mix them 
himſelf, by matching them to the beſt comp'exion's 
ef his Female Subjects. 3 M6 


Tus he took care to lay the Foundation of hi 
tawney Nurſeries, to ſupply his Palace as he want. 
ed, into which they were admitted very young, are 
taught ta-worfhip and obey that Suceeſſor of their 
Prophet, and being nurſed in Blood from their In- 
fancy, become the Executioners and Miniſters of their 
Wrath, whoſe terrible Commands they put in exe. 
eution with as much Zeal and. Fury, as if they had 
received them immediately from Heaven. Their 
manner was (as ſoon as the Word come out of his 
Mouth) to ſeize on.the Wreteh ordered. for. Execu- 
tion like ſo many Lions, whom (if he-was not to be 
executed on the Spot) they almoſt tore to Pieces be- 
fore he got to the Place of Execution; and. by. the 
Fury of their Looks, and their violent and ſavage 
manner of uſing him, made a Scene very much re- 
ſembling the Picture of fo many Devils tormenting 
the damned They were ſo ready to Murder and 
deſtroy, even while young, that the Alcaydes trem- 
bled at the very ſight. of them, and the Emperor 
ſeemed to take a great deal of- Pleaſure, and placed 
much of his Safety in them, for they ſurrounded 
him almoſt where-ever he was, they are of all Ranks 
and Degrees, ſome were the Sons of his chief: Al- 
caydes, others picked. up by chance,.or taken from 
a large Negro Town joining to: Mequinex, which 
the Emperor had filled with Families of Blacks and 
Tawnies for his Uſe. If they: were well- looked and 
ſtrong. they needed no other Quality; ſome who 
had Relations that were able, were fed, cn 
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and lodged by them; others who had not, were 
lodged in the Out- Skirts of the Palace, in great 
Rooms, where they pig'd an hundred or two toge- 
ther. They wore only a ſhort and ſmall Coat 
without Sleeves. which did not reach to their Knees 
their Heads were ſhaved and always expoſed to the 
Sun, for he affected to breed them hard... Moſt, 
and ſometimes all of them, were employed in hf 
Buildings, where they took off their Cloaths, affe 
laying them all in a Heap, every one took a Baſket 
and removed Earth, Stones or Wood ; when they 
had done, he ordered them to go to his Few and 
receive ſo much Soup; the next Day they appear'd 
gay and under Arms. 


He beat them in the crueleſt Manner ima- 
ginable, to try if they were hard; ſometimes you 
ſhould fee forty .or fifty of them all ſprawling in their 
Blood, none of them daring to riſe till he left the 
Place, where they were lying, and if they were diſ- 
| countenanced and out of Heart at this Uſage, they 
were of a Baſtard-breed, and muſt turn out of his 
Service: I never heard that he killed but three of 
them, one for Sodomy, and two for hiding a Piece 
of Bread in the Hole of a Wall, which-it was ſuppoſed 
they could not eat, for they are great Reverencers 
of Bread, and take up (as all Mahometans do) the 
leaſt Crum wherever they find it, and kiſs it. When 
they wanted Cloaths, the. Emperor thought of ſome- 
body that had too much Money, either Moor or 


Jew, and bad them go to him, and receive each a 
Coat or Shirt. | 
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They were generally about eight hundred in al, 
who liv'd with him in a ſort of Subordination to one 
another; ſeveral had the Names of Alcaydes, a 
the chief of them who waited on the Emperor's 
Perſon ; others were made Overſeers of ſome Taſk 
or Work the Emperor had ordered them to finiſh; 
ſome he made perpetual Alcaydes over a certain 
Number of his Companions, and ſuch a one was to 
anſwer for the reſt, as to their Diligence, cleanly 
and good Deportment in all particulars ; and it was 
wonderful to ſee the Inſolence, State and Gravity of 
theſe young Rogues, and how they aped the old Em- 
peror in their way of Government; for tho? the 
could only inflict Blows, yet they uſed the haughty 
Phraſes of Command, and talk'd of cutting Throat, 
ſtrangling, dragging c.

The firſt Mark of their Preferment, after they were 
grown too big to ſerve the Emperor in this nature, 
was giving them a Horſe (a Horſeman being in the 
higheſt Eſteem imaginable among them, and the 
Foot the contrary, inſomuch that thoſe who com- 
manded thouſands of them, were not eſteemed e- 
qual to the Commanders of fifty Horſe,) then the 
Emperor either recommended them to ſome of his 
'Baſhas or great Alcaydes employed againſt the Chrif- 
tians, or the Berebbers that inhabit the Mountains, 
or kept them near him, and then they were ready to 
be intruſted with all important Meſſages, as to carry 
the Emperor's Letter of Thanks to any Officer who 
ſerved him well, or to call him Cuckold ſpit in his 
Face, give him a Box on the Ear, ſtrangle, or cut off

WHEN they had waited a conſiderable 'Time, if 
o Commands or Government became vacant, he 
ſent them to gather the Tribute of ſome Country, 
with the Title of an Alcayde ; and if any remained 
by him without any Employment (after performing 
this Service) he was called Alcayde of his Head, 

waich was a ſort of an Alcayde titular or Reforme, 
s have noted above; but perhaps the Emperor 
ſuſpected that he had put ſomething more in his 
Pocket than ordinary, then he bid him build ſome 
Pouſes of ſuch or ſuch Dimenſions; and that he 
might ſeem ſomething more reaſonable than the A gyp- 
ian Taſk-maſters, us'd to bid him take his Lime and 
stone: The poor Man begins with a good Heart, 
and when he has ſpent all, Deſpair forces him to 
go to the Emperor, and tell him he is not worth one 
Farthing more, leſt he ſhould find his Work ſtanding 
ſtill, and bury him alive in one of the Walls. The Em- 
peror then us'd to pick a Quarrel with him, cut him 
with his Sword, wound him with bis Launce, or 
take off his Cloathe, all but his Drawers, give him 
hve hundred Blows on the Buttocks, put him in 
Priſon, or load him with two great Chains, and 
ſend him to labour at the Houſe he was building, 
be end ordered ſomebody elſe to finiſh it. Now vou 
muſt know the Emperor never beat a Man ſoundly, 
but the Man was in the high way of Preferment, and 
it was ten to one but His Majeſty paſſing by him in 
Chains a few Days after, and finding him in a ſad 


'] Wpickle, he called him his dear Friend, Uncle or Bro- 
"0 Meder, and enquir'd how he came into "that Condition, 
1 a if he knew nothing of the Matter, ſent for a ſuit 
0 


of his own Cloaths (which was a great Compliment) 
made him as fine as a Prince, and | ſent him to govern 
ome of his great Towns; for by this Means he was 
N 2 ſure 
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ſure he had not left him worth a Groat, and made 
a careful Computation of what he might get in h 
Government, till it was his Turn to be ſqueez'd 


gain. 


'THey tell a Story of a Spaniard, who wy 
eſteemed a good Marks-man, and brib'd to ſhoot th 
Emperor; he ſo miſſed his Aim, that the tw 
Balls he had charged his Gun with, flew into the 
Pummel of the Emperor's Saddle. The Man wa 
immediately ſeized, and when it was expected he 
would be put to a cruel Death, the Emperor fit 
reproached him with his baſe Deſign, aſking hin 
what he had done to deſerve being ufed ſo, whethe 
he was no more beloved, and People were tired with 
bim; then calmly ſent him to the Works among 
the reſt of the Chriſtians. The Spam-rd fearing 
he ſhould not come off ſo, and thinking it a mean 
(if there was any) to get his Liberty again, turne 
Moor, but continued in his Chriftian Habit. Som 
Years after, the Emperor going among the Work 
men where he was, aſked him why he did not pil 
off his Hat ? he anſwered, he was a Aer ; and tit 
Emperor being informed who he was, ordered hil 
to be freed immediately, aſked him a thouſand Pit 
dons, for keeping him at work ſo long, dreſſed hig 
from Head to Foot, and made him a Governor 
ſome Country. I | 


A little more or leſs this was the Treatment of |

If he chanc'd to kill any body when he had not 
jetermined their Death (as it frequently happen'd} 
e civilly beg'd their Pardon, and ſaid, he di not 
ſeſigu to Kill that poor Man, and laid the Fault on 
zol, ſaying, his Time was come, the Powers a- 
ove would have it ſo. 


Ir he deſign'd the Death of a Chriſtian, whom 
e car'd not to pardon, he ſhut the Gates of his Pa- 
ce, that Maeſtre Juan ſhould not come; for it 
as very ſingular that this Aagſire Juan (a, Chriſ- 


er and Sincerity wrought ſo much upon the Em- 
eror, that he once ſwore he would never ſee him 
ut he would give him ſomething, and that he 
ould never aſk him any thing, but he would grant 
; and that being deſirous to keep his Word, made 
im fear that Juan ſhould come to beg ſuch a Man's 
fe; nay ſometimes having ſeen him firſt, he cried 


ut He muſt give him ſomething, for be had ſeen him.

The Emperor was wonderfully addicted to Bull. 
ding; yet it is a queſtion whether he was more ag. 
dicted to that, or pulling down; for they ſaid if al 
his Buildings were now ftanding, by a moderate 
Computation, they would reach to Fez, twelve 
Leagues off : And thoſe who had been near hin 
fince the beginning of his Reign, have obſerved hin 
eternally building and pulling down, ſhutting uy 
Doors and breaking out new ones in the Walls, By 
he told them this was done to occupy his People; for 
ſaid be, if I have a Bag full of Ratts, unleſs J key 
that Bag ſtirring they would eat their way through. 
He alſo dug many ſtrange Caverns in the Earth 
of all ſizes, ſome for Corn, others for Powder, Arms, 
Brimitone, and Money, of which latter it is ſuſpect 


he left no WW itneſies, when fiſhed. 


Tar Emperor never parted with any Money, 
to defray the Expences of War, or Building, au 
cauſed his large and magnificent Palace to bee. 
ected, without expending a Blankill towards it; bu 
inſtead of Money he gave the Alcayde of his Bui 
dings a Government; which then was all thi 
Country, lying between Mequinez and Tremez, 
a large tract of Ground, and a very fruitful Sol; 
but conſidering the continual Employment; and ut 
limited Expences which his Office oblig'd him t 
it was thought he could not get any thing for hin 
felf, more than what ſuffic'd for his Maint: 
Nance. | 


ALTHouGH this Emperor had eight thouſai 
Wives, nine hundred Sons, and about three hundrl 
Daugghtte 


n 
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Daughters, yet he was always attentive to the Affairs 
of the State, and never committed the Government 
of it out of his own Hands. Being ſeized with a 
violent Diſcafe, he employed (without Succeſs, to 
prolong his Days) all the Help of Medicines, as well 
as that of his Women, from whom he exaCted to pro- 
motehis Cure ſuch diſguſting Compliances,as to relate 
would be indecent. 


Morey Hamer DR, one of his Sons, whom 
he had deſigned for his Succeſſor, hearing of his Fa- 
ther's Illneſs, came with all Diſpatch from Tedla 


(where he reſided) to Mequinex, to ſee him: It was 


not but with much Difficulty that he got the Liberty 
of ſpeaking to him, and he was at laſt but badly re- 
ccived. The Father, perſuaded that Intereſt (rather 
than Affection) was the Motive of this Viſit of his 
Son's, told him to moderate his Eagerneſs for the 


Crown; but the Son proteſted to his Father, that 


the Pleaſure of ſeeing him was the only Motive of 
his coming. 


Hamer DRV found, by the Condition in whick 
he ſaw his Father, and from the Opinions of the 
Phyficians, that he could not live long, he therefore 
took all poflible Methods to prevent Diſturbances, 


and to aſſure to himſelf the Crown; for he had 


many Rivals for it, and amongſt others two of his 
Brothers, Muley Abdallah, and Muley Abdemelech, 
who was accounted one of the molt able Generals in 
the Kingdom. Theſe had all been ſecretly making 
great Preparations ; ; but Deby had, by his Prudence 
and Vigilance, dilconcerted all their Meaſures : He 


N 4 had 
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Had brought with him only a thouſand Men, but az 
ſoon as he knew of the different Parties which were 
forming in the Kingdom, he drew from the Provinces 
of his Juriſdiction, frve hundred Foot more, and fix 
Hundred Horſe, whom cauſing to enter privately in 
the Night into Meguinez, he ſeized upon alt the ad- 
vantageous Poſts therein, and obliged: the Governor 
to render to him an Oath of Fidelity. During this, 
the Diſorder of the Emperor Muley Ihmael, toge— 
ther with his great Age, put an End to his Life the 
22d of March, 1727, in the 8 1ſt Year of his Age. 


TRE Moment bis Death was known, all the In- 
Habitants of Megitinex retired every one to their 
Fl-ouſcs, abandoning all the publics Works on which 
Auley [ſhmael had unprofitably kept them inceſſanthy 
employed. The ſame Day the Baſhaw Meſael pre- 

ented the Keys of the City to MMuley Hamet Dey, 
who, without loſing any Time, went to take Polic(- 
fion of the Palace, and the Apartment of his deceas'd 
Father. He ordered him to be buried in the Night, 
in a Place he himſelf had fixed on, and gave Orders 
for erecting a Monument over him, according to the 
Faſhion of that Country, z. a large Tower, on the 
Summit of which were placed five Balls of gilt 
Copper. 


Tre Meaſures which Deby had taken, were not 
uſeleſs: The very Day that the Death of his Father 
was made publick, he was acknowledged by the In- 
habitants of -guinez as King of Morocco, notwitl- 
ſtanding the Attempts made to defeat it by his Bro- 
ther Muley Abdallah ; who being informed of "n 

al 
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that paſſed by his Mother, waited in vain for a fa- 

vourable Opportunity of having himſelf proclaimed 
King; and with this Deſign he drew together ſome 
Troops in the Neighbourhood of Mequinex, expect- 
ing that ſeven thouſand Men in the City, who had 
: promiſed to eſpouſe his Part, would come and join 
or bim: But the Vigilance of Deby, and. the Zeal of 
is, the Baſhaw Meſarl, hindered theſe from putting their 


e- Deſign in Execution; ſo that the Troops Which 
he were with Abdallah ſeeing this Reinforcement did 
A not join them, abandoned that Prince, leaving only 


fixteen Horſe with him. This Deſertion entirely 

ruined his Affairs; fo that to ſave his Life, he fled to 
n. a Sanctuary: Deby cauſed him to be fought for, and 
it learning that he had taken Refuge at Fez, m the 
ch Moſque of Muley Tdris, which is held in great Ve- 
ly neration by all the Mahometans, he cauſed it to be 
told that Prince, That he might with all Safety repair 
40 Court, giving him his ſolemn Oath, That he would 
neither hart him, nor any that ſhould accompany him. 
Abdallah truſting to the King's Promiſe, went to 
pay his Reſpects to him: Hamet received him with 
Kindneſs, and having pardoned him and embraced 
him, gave him (asa Token of his Friendſhip) a very 
ine Horſe, moſt richly capariſon'd. It was by this 
Act of Generoſity, that Deby ſignalized the Day of 
his Coronation, the Ceremony of which was per- 
formed in the Moſque of the great Seraglio. 


THe principal Officers of the Army of the Blacks 
allembled together, crying out, Long live the King l 
and threatening Death and Deſtruction to every one 
who would not acknowledge him. Hamet Deby 
went out from the Palace, to hear what they had to 


ſay: 
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ſay : They told him, They were deputed by the Arny 
of the Blacks to aſſure him they were ready to executy 


his Orders, and, if neceſſary, to fhed their Blood in his 


Service, The King was fo pleaſed with this Depu- 
tation, that he gave theſe Officers two hundred and 
twenty thouſand Ducats to diſtribute among the 
Black Army, and ordered that they ſhould march 
immediately againſt the Alarbes of the Province of 
Duguela, who had not acknowledged him. 


Tres Deputies immediately returned to their 
Camp, pitch'd about fix Leagues from Mahbmore, 
and diſtributed among the Soldiers their Shares in the 
King's Liberality ; ſo that the whole Army were 
eager to march on the Expedition they were or- 
dered upon. — 


TRE Alarbes did not let themſelves be ſurprized : 
Hearing of the March of the Blacks, they prepared 
themſelves for an Engagement : The two Armies 
ſoon came within Sight of each other: The Blicts 
reſolved to attack the Alarbes in their Camp, which 
was entrenched by Camels and other Animals, lying 
down: However odd ſuch a Fortification might ap- 
pear, it was not without a great deal of Trouble that 


the Blacks could force it: Both Sides fought with 


great Fury; at length the Blacks, equal in Courage 
to the Alarbes, and ſuperior in Numbers and Diſct- 
pline, gained a ſignal Victory: Sixtcen Thouſand of 
the Alurbes were cut in Pieces, with the Loſs only to 
the Victors of fourteen Hundred Men kill'd, and fix- 
teen Hundred wounded. The Loſs of this Battle 


prevented the Provinces, who had taken Part with 
the

the Alarbes, ſrom continuing in their Revolt: The 
Black Army over-ran them in fifteen Days, without 
meeting with any conſiderable Reſiſtance. At length 
the Alarbes, having defired a Suſpenſion of Arms, 


nd ſubmitted to the Clemency of the King ; whoy 
he though he gave them a Pardon, did, not withſtand- 
ch ing, give ſecret Orders to bis Generals to drain the 
of Riches of theſe rebellious Provinces, without, how- 


ever, depopulating them : And theſe Orders were 'F

Ie THE firſt certain Intelligence I had of the Ad- 
ſe vance ment of Muley Hammet Deby to the Throne, 
2 


was by Alcayde Larbeet Benabbo Moldernjietlee, then 
heal Governor of that Province; who, wth 1800 
Horfe, came one Morning. within Muſket Shot of 
my Caſtle ; to whom I ſent one of my People, to 
know his Pleaſure, and to tell him, That in cafe be 
had any Thing to ſay to me, he ſhould advance with 
a few only to the Foot of the Mall, and let me know 
it; but if he, on the contrary, preſumed to draw. his © 
Main Body on any farther, I ſhould be cbliged to fire 
uon them; and which he well knowing to be my po- 
ſit ve Orders, and that I would actually have per- 
formed it, he came with a very few, and told me, 
that the old Emperor was actually dead, and that Mu- 
ley Hammet Deby was, by the general Conſent of the 
Black Army, proclaimed at Meguinex in his room. 


Tris Muley Hammet was a Man of a moſt ge- 
nerous, though very ſottiſh Nature, being almoſt 
ever drunk, giving theſe Blacks a great deal of Gold, 

01 and 
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and many other valuable Preſents, inſomuch that 
their Hearts were for the preſent entirely his: The 
Governor adviſing me to go directly to him, and ſub- 
mit myſelf to his Will, telling me, That he thought 
it in all Likelihood to be by far the better and ſafer 
Corſe ; and which I alſo thinking to be ſo, I (after 
giving my People very ftrict Charge concerning the 
Garriſon) accordingly did, the Governor going elſo 
with me; and we were both of us very kindly re- 
ceived by him, and I directly ordered back, aud again 
to return with al: my Men. 


Ap now am I ſoon about to leave my ol, ſo 
very much beloved Habitation, for ſuch as my future 
Chance might happen to allot for me; ani after 
bidding adicu to all my rural Diverſions, and Merry- 
makings thereabout, and ſettling my Garrifons-under 
the Care of the Country People, who had been be- 
fore trained up to Arms, much in like Nature of our 
Train'd-Bands, we departed together after a very 
diſconſolate Manner, though we got all well to MVe— 
guinez, and were by the new Emperor all moſt kindly 
received, and each Man immediately preſcnted with 
new, Cloaths, Fire Arms and Swords. 


Hens we ſtaid about four Days ; then we were 
Fent to Hartan, a Caſtle about ſix Miles out of the 
City, where the Ambaſſadors of Foreign Princes ge- 
nerally lodge at Night, before they make their pub- 
lick Entrance into 1/equinez ; where we ſtaid fix 
Days, and then were ſent to the ' Caſtle: of Agoory, 
and from thence, after having been there two Months;

thereabout, on the Death of the old Emperor, 
throwing off all future Allegiance to any of his Suc- 
ceſſors, as thinking themſelves thereby entirely deli- 
vered from theit ſo long and grievous Bondage, nowac- 
knowledging no lawful King, killing Alchyde Boel le 
Ryſea, their old Governor, boiling his Fleſh, 2nd many 
(through Spite) eating thereof, and throwing what 
they would not eat of it to the Dogs, killing alſo 

thirty-ſix of his head Servants, whom they ſaid had 
alſo committed many Inſolencies againſt them : All 
which coming to the Emperor's Ears, he forthwith 
ordered an Army, confifting of One Hundred and 
Twenty Thoufand Men, Horſe and Foot, to be an 
Readineſs to march from Mlequinex againſt them, 
myſelf and all my Men being of the Number; and 
it being but twelve Leagues, we marched the firſt 
Day to Embattxmah,; and the next, in good Sealon, 
to the Walls of the City, where we entrenched our- 
ſelves: Here we had ſhrewd ſkirmiſhing with the 
Malecontents in and out for forty-eight Days, and 
during which were flain on both Sides many Thou» 
ſand Men, when Muly Mu/tada, one of the Empe- 
ror's Brothers, arrived at our Camp with a Com- 
miſſion from him to offer the Malecontents Quarter 
on the following eaſy Conditions, vis. That they 
ſhould - immediately ſurrender, and promiſe to him 
future Obedience; on which he was ready to par- 
don them for all that was paft. Theſe Terms, in- 
deed, they accepted of, though T think I never ſaw 
any Thing of that Nature accepted with ſo much 
ſeeming Indifference, they bringing him out only 
ſuch Preſents to be carried back to his Brother as 
they pleaſed. | 


AND 
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Ap now we were all ordered to march back 
again to Megquinez ; and though I loſt in this Expe- 
dition ſeveral of my Men, yet did I, as to my own 
Part, eſcape for this Bout unwounded, as indeed! 
did ſoon after in an Affair of a far more dangerous, 
- though quite different Nature, and which, I hope, 
will be by all allowed to be a very extraordinary Pro. 
vidence, and which I ſhall, after I have finiſhed the 
ſmall Remainder of my preſent Expedition, give 
you a particular Account of. During our Stay at 0% 
Fez, came Captain Ruſſel to New Fez, who lodged 
there a Night or two, viſited our Army, then went 
to Mequinex, and in a little Time redeemed the few 
Engliſb Captives then there,  _ | 


AND now am I ſoon about to give a Relation of 
my ſo wonderful Preſervation ; for I had but juſt re- 
turned with the Remains of our Army to Meguinex, 
received of the Emperor twelve Ducats, andorder'd 
back to my Wife at Agoory, (where I found I was 
very likely to remain exempted from any other of 
their bloody Actions for ſome Time) before my 
Mind ran altogether upon Eſcape ; and after I had 
with myſelf agreed on the Means, which was to go 
Arſt for Sallee, and if I could not to my Mind ſpeed 
there, to travel on to Marcegongue, to the Portugueze 
Garriſon there, if I could bring it to paſs, ſeveral 
to my Knowledge having before made their Eſcapes 
that Way, as indeed ſo ſhould I now, had I not moi 
unhappily precipitated myſelf into the Enemies 
Hands ; for as I could find no Ship at Sallee, I tra- 
velled on to Marcegongue, which is about three 
Days and half's Journey further to the Southward, 
and where the fourth following Night I got, withont 
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any Accident, and, to my moſt unſpeakable Joy, 
even cloſe Home, or within a hundred Yards at the 
utmoſt of the Caſtle Walls: And here we may 
ſoon ſee the Lubricity of Mundane Affairs; for T 
was, even in the Height of this my exceſſive Joy, 
hid hold on by four 4Zors, who had that Night been 
von the Plunder in the Gardens, but had been di- 
ſturbed therein by the Portugueze Centinels ; and 
the Night being exceſſive dark and windy, they in a 
narrow Paſſage between two Garden Walls ran 
fight againſt me, and laid faſt hold of me; when I 
telling them I was a Chri/tian, (as ſuppoſing them to 
be ſome of the Portugueze, a very unhappy Miſtake) 
[ was carried by them in a little Time back to their 
main Guard, and confined in Irons, and early the 
next Morning conducted by a ftrong Party of them 
to ///amoore, a Town to the Northward of Marce- 
gongue about five Leagues; and where, after bei 
ſeverely handled by them, I was carried before Sim- 
mough Hammet Beorſmine, their then commanding 
Officer, (Ellemenſore, their Governor, being on Ac- 
count of the People's riſing againſt him, fled to the 
Emperor for Aſſiſtance) who ordered the Moors to 
put me in Priſon till his Return, when he told them 
| ſhould be very ſeverely puniſhed :. hen he returns, 
fad they, 2who can tell how long that may be, or M it 
may be ever ; for if he meets with his Reward, the 
Eniperor will there cut off his Head, and therefore 
this Feliow fhall be put to Death directly. No, (faid 
be»ſmine) I tell you he fhall not now, neither ſhall he 
be at all till the Governor's Return, and which may be 
ſooner than now you imagine: Upon which they 
cry'd out, I was a Chriſtian, and about to make my 
Eſ:ape to Chriſtian-Land : To which the Governor 
made them no Anſwer ; neither had they the Power 
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do tell him that they had it from my own Mouth, a

agreed between the Governor and them, that I ſhoud Ml | 
be kept till their next Market Day, when I ſhoud Wil 7 
be put to Death in the Market-Place ; and as that 
would be on the next Thur/day, and it being then 
Sunday, it could not make any Difference, and du.

and put into a very deep and dark Dungeon, there 
to be kept without any Allowance from them beſides 
Bread and Water, though the Governor ſent to me 
in the Evening a Servant (in whom he could conhide) 
with ſome Meat, and to tell me, That I /hould nit l 
under any Apprehenſion of Danger from the Mob, fit 
that he had truly conſidered my Caſe, and that ht 
wvould deliver me from their Rage, even to the Hazard 
F his own Life : And this he, by this Servant, re- 
peated twice every Day, till the appointed Day for 
my Execution came; and when he early brougit 
me my Breakfaſt that ſame Morning, (to which | 
then had but little Stomach) he told me, That | 
ſhould not deſpair, for that his Maſter ſtill continu 
his friendly Reſolutions towards me, and that it 
was very well aſſured he would deliver me out 


their Hands, for that he had often told him ſo in tle

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Taxis I muſt own moderated my Fear in fome 


and at ſecond Hand, which made it the more uncer- 
tain, how could I otherwiſe chooſe but be {til under 
a very great Agony, as indeed I really was, and more 
ſv, when about Ten o' Clock theſe Blood-thirſty Vil- 
ains came, hawl'd me out of my Dungeon, and ted 
me through the Street to the Market-Place, being 
attended by an inſulting Mob, ſtill increaſing as we

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went, ſo that by the Time we got to the Market- 


Place, which was ſufficiently crowded by the Barba- 
rians, to feaſt their Eyes with the Blood of an inno- 
cent Chri/tian, I was almoſt ready to expire.. And 
now, notwithſtanding I ſaw Simmo Hammet amongit 
them, as indeed I did from the Moment of my be- 
ing firſt hawl'd out of my Priſon, yet could not 1 
help (at Sight of a long murdering Knife in the Hand 
of the Executioner): being ftricken with a very great 
Terror; nay, ſo great indeed, as is ſcarce poſiible to 
be here expreſſed 3 for though Simmo Hammet had 
faithfully promiſed me all the Aſſiſtance in his Power, 
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If that Power would be ſufficient to ſave my Life, 
Md eſpecially as I was expoſed to the Rage of an in- 
MM 'olent Mob; who, though they be in ſome Caſes.ac- 
WI counted good Servants, yet are they, I think, on the 
oer Hand, (like Wind, Fire, and Water,) bad 
Maſters; therefore I expected nothing leſs than 
Death. The Executioner had now his Knife ready 
n his Right Hand, and with his Left Hand had taken 
laſt hold of my Beard, the better to hold back my 
Head to cut my Throat; when my Guardian Angel 
ſtepped forth, and took the Knife out of his Hand; 
ad which, had not he done that very Inſtant, he

AND now is there a very hot Diſpute between the Il ; 
Mob, whether I ſhould die or not being the Quef- 
tion; inſomuch, that had not immo Hammet pro- y 
cured a good Party frem the neighbouring Pariſhes, a 
it would in all Likelihood (notwithſtanding his - Of. 
fice) have gone very hard with me: However, it was A 
at laſt agrecd by all of them, that I ſhould be again 5 
fent back to my Dungeon, and there to remain til 
the next Market Day, and which they plainly told 
the Governor ſhould actually be my laſt; therefore 
I ſhould not feed myſelf with vain Hopes and Fan- 
cies for that it ſhould not then be in the Power of 
him or any Body elſe to prevent it; but on the other 
Hand, I was by the Governor altogether as mucl 
encouraged, and plainly told not to deſpair, for that 
he would deliver me out of their Hands, even to the 
Hazard of his own Life; and leſt they might offer 
me any foul Play in my Priſon, he ſolemnly pro- 
miſed me that he would order a good Look-out about 
it; which you may imagine, as Thad hitherto found 
him ſo punctual to his Honour, made my Impriſot- 
ment much more ſupportable, though I was again 
the next Market Day hawl'd by the Mob to the 
M.rket-Place, and by my Guardian Angel agan 


which he came that Night to my Dungeon, deſiring

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me fo be of good Courage, for that I ſhould no 
more be hurried by the Mob to the Market-Place 3, 
that he expected Elemenſore's Return in a very little 
Time, which he ſaid (as he underſtood he had been 
very favourably reccived by Muley Hammet Dely! 
he hoped would be to his Satisfaction, as well as that 
of all his Friends: However, it was to the full Ex- 
1 of two Months, before he came; and then 
he came with ſufficient Strength indeed, and in open 
Day-light delivered me from my naſty Priſon, and 
ſet me again at Liberty to depart where I would, out 
of the Reach of my cruel Perſecutors : And as T 
had promiſed them, upon my Honour, to return 
„again to Agoory, fo I did, and got thither (even be- 
bond my own Expectation) after the Abfence of 
about four Months; and, what I was much ſurpriz d 
at, I never once heard the leaſt Syllable from the 
Emperor, concerning this my Attempt to eſcape. 


Now am TI, inftead of entering the Walls of 
Marcegongue, returned ſafe to my Family at Agoary ; 
and which, though quite the Reverſe of my Inten- 
tions, yet muſt I ever acknowledge it to be, even in 
the higheſt Degree, very extraerdinarily providential, 
and what I could never have expected; but I never 
told my Wife the leaſt Word of this Affair. Whilſt. 
was in the Middle of theſe Reflections, I received, 
an Account from Meguinex, that the Black Army, 
had all of them revolted from Muley Hammet Deby, 
in Favour of Muley Abdemelick, — that they had. 
lurprized Mrley Hammet in his own Houſe, keeping; 
him there under a very ſtrict Guard, cloſe Priſoner, 
and, as moſt thought, very ſufficiently guarded, ;: tho” 
he found Means to . And A ho. 
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he was then at Terridget, and it was fix Weeks before 
he came, yet he was nnmedt :tely proclaimed Emperor 
Afequinez, with the general Approbation; and after, 
at his coming, no lefs received. The hrſt Thing he 
did, was a bloody, and I think moſt unaccountable 
Revenge on Muley Hamet's Servants, putting ſo 
many of them as he could light on inſtantly to 
Death, ſending me with four Hundred Light Horſe 
the Caſtle of Tz//out, about two Days Journey 
ſhort of Morocco, there to join ſome other Troops, 
to cover and demand the Emperor's Dues : And this 
(though my Heart was with Muley Hammet). L was 
directly obliged to do; and on our firſt coming thi- 
ther, we were received by the Inhabitants in ſeeming 
Friendſhip, but ſoon finding them beginning to play 
Tricks with us, as allowing us no more than half a 
Pint of Flour a Day for two Men, and ufing us 
thus for ſeven Days, and ſtripping our People going 
out {ingly to fiſh in their Rivers, which not in the 
leaſt pleaſing us, and knowing it in our own Power 
to redreſs our own Grievances, we ſoon made ſuch 
Reprizals as our Neceſſities required, and they de- 
ſerved, killing about eighteen of them, and they ſe- 
ven or eight of us; and had not Baſhaw Belide 
Showey ſuddenly alarmed us that Muley Hammet 
Deby was within a Day or two's Journey of us with 
thirty Horfe only, again going back to try his For- 
tune at Mequinex, we ſhould ſoon have taught them 
better Manners ; on which we left them, and went 
directly to him, and marched with him to Mequinex, 
where he expected fufficient Forces ready to receive 
bim, and where indeed the Black Army, who were 
all again revolted from Muley Abdemelec to him, 
and all encamped without the Walls of the City, 
waiting his coming, Muley Abdemeleck being within 
3 | with moſt 
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moſt of the Citizens, making, what Defence they 
could to keep him out; though at the End of forty- 
eight Hours, or thereabout, Muley Hammet's Forces 
ſtill encreaſing, got in, and (after a faint Reſiſtance) 
put vaſt Numbers of them to the Sword, and was 
again in Poſſeſſion of the City; but as to Muley 
Aidemelick, he was obliged to ſeek further after, be- 
fore he could find him, -he being with a few fled 
thence through a bye Gate in the Night-ttme, as was 
rumoured, to Old Fez ; and which, indeed, proved 
to be true, though on Confirmation of this Report, 
and of his being there well received, he was by a 
Body of Muley Hammet's Army, conſiſting of ſixty 
Thouſand Men, ſoon followed, coſting much Blood, 
Time and Expence, before we could get him thence. 


Now am J one in the above Number before Ola 
Fiz, Abdemelick being within ſtrongly fortified, re- 
ſolutely reſolved, and well provided, bravely defend- 
ing himſelf ſix Months and fourteen Days, and du- 
ring which fearce a Day paſſed without Skirmiſhing 
and much Slaughter on either Side, though I am, to 
my very great Satisfaction, even to the Middle of 
this Siege, unwounded, and ſent very unexpectedly! 
(though to my great Content) to Sallee with a few of 
my Men, there to forward, with all pofſible Expedi- 
tion, the making new Carriages for our Field Pieces, 
tie old ones being, through the ſo frequent Shocks 
of ſuch weighty and high-metal'd Cannon, (thirty- 
ix Pounders of Braſs) to that Degree ſhaken, as 
tiey were become in a Manner unſerviceable ; fo, 
ater taking the Dimenſions, I was hurried away 
with a ſtrict Charge therewith to return as ſoon as 


pothble : The ſecond Day I got thither, and deli- 
vered 
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notwithſtanding my ſo late miraculous Eſcape from 
the bloody Knife at Aſmoore, I ſay J was then tho-

delivered my Charge to Amber Foolan, a Black, the 
then Governor ; and by him the Shipwrights were 
directly ordered to work, and to be as expeditious ay 
poſſible ; yet, ſuppoſing all Hands at Work; the 
Carriages being in all thirty-fix, they could not finiſh 
ſo ſoon, but what I might again have Time ſufficient 
to gratify my Curioſity in the old Affair, and from 
which I was thoroughly reſolved never to deſiſt, ſo 
long as I could fee any Probability remaining; ſor 


roughly reſolved to purſue it, and on my Road. thi- 
ther from Fez, had fo confirmed my Reſolutions, 
that rather than go again back to the Army, I was 
fully determined to. make all imaginary Efforts that 
Way, be the Conſequence what it would; for as the 
Country was then in very great Confuſion, and the 
Place I was then in very likely for my Purpoſe, | 
thought I could not deſire a more favourable Oppor- 


tunity. n 
AND now are mine Eyes buſily employed in look- £ 
ing ſharp out after the Ships then in the Harbour, f 
and my Thoughts (in cafe I could-not in any Proba- a 
bility perform my Deſign by myſelf) on what other g 
Help I might with Safety procure me; and which, 17 
indeed, I ſoon found to be the moſt difficult and i 
dangerous Point; though to do it alone, if I could, 7 
J was thoroughly reſolved upon: Notwithſtanding | jo 
made all the Enquiry I could, yet could not I to my 1 
Mind find any proper Aſſiſtance, though on the other * 
Hand ſuch a glorious Opportunity offered, 2 
could not but be accounted, with the Aſſiſtance x 
of one or two more, a very plauſible and eaſy - 
_ Undertaking, and which was as follows — lo

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the next Morning, after my Arrival at Sallee, I took 
a Walk to the Sca- ſide, where Ship's Boats generally 
put in at, and where I met two Hoori/h Sailors juſt 
landed with a few empty Barrels to fill with Water z 
and, after a very courteous Salute, I afk'd them what 
Veffel they belong'd to, their Lading, and whither 
bound; to which they anſwered, To ſuch a Sloop, 
(pointing at her) hound to Santa Cruz, and laden with 
Gums, Bees-IVax, and Copper : Very well, ſaid I, but 
have you on board no good IVine nor Brandy © No, 
indeed, (ſaid they with a Sigh) / far as we can tell 
of, and in ſhort if there was, very little of it 
winld fall to their Shares. Alaſs , (faid I) poor 
Haris, I thought that Sailors could not live without 
it; whenthey, ſhrinking up their Shoulders, telling me 
There was no Help for it, I left them, ſeeming for the 
preſent to take no further Notice of them, till they 
had filled the Water, and got the Caſks again into the 
Boat, and then I came to them again, telling them, 
That I thought the few Caſks they had with them held 
tut a ſmall Matter of Mater for their Ship's Company, 
as being, no Doubt, (as the Sloop was upwards of 
fifty Tons) five or ſix O, ſaid they, we are in alt 
tight, though no more kept on the Veſſel than us two, the 
other fix being con/tantly on Shore, waiting à fair 
Mind, our main Sea Store of Water is already laid in, 
ard this (without our uſing of that) only for us two 
fir preſent ſpending ; and if it is not enongh, you 
know it is not very far to fetch more.

with them. Mell, ſaid they, as to that it ſhall by 
even as you pleaſe ; ſo I ftepp'd into the Boat, went 
with them, was kindly received, and treated with 
fuch as they had. And after I had employed my 
Tongue, ſo far as I thought fit, in telling them my 


. preſent State, as how I was one of the Emperor's 


Soldiers, that under him TI bore an Office of ſome 
Diſtin&ion, &c, and mine Eyes in viewing the Di- 
menſions of the Sloop, Sails, Sc. ſo nigh as I could 
gueſs, and given them my hearty Thanks for my ſo 
kind Welcome, I humbly entreated them to put me 
again on Shore; aud which they (after telling me 
glad to ſee me there again) in- 
ſtantly did, kindly for that Time bidding one another 


farewell. 


Now is my Heart to that Degree enflamed, 
that every Drop of the Blood in my Veins 1s 
upon the Ferment, how I ſhould manage in 
this Affair: To do it alone, I found was impoſ-

Now am 1 to my Apartment and my 
Wounds in my Thigh and Shoulder were carefall 
ſcarched and dreſſed, and the Blood ſtaunched; yet 
Ifay, they could not with all their Skill (though theß 
applied all the Medicines they could think of) prevent 
that of my Hand from bleeding for three Days, and 
which was at laſt ſtaunched by applying (as I may 
ſay) ſome of the ſame Blood; it being firſt put mto 
a Receiver, and by a continual Stirring over a Pan 
of freſh Coals, burnt into a Powder; and à ſmall 
Matter thereof laid on the Wound, put an End to 
the Bleeding; which 1 thought might not be unuſes 
ful to mention.

patch him with their Sabres. And at this Time, in- 
deed, the Emperor ordered the Governor of Salle to 
be ſerved in the fame or worſe Manner; for he had 
firſt his Skull cracked with the Blows of a Piſtol, and 
was then hung up by the Feet at one of the Gate 
of the City ; ia which deplorable onion 1 re- 
mained alive four Days. Ph,

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to ABDEMELECK was put under the Cuſtody of 
lis Enjbacl, the Black Baſhaw, who was ſtrictly charged 
lf to keep him cloſePriſoner in his ownHouſe, till further 
ut Orders; and indeed he never got free from thence, 
he being at the End of ſix Weeks ſtrangled by two of 
his own Brothers; and leſt he might not be dead 
enough, they gave him each a Stab with their long 
murdering Knives through his Body, Muley Hamet

h MW to the Empire, he languiſhing from the very Moment 


of his taking it, even to his aſt Hour 3; and Muley 
Abdallah was accordingly proclaimed as foon as Ha- 
met Deby was dead, his Mother Lella Coneta, who 
had been one of the Wives of Muley Swine, or Iſb- 
nagel, having (by diſtributing three hundred thouſand 
Ducats amongſt the Black Army, beſides fifty thou- 
ſand given by her. own Hands to their chief Officers} 
engaged them in his Intereſt, notwithſtanding Hamet 
Dety left a Son named Muley Boufer, who was ca- 
pable of reigning ; whom Muley Abdallah: kept in 
Priſon ſome Lime, but he at laſt found an Opportu- 


nity to eſcape.

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gently employing my Time in bathing my Wounds 
with fuch Ointments as my Doctors had directed me; 


but I was again on a ſuddenordered with all my Men 


for Meguineꝝ . And though I Was in a very indif- 


ferent Condition, fore againſt my Inclinations, and 
full Two of the Clock in the Afternoon when my 
Orders came, yet was I obliged to obey them, and to 
be there, if poſſibly T could, that ſame Day; and 
which (though very ſhort Notice, it being in the 
Month of July) J punctually performed, we being 
all on Horfeback by Four, and without any Hurry 
ot to Mequinez'in good Seaſon; where I found 
MHuley Abdallah at the Head of an Army, conſiſting 
of 140,000 Men, chiefly Blacks, ready to march for 
O Fez ; with whom we were joined, and early the 
next Morning marched with them, the Malecontents 
having gathered together there, refufing to acknow- 


ledge him, and yet ſetting up no one elſe; fo that I 
verily believe it was merely for the Sake of Rebellion, 


and I eafily foreſa w, that if they continued obſtinate, 
their Blood would be pour'd out like Water; and I 
muſt own J heartily wiſhed (ſeeing they were of fo 
cruel a Nature) that their inſatiate Eyes might be 
never ſatisfied with Blood, till the laſt of them had 
ſeen the laſt Drop of all the reſt, himſelf expiring 


with the utter Extermination of that ſo barbarous- 


and moſt unchriſtian Monarchy ; and which is in- 
deed now in a very fair Way of being accompliſh'd, 


they having a moſt inſatiate Thirſt after each other's 


Deſtruction, attended with fad Devaſtation and Fa- 


mine, and the Times ftill growing worſe and worſe 


upon their Hands ; and which may GOD continue, 
till they are either brought to a true Sight of their 


Errors, or the utter Extirpation of themſelves and

Now is there ſcarce a Day without cloſe Skir- 
miſhing, and on both Sides great Slaughter; and 
rotwithſtanding our. cruel Treatment of thoſe we 
took alive, as unmercifully cutting ſome to Pieces, 
and hanging others up alive by the Heels, till they 
were dead thro' Anguiſh and Hunger, and others by 
many other crue] Inventions of 'T'ortures, and all 
within Sight of the Garriſon, yet did they ſeem to 
make no Manner of Account of it, unleſs growing 
thereat more deſperate ; and which, indeed, by 
their future Behaviour and bold Attempts of Repri- 
ſais, they made ſoon to be very apparent, behaving 
to the laſt with an undaunted Reſolution, ſelling;

40,000 Men; and: of 1560 Chriſtians in this Siege 
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Now am I, after this my ſo very great Fatigue 
and narrow Eſcape of my Life, ſent again to Agoory, 
where I could not again help thinking on my late 
Wife and little Pratler, ruminating on the many 
bezards I had hitherto undergone, and the no leſs 
miraculous Preſervations I had met with, fully in- 
tending to purſue my Intentions of eſcaping; and to 
put my Truſt in Providence for Deliverance, as 
ſoon as my Wounds were ſomewhat hardened, my 
Strength reſtored, and a convenient Opportunity 
ould offer: But alaſs! I may as to that ſet my 
Heart at Quiet for ſome very conſiderable Fime Ton- 
cer, I having firſt many more tedious and hazardous 
Exp ſoits to encounter with; and firſt I was by Mu- 
ty 1bdallab, even as I may ſay before I had Time 
to look about me, very unexpectedly hurry*'d away 
on the following Expedition. —He having repeated 
Accounts of a oreat Body of Malecontents (conſiſting 
to the leaſt of 100,000) gathered at [tehuzzan, in 
the Province of Itemoor, and that they behaved after - 
a moſt inſolent Manner, he therefore directly or- 
der'd 70,000 Horſe to be got ready to march with 
him thither, to correct them, and of which Num- 
ber myſelf and Men, as a Part, were forthwith ordered 
to Mequineæ, where we directly joined the reſt of the 
Army and march'd towards the Rebels; and the ſe- 
cond Day fohowing we got to /tehuzzan, where we 
ſoon found the grand Aſſembly had divided them 
ſelves into ſeveral Parties, flying before us as faſt as 
they could into the Heights of the Mountains, fo as 
we were at leaſt two Months before we could light 
on them to any Purpoſe, and then (being driven to 
many Hardſhips) they ſent to the Emperor Twelve 
of their Chiefs, and with them Sixteen fine Horſes, 


ia > reſent; with full Power to tell him, That if 
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in Caſe he would ſend a ſmall Party of his. People. 150 
with them, they would ſo order Matters, as that thy 
ſhould return again in little Time with their reſpeftive 
Dues : In order to which he ſent with them the next 
Morning Six Thouſand Men, who were 'treated by 
them for ſome Time in a ſeeming friendly Manner, 
and a great many of them (in Conformity to this 
Offer) accordingly brought in the Tributes, tho' the 
greateſt Part of them, as not at all liking ſuch heay 

Impoſitions, joining in grand Conſult, ſent Thirty- 
eight of their Chiefs to the Emperor, to tell him, 
That they had not as then brought in their ſeveral Pay- 
ments, according to their Promije by their Former 
Aeſſengers ; not but they fully intended tn ds it, and 
were then ready to do fo, provided he would make an 
Abatement : At which the Tyrant was ſo enraged, 

that he anſwer'd them in a moſt furious Manner, 
an Abatement, you Dogs ! ['l] ſoon make an Abate- 
ment of you; looking at them very fereelv, and 
beckoning to his own People, to hem them in, and 
then (on giving a Sign) they had all their Heads in a 
Moment cut oF, ſaving one only, Who thro' won- 
derful Chance eſcaped: to carry this ſo unexpected 
Anſwer back to their Meſſage ; and which, for ſome 
Time,. put the Remainder of them into a mol ter- 
rible Conſternation, as not thoroughly reſolving for 
a Day or two what Courſe to take; the” it was at 
laſt unanimouſly agreed by them to ſurprize and cut 
off the 6000 of our People, who lay encamp'd near 
them, and accordingly they fell directly on them; 
and notwithſtanding they made a gallant Reſiſtance, 
yet did they kill of them 4000 on the Spot, the 
other 2000 flying in great Confuſion back to our 
Army, with this ſo unwelcome and unexpected 


News, 
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Now is the Tyrant moſt highly enrraged, inſo- 
much that he directly ordered moſt of us up the 
Mountains on Foot, and to give no Quarter to all 
we could light on; which was punctually obey d, 
tho' we found at firſt but very ſew of them, as only 
pere and there a ſmall Number tarrying behind the 
Reſt of their Brethren, under a Pretext of being 
Shepherds or Herdſmen tb look after: their Cattle, 
the main Body (of about 30, oo flying from 
Mountain to Mountain before us, and ſo continuing 
for ſeven Days On the eighth Day we got ſo near 

them, and to that Degree ſo hemd athern in, that 
we in a very little Time deſiroy'd-them, putting 
them all to the Sword with very little Loſs on our 
Side; and then, after breathing ſome ſhurt Time, 
we march d to the Caſtle of Aint, in the Province 
of {te2:cam, lying at the Foot of a very high Moun- 
tain, and wherein we had an Account that 50,000 
more of the Rebels were intrenched; and very early 
tne next Morning we were all ordered up on Foot, 
to pay them a Viſit, and ſo ſurrounded them, that 

we attack'd them in their Trenches Sword in Hand, 
and in a ſhort Time kill d of them 30, ooo mote, 
e Remainder in great Confuſion flying before us 
to the Mountain of Ceedeboazzo Multorria, 
where they were in ſuch a Manner ſhelter'd from 
cur Fury, that it would have been in us not only a 
mere Madneſs to ſollow them, but alſo very hazar- 
cous, as well as all together in Vain ; therefore we 
march'd to the River Cuſcaſoe, about four Leagues 
further on between the Mountains, lying between 
Ceedeboax xo and int, there intending to ſettle our 
Camp tor ſome. Time; and which was indeed forth- 
with marked out, and our Tents pitch'd there, but 
on the eighth Day following our Camp was very ac- 
3 _ cidentally 
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eidentally ſet on Fire, by a Coal of Fire ſticking at 
the Bottom of a Cake of Bread, juſt taken out of x 
hot Oven, which falling amongſt the Fodder, (of 
which.there was a prodigious Quantity, very long 
and dry) the Fire quickly ſpread itfelf to that degree, 
that notwithſtanding all our haſte in removing our 
Tents, Ce. yet were many of them, with ſeveral of 
our Horſes, and all our Stores burnt, the Fire {fill 
fpreading towards the Emperor's Pavillions, wherein 
were Fifty of his Concubines,. who were with -great 
Difficulty carried off by the Eunuchs, covered all over 
with Cloaks, and ſhrieking after a diſmal Manner, 
before the Fire reach'd them, n 


Now are we, on Account of this fad Accident, 
both as to our Proviſion and Ammunition, in a ve 
great Straight, and there was very little Dependence 
of having a freſh Supply from the Country, any fur- 
ther than what we got by Foraging ;. therefore we 
were oblig'd to ſend expreſly to Zegainez for ſuch 
as we wanted, and which was full twenty Days be- 
fore it came to our Hands; tho' during this, (after 
the Fodder was all burnt up, the Fire extinguiſlid, 
and all the Aſhes cleared off, for fear of a ſecond 
Accident of like Nature) we ſettled the Remainder 
of our Tents, which we had preſerv'd from the 
Flames, again in the ſame Place. | 

Our Stores, Cc. being arrived, we roſe with 
our Army, and march'd in four Days to the Caſtle 
of Caſſavab Amariſu, in the Pariſh of Fuzob, in the 
Province of Tamn/nah, after the following Rout:

them, had thofe of Medina alfo done fo; for not- 
withitanding their fo ready Compliance in ſending: 
into the Tyrant four hundred Horſe all gallantly - 
mounted with the Prime of their Youth, and almoſt -_ .1 
laden with vaſt Sams of Money for his Serviee, yet 
did he inſtantly order them for Execution, and had 
all their Heads cut off on the Spot: The Reſt ef the 
Iihabitants in thoſe Parts, en ſeeing this fad Difaſtef 
of their Neighbours, compounded for their ow _ 
Lives, by bringing in vaſt Sams of Money; then 

our Army roſe, and march'd thence with much 
Booty and ſeveral Priſoners to Miilce, about fi 
Leagues, where we again pitched"our; Tents, and 
ſettled four Weeks, ſtill making in the Country 
grievous Havock:: At length we roſe and mar ch'd 
thence, after the following Rout for Meguinex; the- 
firſt Day to Inuelg hummel ſe; the ſecond to Inemo- 
cm ; the third to the River SHarrot; the fourth td 
Ililochiah Benbamms; the fifth to the River Bate; 
and the Sixth, in good Seaſon to Meguinez; the Ty-

rant ſtill (as we paſſed along) plundering the Coun- 
try, and m urdering his Subje cts. 


Now aml again returned to Mequines where thi 
bloody Villain is for the Space of a Month, employ'd 
in nothing but contriving. Ways and Means. how to 
put his People to Death, ſcarce a Day paſſing with- 
out his exercifing bis Crtielty more or leſs: But! 
could not (very much to my Diſſatisfaction) find any 
likely Means of Efcape, and therefore J found my- 
ſelf of Neceſſity oblig'd to follow his ſo evil Genius, 
till a more convenient Seaſon, and to content myſelf 
under it fo well as I could, I being at oma end of five 
Weeks a fecond Time ordered with a good Number 
of I roops for [temorr, and after follow i ing the Male- 
contents into the Mountains for eight Weeks, kil- 
ling all we could light on, and plundering their 
Cattle, &c. we again returned therewith to Megui- 
nex; and where { had not again remained no more 
than three Weeks, -but I was ordered forthwith with 
the Carrivan to the Coaſt of Guinea: This really 
gave me ſome Diſquiet, as being ( wei very certain) 
Work cut out for me for at leaſt two Years ; how- 
ever, to ſhew any Diſlatisfation I knew would not 
be in the leaſt availing, and therefore with ſeeming 
Chearfulneſs ſet out thence in Company with 12,000 
Camels, (our Numbers ſtill increaſing on the Road) 
and got the firſt Night to the River Bate; the ſecond 
to Dyefroome; the third to Bolegrig and Grove, 
where two Rivers meet; the fourth to Amobodermel; 
the fifth to addon [Enkeeſe ; the Sixth to Meetbeur 
Obeor, the hundred and one Wells; the ſeventh to 
Broaſh ; the eighth to Em/brah Dellia; the ninth to 
Aburet; ; and the tenth to ae with our Car- 
tivan 
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rivan very much increaſed, and here we reſted ten 
Days ; the eleventh to Haden FEnfeeſe 5 the 
twelvth to Zotyet Belhoul ; the thirteenth to Kiſhaur; 
the fourteenth to Aigarar/aſ/a ; the fifteenth to Ite- 
wmaddel ; the fixteernth to Sofregofule e,; the ſeven- 
teenth to Aford; the Eighteenth to Hero, a ſmall 
hſhing Cove; the nineteenth to Tammanert ; the 
twenticth to the River Szyuze, three Leagues to the 
Southward of Santa Cruix; the twenty-firſt to Me 
ſab ; the twenty-ſecond to Agolooe; the twenty- third 
to Credehammet Benmooſa, where one of their famous 
Conjurers, formerly called after that Name, was -bu- 
ricd ; the twenty-fourth to Cfran ; the twenty- fiſth 
to WWadnion, and which is the laſt that Way, where 


the Inhabitants live in Houſes ; the twenty-ſixth to 


bhebeccab, and the twenty- ſeventh to Segeeabamrah, 
thence entering the Deſarts, our Numbers now being 
30,0060 Men, and 60, ooo Camels compleat, each 
Soldier having the Charge over two; and we were all 
of us (favinga few that died on the Paſſage) ſafely con- 
ducted by an old blind Laurb in five Months Time 
over this Sandy Ocean, to the Caſtle of Shinget. 
This Caſtle of SHinget belongs to a Ronen Sort of 
Laurbs, as they are generally termed + though 
I think they are all of them a Pack of thieviſh blood- 
thirſty Villains, inſomuch that whether them or the 
Moors are the better, I ſhall not take upon me to de- 
termine; tho? indeed, in the Original, I take them 
to be all one and the ſame People, yet is there here 
a 1/:0r:ſþ Governor always reſiding, and the Plunder 
and Tribute is there brought in during the-Stay of 
one Carrivan on the Guinea Coaſt, till another Car- 
nvan arrives, and then the old ones march off with 
their Booty, and leave the new Comers the Poſſeſ- 
ſon: In and about this Caſtle was our general 
Ren- 
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other Day at the furtheſt, with fome very r

Rendezvous, tho' we marched thrice to the Wadni, 
or River Nile; and all fuch as made any the leaſt Re. 
ſiſtance we brought under Subjection with the Sword, 
ſo that they were either oblig'd to bring in the Ty. 
rant's exhorbitant Demands, or to ſuffer the ſevere 
plundering of the Army, ſtripping . the poor Ne. 
proc: of all they had, killing many of them, and 
bringing off their Children into the bargain. At our 
firſt coming to the River, we found on it a - Frend 
Veſſel of about eighty Tons, and manned by twelve 
Sailors, which the Moons ſwam off to, boarded and 
hawl'd to the Shore, But before I proceed any far. 
ther, I ſhall firſt beg leave to go back, and tell you 
of a molt extraordinary Thing tranſacted by our old 
blind Pilot, in our Travel over the Deſerts ; into 
which we being enter'd about fifty Days, during 
which we never failed of meeting every Day, or ever 


Springs of Water, whereby we and cur Cattle wert 
very much cheriſhed : At one of thoſe Springs the 
old Man told us that we ſhould not fail there to hit 
fo many of our Skins as would hold Water ſufficient 
for all of us for three Days to- the aft, for that we 
ſhould not meet with any more-of them during that 
I ime ; which we did accordingly, and at the third 
Days end we got again to other Springs, . where he 
told us that we ſhould not neꝑ lect doing the | fait, 
for that we ſhould not for a Fortnight meet wil 
Water oftener than every third Day; and which, 
indeed, we did not; however, we paſſed over thoſe 
Stages without any great Matter of Murmuring, and 
at the laſt of them he told us that we ſhould there 
beſure to fill all our Skins, and let our Cattle driik 
their Fill, for that we ſhould not meet with any mote 
Water for - fomie conſiderable Time, and thereof 
N ed, 
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* we nould be on our March as ſparing as poſſible x 
E but the Weather being according to the Seaſon of 
2 the Year (it being in the beginning "of Autumn) EX 
* cceding hot, about the fixth Day following, we be- 
Nes about to pour the Water out of our Skins, to our 
Ivory great Aſtoniſhment found them (or at leaſt the 
any greateſt Part of them) quite empty, the exceſſive 
on Heat of the Sun having exhaled the Water through 
p the Pores of the Leather, inſomuch, that we to that 
8 Degree ſuffered for four Days, that had not our old 
bn Pilot cheer'd us in a wonderful Manner, it muſt 
certainly have been attended with very ill Conſe- 
quences, it cauſing amongſt us a general Murmure 
my ing; but he deſired us to: be as eaſy as we could un- 
ter our ſad Diſtreſs, for that be was well ſatisfied 
we ſhould again in a ſhort Time have Water enough, 
deſiring one of our People to take him up a handful 
WH of Send and hold it to his Noſe ; and after he had 
ſnuſfled upon it for ſome: ſhort Time, he pleafingly 

told us we ſhould before two Days end reach other 


5 Springs, and have Water enough, travelling on, 

de and encouraging us all in his Power ; and in the 
bat Morning of the ſecond Day following he. deſired that 
1 WI apother handful of the Sand of that Place might be 

he taken up and held to his Noſe; on which the Party 

" taking that which he had ſmelt of two Days before, 
(he having Rill preſerv'd it in a Piece of old Linen 


Cloth) ſtepp'd forth and held the fame for him to 
ſmell to again, and after he had ſnuffled on it for a 
much longer Time than at frft, he told him that ei- 
ther the Army were again marching back, or that he 
bad moſt grofly and bafely impoſed on him, for that 
was actually the fame or fome other of the Sand of 
that Place he had ſmelt of two Days before, and 


therefore he thought him highly to blame, and that 
he 
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be did very ill thus to go about to deceive a'dark off 
Man; however, it was not in his Power, not wich- 
ſtanding he had fo much like a Fool endeavoured it; 
therefo e,faid he, throw it @way,'dnd on jou: Honour 
take me up n handfull of the real Said of this Placi; 
waich, after juſt putting his Noſe toit, he faid ina 
moſt pleaſant Manner, New, Sirs, this is ſomething 
be, giving us all to underſtand that we ſhould-about 
Four o'Cloek that Afternoon, have Water fufficient; 
which was indeed, at this Time as comfortahle News 
to me, as my truſty Genoſe Servitor's Aſſurance of 
procuring me ſome comfortable Cordials, when] 
Was Sick, with my Wounds at Fez : About Noon 
he deſired a freſh handful of Sand, which putting his 
Noſe to, he ſaid, fy, ay, this is at it ſbould be, or- 
gering us to kcep a good Look out if we could fee 
any wild Beaſts, Oſtriches, Eagles, Fc. and in ſuch 
Caſe td tell him of it, and before we had travelled 
half a League further we ſaw ſeveral Eagles in the 
Rir, and ſoon after many wild Beaſts and Oſtriches, 
flocking together on the Sand, and on our telling 
him of it, he told us to march directly thither, and 
there we ſhould find ſeveral ſhillow Wells of ex- 
cellent Water, covered over with the Skins of wild 
Beaſts 5; 7, ſaid he, take care you don't diſturb it, 
by preſſing on t60 eagerly, but go gradually on, and yn 
will find ſufficient for you all; and I further promiſe 
to'bring you To-morrow Evening to a very large Pond, 
where y urſelv:s and Catile may all drink at once, and 
were we may again fill our Skins, fo as no more ti 


- want Water durins the Remainder of our Tourney, 


for wwe fball afterwards meet with hittle or mare ev) 
Day: At laſt we got up to theſe fo very much longed 
after Wells, which we found according to the ol 
Man's Aſſertion, cloſe cover'd, but ſoon haul'd 1

the Skins; and all of us, to our very great Satisfac 
ton, in Courſe drank our Fill, and then we fell to 
ſetting our Camp there for the Night, and there be- 
mg for a good ſpace round Store of Paſture, our 
Cattle were as well off as ourſelves; by the next 
Morning we were gallantly refreſhed; when after. 
covering the Wells, (having firſt filled our Skins 
with Water, ſufficient for that Day) we with freſh 
Courage travell'd on, and got that Eveningiaceording 
to Fromiſe; to the ſpacious Pond i; and here being 
a gaod Store of Provender, with vaſt Number ot 
wild Beaſts, Oftriches, .&c: we refte two Days +: 
and thro” Means of our old Pilot we killed a great 
many of them after the following Manner : On our 
ſecinz thoſe Creatures hankering after the Water, 
and telling our Pilot of it, he order'd us to dig Holes 
in ſeveral Places round the Pond, deep and large e- 
nough to hide two: or three Muſqueteers in eachthen 
t draw off the Army, when he ſaid they would 
com to drink, , ſa as ue might ſhoot them at our 
Plcafure: After which Method we in a little Time 
killed a great many of them, committing all to Pot, 
3 Lyons, Antelopes, and Oſtriches together; tha' I 
ink the latter by far too good to be thus een 
as | being alone moſt excellent and delicious Eati 

and of all other Birds (if it may properly be ſo call'd): | 
in the way of ſerving a great many People, by far 
the moſt preferable as weighing, no Doubt, at the 
leaſt two hundred Pounds Weight, and in a Man-

Nature of a Hare before a Pack of Hounds, with; 
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getting well to our old Pilot's Pond, without any” 
Thing happening worth my noting, where we again 
galantly refreſhed ourſelves during the Space af 
two Days, regaling on our wild Dainties : And aſter 
filing all our Skins, we ſet forward, and got that 
Evening to our ſo late longed after Wells, where we 
again took up our Quarters, without impairing our 
main Stock of Proviſions, we having ſeverab O ſtriches. 
and Antelopes, which we brought with. us from the 
Pond for our Supper; and the next Morning, at Day! 
weak, we were aguin on the March, myſelf and fix 
more, in Purſuit of ſome Antelopes, ſtaying about a 
Mile behind the reſt of the Caravan; when all on 
aſudden we ſaw twenty of the wild Zawunbs. riding 
on Camels towards us, they having, during the Ca- 
nvan's paſſing by, hid themſelves behind ſome large 
Sandy Banks, of which were here and there ſeveral} 
thrown up by the violent Winds, and again the next 
Storm very likely removed to other Places: The 
Laurbs being between us and the Army, thought 
no Doubt to have made of us ſure Prize, ſix of 
them advanced within a hundred Vards ef us, and 
dicharged their Mluſſtets on us, one of their Shat 
grazing along the Side of my Head, and another 


wounding a Moor cloſe by my Side; on which we J : 


fred at once, and killed two of them, when we di- 
rectly rode off to charge, and fired at them againg 
killing the other four, when again riding off, we ſa 
ſeveral of our People coming bac to our Aſſiſtance: 
However, before they came up with us, we had fired 
twice round on the other fourteen, and killed moſtꝭ 
of thoſe, and then we ſaw many more of their Party- 
advancing; though on their ſeeing thoſe of our Po- 
ple come back, they turned from us and" fled; Wer 
lt we might happen to loſe Sight of · aur , e 
pur 
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purſued them no further, but haſted forward as fat 


as we could. After this Skirmiſh, we travelled 
on unmoleſted, taking moſt ſpecial Care of our 


Water, ſo as we might not be again reduced to ſo 


fad a Calamity, I riding as often as I could along ſide 
of the old Laurb, aſking him a great many Quef. 
tions, and particularly concerning his ſo wonderful 
and ſurprizing Knowledge in ſmelling to the Sand; 
to which he, after. a moſt courteous Manner, an- 
ſwered me, that this was his thirtieth Journey over 
this Ocean, therefore in going and coming his ſix- 


tieth Time; that in his laſt four  Journies, finding 


his Sight gradually declining, he had, by often ma- 
king the Experiment, (as having a wonderful Fa- 


culty in ſmelling) attained to this ſo, wonderful 


Knowledge, he being, he ſaid, well ſatisfied that the 
Loſs of his Sight was thereby in a very great Mea- 


ſure compenſated, inſomuch that he would engage at 


any Time to tell in what Part of the Deſart he was.“ 
One Day, as I was riding pretty near him, my Ca- 
mel happened with one of his Feet to hit againſt 
ſomething which ſounded very hollow, which'] tel- 
ling the old Man of, as wondering hat it ſhould be, 
he told me it was a Mummy; 4 Mummy, ſaid I,

get off my Camel, for that his Camel had with ons 
of his Feet ſtruck againſt a Mummy. ; which, by hs 
Directions, I with the Point of my Sword ſoon 
found, and with a; Spade digged it up in a little 
Time: It was as hard as a Stock-Fiſh, had all its 
Linbs and Fleſh {though ſhriveled) intire, all the 
Teeth firm in the Gums ; and as to its being any 
Way nauſeous, a Man might without Offence have 
even carried it in his Boſom. .

AFTER this, we travelled on without any Thing 
te happening particular, till we ſafely arrived at 
Tedlch, where, we found Muley Abdallah waiting our 
coming, diverting the Time in plundering the Coun- 
try, and murdering his Subjects: And after he had 
ſrictly examined into the Value of our Treaſure, he 
being not at all pleaſed with it, (though no Doubt it 
w2s to the Value of ſome Millions of Engliſb Pounds 
Sterling) killed Monſore, our Baſhaw, and ſeventeen 
more of our Principals, with his own Hand ; and the 
Next Day twenty-ſeven Chiefs, who came thither to 
bim in all Humility from ſeveral Parts of the Coun- 
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try with their Preſents, and, to my moſt unſpeakable 
Grief, my Deliverer from the bloody Knife at 4ſ. 
1 5 moor. When the Tyrant was glutted with Blood, 
11 we marched with him at our Head to Meguines; 
1701 whence, after the Caravan was ſeparated, and feir 
1773 Home to their reſpective Habitations, I was again 
1 at the End of ſix Weeks hurried away on the folloy.

13% Advices of a vaſt Number of credulous poor Soul, 
— being (through the Means of one Enſeph or Jeſt 
11 Haunſell, a noted Conjurer) ſtirred up to Rebellion 
Wil in and about Tedlah, he having before ſhewn man 
114 of his Magick Pranks, and had then fo far infinuated 
1/0 i into the giddy Multitude, as to make them beliey 
they ſhould be in vulnerable from Muley Abdalla)' 
Shot, and ſuch-like Stuff, and they pinning thei 
Faith fo far on his Slecve, as that they wen 
gathered in a little Time to a Body of at leaſt ty 
hundred thouſand Men, doing even as he com 
manded them, committing many Inſoleneies, and 
with a high Hand (like a great Torrent) bearing il 
down before them: All which, I ſay, coming to the 
Emperor's Ears, T am, in Company with eight 
thouſand Regular Troops, and Salem Duciller a 
| our Head, ordered directly to march againſt them 
| and notwithſtanding the vaſt Numbers the Conſus 
1 had with him, and thofe ſpirited up by his pretende 
118 Conjurations, yet could not he hinder them fra 
148 flying into the Heights of the Mountains before w 
1 1 However, we followed them ſo eloſe, that we by tit 
Sword and Muſket killed vaſt Numbers in a very l- 
| tle Time; and after we had at laſt conjured tl 
| Conjurer into our Cuſtody, we marched with bil 
to Tedlab, where the Emperor then was, and glad 


' received him at our Hands, telling him, that he

rery glad to ſee him there, and that as he had hi- 
therto heard ſo very much of his famous Conjura- 
tions, if he could tell him what Death he had within 
himſelf determined for him, he would, notwith- 
ſtanding all his paſt Villainies, pardon him 3 to 
which the Conjurer making no Anſwer, he told him 
that he thought his Conjuration to be then at an 
End, and that himſelf was heeome the better Conju- 
rer of the two, for that he was very fure his Hands 
and Feet ſhould be cut off to the Arm-Wiriits and 
Ancles ; which. was immediately done, and his Body 
thrown on the Dunghill naked, guarded by fifty Sol- 
diers till dead, and afterwards left till it was eaten up 
by the Dogs. : 


Tars Enſepb Haunſell was actually in his Davs - 
not only a noted Magician, but had therein par- 
formed many ſtrange and very unaccountable Things: | 
in Favour of Muley Hamet Deby, as raiſing to all 
Human Appearance vaſt Numbers of armed Men, 
and in the Empggor's Palace at Meguinex making 
molt ſurprizing D®ags, the Doors in and . ; 
out it, when they were to all People's Seeming cloſe 
ſhut and firmly bolted, flying open on a fudden of 


themſelves, and on the Top of the Palace Walls 
many armed Men appearing on Horſeback, ſome- 


times in grand Order, riding in Ranks, and ſome- 
times in great Confuſion, rallying and charging one 
another Sword in Hand, ——This did J myſelf ſee, 
as well as many thouſand others; though indeed I 
could not at that Time have any further Opinion of 
t than that it was a Trick or Deluſion, yet I muſt 
confeſs that J had afterwards (when I was about to

THr1s Way of putting the Conjurer to Death 
was premeditated by the Tyrant, though I had never 
before ſeen any of his Subjects di! patched by his Or- 
der that Way ; not but it was (when they were up 
in Arms one againſt another in their Civil Wars) 
cruelly prectiſed, and of which indeed J had one 
Night a very melancholy Inſtance : I heing out in 
Purſuit of ſome of thoſe Rebels, and ſtraying 2 little 
from my * in paſſing by an old ruined Houſe, 
J heard a mot diſmal Groan, and which 1 very at- 
tentively liſtening to, I ſoon heard to be repeated in 
different Accents; when ſtopping at the Entrance, 
J was ſoon given to underſtand that there were four 
Brothers (ftout young Men) lying on the Floor, 
having all of them their Hands and Feet cut eff, 
through the Cruelty of their Enemies of a neigh- 
bouring Town, humbly imploring me to go to their 
Father's Houſe, and acquaint hinggggith it; and after 
they had given me Directions; went, found the 
Houſe, and was in a little Time back again with their 
Father and Mother, and with them ſufficient Help 
an] Light; and at our Entrance we found two of 
them dead, and the other two almoſt ready to ex- 
pire: However, they had Time enough to tell them 
by whom they were thus uſed ; fo that J was, to my 
very great Satisfaction, freed from all Sufpicion of 
having any Hand in it; of which, had they all died 
in my Abſerce, I might very reaſonably have lain 
under a very great one, and have been very mno- 
cently puniſhed And now are they all at Work 
in removing the two MARE unhappy Wretches; 
bo;

who, on their being moved, died alfo, and then Tal 
courtcouſly intreated by their Father to go tobi 
Houſe; which, as thinking myſelf to be altogether 
unſaſe till I had again joined my own Party, I did 
not think gt to do; therefore I went directy 1 in 
Queſt of them. | 


Now am J, after conjuring the Conjurer, again 
breathing for ſome ſhort Time in Meguinez, and 
where is foon about to be acted by the Tyrant the 
moſt bloody Tragedy you ever before heard of; and 
though I was, during the Time of the Tranſaction 
of the firſt Part of this Story, with the Caravan on 
the Coaſt of Guinea, yet (as J had it from ſo- many 
undoubted Reports) I ſhall here venture to ſet it 
down for Fact, and therefore J will tell it you from 
the Beginning, together with all its Circumftances. 
The Tyrant having amongſt his Soldiery à partieu- 
lar Troop of brave Men, to the Number of about 
eigbt hundred, commanded by one Muſa Ferrorry, 
(ene Eli Bendooba being his Lieutenant) who had 
of a long Time bEhaved after the braveſt Manner, 
and (like the Veteran Janiſſaries in the Armies of 
the Grand Turk) bearing down all, before them; 


but talking a little too freely and openly touching * 


the Tyrant's moſt unwarrantable bloody Actions 
amongſt his Subjects, which coming to his Ears, 
he was thereat fo diſturbed, that he was thoroughly 
reſolved to get rid of them, could he tell how; and 
which, indeed, (as ſtanding in very great Fear ef 
them) he could not for ſome Time contrive how to 
bring about; however, his old Friend the Devil 
| foon | put it into his Head, ordering them in a friendly. 
Manner to repair forthwith to the River Dean 
there 
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there to receive and bring to him to 7fegurnes their 
reſpective Tributes, though he at the ſame Time 
very well knew there was none due to bim from 
them, they being (on Account of their furniſhing 
him with a certain Number of Horſeten for his 
Wars) exempted from all other Impoſitions-whatf- 
ever; and he knew (ſhould they be any further 
preſſed) they would no Doubt ſoon fall on this ſmall 
Number, and cut them to Picees : However, leſt 
they might not do it fo ſoon as he expected, he took 
ſpecial Care to preadviſe them how they ſhould be- 
have to them, viz. (for certain Reaſvns of State, as 
then to himfelf only known) to put them all to the 
Sword; for ſhould he at that Time go about to do 
. Juſtice upon them at Home, it might chance {as his 
1 Affairs then ſtood) to prove to him of very ill Con- 
1 ſequence; therefore, as he was in Danger of hi; 
Life through their Means, he humbly hoped they 
would rid him of them as ſoon as they found a fit 
Opportunity. And now are theſe daring Lyons 
(ke innocent Sheep) hurrying on to their Slaughter 
apace, their Number being now reduced to ſix hun- 
dred, the reſt of them being fla in ſeyeral former 
Battles; though on their Arrival, and for ſeveral 
Months after, they were treated after a ſeeming 
friendly Manner, giving them every Day fair Pro- 
miſes, ſtill drilling them on to meet with fif they 
could on their Side) a careleſs Opportunity whereby 
they might, with the leſs Danger to themſelves, per- 
form their fo bloody Order; but Ferrorry kept hi 
ſmall Number in ſo good Order, that they could not 
even at the laſt find an Opportunity to their Minds. 
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T uISs Vigilance of theſe few Troops not a lite 
diſturbing them, they now order (for the 1 
10. 
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Execution of the bloody Tragedy) great Nose 
armed Men to be with the greateſt Privacy raiſed in 
ſeveral Places, and in the Night- time thoſe ſeveral 
Troops to march and join at a certain Place in one 
Body; and which, though they were in all thirty. 
thoufan& Men, was managed with fo much Secreey 

that had not Ferrorry kept a good look-out, ewe 
had no Doubt fo ſurrounded him, as to have per- 
formed their Orders to a Tittle z but he having ſome 
fnall Time to rally his little Army, put himſelf into 
25 good a Pofture as he could to receive them after 
the moſt advantageous Manner, his Troops behaving 
like gallant Soldiers, and in a very ſhort Lime killing 
thouſands of the Enemy: But alas! poor Men, what 
could they do againſt fo much Odds? Toe conquer was 
even impoſſible, and to fave their Lives by Flight 
very hazardous and uncertain '; however, either that 
was to be attempted, or Death mutt inevitably at- 
tend them ; therefore, after he had. of his ſix hun- 
dred loſt almoſt two thirds, he turned his Horfe.and 
cry'd aloud, Follow me ! cutting himſelf a Paſſage 
through the Enemy, and with two hundred and two, 
beſides himſelf and his Lieutenant, in ſpite of all 
they could do, got off to Maguineꝝ; which, indeed, 
was no more than too truly an Eſcape out of the If 
Frying Pan into the Fire, or the Sheep running to 
the old Wolves, to tell them that they would nog fl 
ſuffer their young ones to worry them; though had Jt 
they known the Threads of their Lives to be ſo near it 
being cut by the accurſed Treachery of a bloody ff 
Tyrant, they had, no Doubt, ſold their Lives at a f 
much dearer Rate. Immediately on their Arrival 
Into the City, even before they could of themfelves 
have the Power to appear before the Tyrant, the two 
Commanders were ordered before him, he demand- 


ing 
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ing of them, in an angry Tone, if they had ' br 
bim what he had ſent them for: They told — 
Dr that the Draughians, after rectiving them jy 
feeming Fr zendfhip, and for a long Time (putting thin 
off, and drilling them on with fair Promiſes, lul 
baſely and treacheronfly fallen upon them with. thirh 
thouſand Men, and that they only, with about my 
hundred more, were miraculsuſly eſcaped to tell him thi 
mf unhappy News, News (ſaid he) you Dogs, of 
twat ? Why, Sir, (ſaid Ferrorry) that ny fell up 
us all at once with thirty thouſand An Very: well 
faid he, and I don't in the leaſt doubt but öh you, like

Their Bread is extraordinary good and cheap, e- 
ſpecially that of the Flour of Vez, renowned for. its 
Whitenefs too: It is baked: in Cakes near a Foot in 
Diameter, and an Inch and an half thick; it is 10 
be had every Day hor (for fo they like it) and the 
Baker pays himſelf in Kind according to the Quan- 
tity ; ſometimes it comes to an half, or a quarter of 
a Loaf for baking, and theſe Pieces are fold in the 
Market; but poor People cat Bread made of Corn, 
which is called the the third Cr: oP 3 it is a Mixture 
of ſeveral coarſe black Grains, that reſemble Seeds 
more than Corn, and is very bad, but cheap : With 


this their Fowls are fed. 
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Trey cut the Throats of all the Creatures they 
eat, having firſt turned the Heads of them towards 
the Eaſt and by South, (as Mecca lies from them,) 
and called on the Name of God; they uſe a world 
of Water to waſh away the Blood, and cutting the

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Wik the Women viſit one another, they leave 
their Slippers at the Door of the Room, to give No- 
tice that a Stranger is there; during which time the 
Men refrain from going in to their Wives or Daugh- 


ters, they being very punctually in nn. _ 
Cuſtoms relating to the Women. 


TRE Moors very often waſh their Heads, Hands, 
and Feet, being obliged to it by their Religion, every 
tine before then ſet Prayers (which are five times a 
Day) if they have been upon any neceſſary Occaſion, 
orhave accidentally met with any ordinary — 2 
but if they have had the Misfortune to touch a Swine, 
or committed any Act of extraordinary Defilement, 
or converfed with Women, they are enjoĩned to waſlr 
every part of their Bodies, leſt they ſhould be pol- 
lured when they go to their Devotion: And there- 
fore to be out of Danger of common Pollution, they 
ons pray without their Drawers. | 


They are forbid playing at any hazardous Games 
for Money; and thoſe that break this Law, are pu- 
niſhable by Baſtinado, Fine, or Impriſonment. 
They ſometimes divert themſelves at Draughts, Cheſsg 
or Ombre; but are not much addicted to Gaming 
nor care for Study or Reading; and it may N 
jultly be ſaid, that Eating, Drinking, Sleeping, W 


men, Horſes, and Ts ama wholly cogrols 
their Time.

paſſing: thro' the Streets with wooden Horſes, Swords, 
Launces, and Drums, with which they equip the 
Children that can ſcarce go, who meet in Troops in 
the Street, and engaging ſay, Thus we deſtroy 'the 
Chriſtians, They allo Frmly belicve, that thoſe 
who are killed fighting 2gainſt them go ſtreight to 
Heaven, and deſerve no leſs than an infinite Rewird 
for deſtroying thoſe Enemies of their Law; 
and they are forbid by it, to ſell Corn to any Chriſtian

Tur Shops in the Cities are very ſmall, and have

Tk ſeem not (as we do) to ; obſirve the Day 
for Buſineſs, and the Night for Sleep, but fleep and 
wake often in the four and twenty Hours, going to 
Church by Night as well as Day, for which Purpoſe 
their Talbs call from the Top of the Moſques, (or Pla- 
ces of Worſhip) having, no Bells, every three Hours; 
throughout the City. In going to Church they ob- 
ſerve no Gravity, nor mind their Dreſs, but as ſoon 
23 the Talb begins to bellow from the Steeple,” the 
Carpenter throws down his Ax, the Shoe-maker this 
Awl, the Taylor his Sheers, and away they all run 
like ſo many Fellows at Football; when they come 
into the Church, they repeat the firſt Chapter of the 
Alcoran ſtanding ; after which they * up, and lift 
up their Hands as much above their Heads as they can; 
and as their Hands are leiſurely coming down again, 
drop on their Knees with their Faces towards Kebltr, 
(as they call it) or Eaſt and by South; then touching 
the Ground with their Foreheads twice, fit a little 
while on the their Heels muttering a few Words, 
and riſe up again: This they repeat two or three 
Times; after which, looking on eachShoulder, (L ſup- 
poſe to their Guardian Angels (they ſay, Selemo Ali- 
kom (i. e.) Peace be with you ; and have done, When 
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there are many at Prayers together, you would think 
they were ſo many Gally-ſlaves rowing, by the 
Motion they make on their Knees. | 


Their Churches are all matted at the bottom, and 
about four Foot high round the Pillars, having run- 
ning Water in them; but ſuch as are built in high 
Places, where they can't have a Fountain, have Wells, 
Their way of building them ſeems irregular, becauſe 
they generalty ſtand ſurrounded with Houſes ; you 
cannot go into them on any Ferms but thofe of taking 
their Religion, hey are ſquare, low roofed, ſup- 
ported with many arched Pillars, and divided equaliy 
into Alleys, about four Yards broad. Againſt ons 
of the Piliars, as near the Centre of the Church as 
may be, is a Pulpit, in which they preach every Fri- 
day; but ſuch as are not learned in the Law, only ſtay 
to ſay their ordinary Prayers and return. I hat which 
they call the Head of the Church; is a ſort of Cupo- 
Ia fronting to the Eaſtward, in Honour of the Place 
of their Prophet's Birth. Into this, on their, Feſti- 
val Days, the Cady or head Prieſt enters, (who, is 
alſo a Juſtice) and turning his Face Eaſtward, prays; 
all the People kneeling behind hun in the Body of 
the Church; then he turns himſelf to the People, 
being ſtill in the ſame Poſture, and gives them 2 
Blefling fo all is ended ;. if there is no Cady, ſome 
Talb does this. I have not heard of any Form of 
Conſccration they have: But if a Swine happens to 


enter into any of their Churches (as it once fell out 


at Tetuar) they arerunſanRtity”d, and mult be pulled 
down. he Steeples ſtand indifferently in any part of

Uyov the Death of any Perfon of Note, Women 
are hired to lament, and make ſad Moan, beating 
their Heads and Faces: If it be a Man, all his 
Wives get into the middle of the Houfe, put Aſhes: 
on their Heads, jump about in a Ring, and fcream: 
like fo many Cats, all the Time tearing their Cheeks 
with their Nails. Some, when they lament over the 
Dead, aſk them whether they had wanted any thing 
in this World? Whether they had not had Cuſcuſu 
enough ? But if the Wife dies, the Huſband receives 
his Friends Viſits of Condolance at his Door; and if 
he be of the middle Rank, it is no Shame for him, 
even on the Day of her Death, to go abroad and 
provide for her Funeral, They waſh the Corps and 
wrap it in a new Shraud, and carry it on a Bier, ſol- 
lowed by a great number of People, who» walk. very 
faſt, cy upon GOD and Mahomet. They abr»

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ways bury their Dead out of Town, making the 
Grave large at bottom, that the Corps may have 
Room enough; and never put two Perſons in a 
Grave, becauſe they ſhould not miſtake their Bones 
at the Day of Judgment. 


TEE are very fond of fine Tombs, which are 
generally Cupola's built in their Life-time, with an 
Entrance as wide as the Building: They are of fe- 
veral Forms ; ſome are low Pyramids, others ſquare; 
and the Body put in the middle. But there ts no 
Rule; for Alcayde Alle Ben Abdallah's is a great 


Square of thirty Feet at leaſt ; and in order to his 


being a Saint, it is built on holy Ground, over 
the Tomb of a Saint, where it is Death for a Few 
to go. | 


FTE ordinary way of burying, is by digging about 
three Feet into the Ground, into which they put the 
Body wrapt in the Shroud, (for they uſe no Coffins) 
and pave it over with flat Stones, with a triangular 
Stone ſtanding in the Ground at the Head and Feet. 
They have a Fancy that the Dead can ſuffer, which 
was found out by a Portugueze Gentleman's ſtrag- 
ling one Day ignorantly among the Tombs ; a Moor 
came to him, and after uſing Abundance of Words, 
forced him before the Cady. The Gentleman com- 
plained of the Violence, and ſaid he knew no Harm 
he had done: But the grave Judge reply'd, Yes, it 


was Harm, for the poor dead ſuffered by being trod on 


by Chriftian Feet. But in Conſideration of his Ig- 


norance, they releaſed him. And the Emperor

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Burying-place, which forced the People to remove 
the Bones of their dead Friends, and cauſed them to 
orumble and ſay, Neither the Dead nor the Living 
could be at quiet for him, 1 | : 


THEY: have a ſtrange Notion of Tdeots, whom 
they reverence as Saints, and the Ele& of God; ſo | 
that all their eminent Fools are led about, the People - 
kifling their Garments, and giving them every thing 
but Money, which they are not to take; and after 
their Death, ſome great Man hears of their Fame, 
and makes it an Act of Devotion to beautify their 
Tombs ; or, if they had none, to build one over 
their Grave, wherein they are Jaid, and worſhipped 
among the reſt of their Saints. It is difficult either 
to give a general Rule what a Saint in this part of the 
World is, or how he becomes fo; but any thing ex- 
traordinary makes one: Some are Saints by Deſcent, 
others for ſome particular Abilities (as one in Tetuan 
for Curing fore Eyes ;) many for being Fools 
or Miad-men, and ſome for being great Rogues; as 
one that was about the Emperor's Perſon, and had 


committed ſome Villainy. The Emperor was going in 


to kill him, but declared he could not, for which he 
was immediately ſandtify'd, and continued in great 
Favour about him, Several of the Emperor's Horſes 
have been Saints; nay, ſome are at this Day; one 
particularly for ſaving his Life ; and if a Man ſhould 
kill one of his Children, and lay hold of this Horſe, 
he is ſafe: "This Horſe has ſaved the Lives of ſome 
of the Captives, and is fed with Cyſcuſu and Camels 


Milk: After the Emperor has drank, and his Horſe al 


after 
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after him, ſome of his Favourites are em ans 
out of the ſame Bowl. 


All thing are lawful for the Saints, becauſe it is 
ſuppoſed they have the divine Impulſe annexed to 
all their Actions, whether they ſteal, murder or 
Taviſh : Fhere was a naked one at Sallee ſome Years 


well underſtanding Sanctification, began to be tur- 
Þulent 3 but ſome of the holy Tribe being nigh, 
Joon tript up her Heels, and covered them with 
their Alhagues. There is another Saint at Alcaſſar 
that i is a great Huntiman, and the Governors beg, 
borrow, and fieal Dogs to preſent him with. But 
theſe Saints, like thoſe of Europe, are fometimes de- 
tected. One of them had acquired great Reputation 
For Sanctity, from a Trick a Fezv learnt him, which 
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hen he went into Church, he uſed to ſet it on Fire 
by the Lamp: This got him great Reputation, and 
he was ſent for to Court, grew great, and lived to do 
the poor 7ews an ill Office; but I think they were 
even with him, for they told the Secret to one of 
the Emperors, who put his Holineſs to the Tryal of 
more ſubſtantial Fire, which conſumed his ſacred 
Perſon. 
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ANOTHER Saint alſo was undane by a Jero: This 
Saint pretended to go Mecca every Friday: The 
Zew, that knew the Cheat, ſhewed him a fine String 
of Beads, and afterwards ſhewed them to the Em- 
peror, who was to aſk the Saint to bring him a String

Tur tell the following Story of an Alcayde: A 
Chriitian making a Voyage to Sea, truſted a Saint 
with a Purſe of Gold, and at his Return went to de- 
mand itz he denyed trat he had Tuch a thing, and the 
Man made bis Complatat to the Juſtice, who told 
him, That if he had been a Moor, he muſt be fatis- 
fed with his denying it, bet being a Chriffran, all 
the Juſtice he could have was, that he ſhould ſwear - 
in the great Church, he had none of his Money; the 
poor Man ſaid, that being a Cbriſtian he could not 
enter into the Church with him, and defired he 
ſhould ſwear in the Aicayde's Porch. The Alcayde 
was a Man of Wit, and thought by this the poor 
Man loaked on him for Juſtice; the Saint came firſt 
and ſat down in the Porch ; when the Alcayde heard 
of it, he invited him in, treated him familiarly, and 
amuſing him with a Diſcourſe of ſeveral Things, got 
his Beads into his Hand, ſtole out of the Room and 
ſent them to his Wife, as a Token that he ſhould 
ſend ſuch a'Purſe with fo much Money, which ac- 
cordingly came: This being a ſufficient Conviction, 
the Alcayde robbed him of all he had, and turned his 
Holinefs into the Hills a grazing. 


Ir a City happens to be founded near the Tomb of 
a daint, there is a Space round about it that has the 
Privilege of being a Sanctuary.

M to ſow and cultivate them, paying their Rent with 
| the Produce, fuch as Fruits, Corn, Wax, &c. and 
| ſelling the Remainder about the neighbouring Towns, 
as Opportunity offers. They are very fxilful in 
chuſing the moſt advantageous Soils for every Sea- 
ſon, and very careful to avoid the Turki/h Troops, 
the Violence of the one little ſuiting with the Sim- 
plicity of the other. Every Adouar pays to the Dey 
of Agiers a Tax according to the Number of its In- 
Habitats, and the Country of their Habitations. The

| white Sheep-ſkins, but though different 'in Colour 
they are all equally naſty and loathſome.

In ſome Tents there 
are two or three Branches of the ſame Family, that 
s to ſay, Father, Mother and Children, who are 
always wy, numerous, and Daughters-in-law till 
they have Children, when the Huſband muft provide 
a Tent and Utenſils, which are not very coſtly, for 
his Family. This is performed during the Woman's 
Pregnancy. A portable Mill conſiſting of two Stones, 
to grind their Corn, and a Baſket, ſets them up. 
They knead their Meal with Water, without Lea- 
ven, in an Earthen Pan, which they make into flat 
Cakes, and bake them under the Embers. They 
have a few other earthen Pans either to boil Rice or 
wet their Cakes with Milk. Water, is their only 
Drink. Oyl and | Vinegar, being very ſearce, is 
their moſt dainty Treat, in which they ſop their 
Cakes. If at any Time they eat Meat, it is at their 
extraordinary Feſtivals, becauſe it will yield them 
Money. The fame Tent is crowded wich Horfes, 
Aſſes, Cows, Goats; Fowls, Dogs and Cats; of all 
which Creatures they take more Care than of them- 
ſelves, as being all their Riches, The Dogs are of 
uſe in keeping off the Foxes, and giving Notice of 
the Appearance of any Lion, and the Cats are Se- 
curity againſt Rats, and even Snakes, as. ſtrange

Commerce. The Care of the Cattle belongs to the 
Women and Children; they alſo provide Food for 
the Family, cut Fuel, fetch Water, and, when their 
Domeſtics Affairs allow them, tend their Sitk- 
Worms. Their Chüdren are never cloathed, bur 
remain quite naked till they are about eight Years 
old, when they have a few Rags beſtowed upon 
them, and theſe more for Ornament than Decenoy. 
All their Bedding conſiſts of Straw, Hay, or Leaves; 
and it is nothing extraordinary to ſee them run at fix 
Months old. While they ſuck, their Mothers carry 
them in a Bag, and often two at a. Time at their" 
Back, when Re go to fetch Wood or Water, 
giving them the Breaſt over their Shoulder. 
They are all very ſwarthy, ſtrong, robuſt, and 
inured to the Weather. Their Weapons are a Za- 
gaye, or ſhort Lance, which they always carry witty 
them, and a broad Cutlaſs hanging from their Aras. 
They are very dexterous in the Management of theſe 
Weapons, but are peculiarly excellent in; Aorſeman-' 
ſhip ; not only in the Management of that Creature' 
and their graceful Poſture, but at full Speed, _

Her Friends are invited to. the Hutt, 
and when the Bridegroom is coming in, he is aſked 
this Queſtion, Mat does the Bride coft you To 
which the cuſtomary Anſwer is, A wife and a virtu- 
ous Woman is above any Price. After mutual Com- 
pliments between the new Couple, they ſtay in the 
Tent till all the young Women of the Adouar are 
come to viſit them, Then the Bride is ſet upon a 
Horſe of her Huſband's, and led to his Tent amidſt 
the Songs and Acclamations of her Acquaintance. 
At her Arrival, the Parents or neareſt Relations of 
the Bridegroom offer her a Mixture of Milk and 
Honey, with a ſmall] Piece of the Tent in it; and 
while ſhe is drinking, all her Acquaintance join in 
ſinging an Epithalamium, concluding with calling 
upon GOD to bleſs them with Children, and increaſe 
their Flocks; and that their Tent may be always 
full of Milk. After 'this Ceremony, the Bride 
alights at the Entrance of the Tent, and her Com- 
panions put a Stick into her Hand, which ſhe thruſts 
as far into the Ground as poſſible, ſaying, That as 
that Stick cannot be removed from thence but by Force, 
fo nothing but Force ſhall ever make her quit her Huf 
band. Before ſhe is admitted to come within the 
Tent, the Flock is delivered up to her, and ſhe.en- 
ters upon her Office of driving it to Paſture, to give 
her to underſtand, that. her Labour is required for 
the Welfare of the Family.

ThE Moors marry their Children ſurprizingly 
oung; their Sons at fourteen or fifteen, and their 
5 8 at ten, and even at eight: And as Barren- 
neſs is ſeldom known here, it is no uncommon Thi 
for a Girl to be a Mother before ſhe has attain 
her Eleventh Year, and ſometimes. much earlier. 


Every Evening the Chiefs of the Tents meet on 
Horſeback, forming a Circle round the Cheque af 
the . as When a Major is giving his Orders in 
Camp or Garriſon. In this Aſſembly all the Affaits 
of the Village are diſcuſſed, and the next Day's Pro- 
ceedings concerted. But upon any ſudden Emer- 
gency an extraordinary Aſſembly immediately meets 
at any Time in the abovementioned Form.

THE Women are fo far excluded from having 
any Share in publick Affairs, that they are kept ina 
total Ignorance ; with which they are ſo well ſatis- 
fied, that ſhould a Huſband impart to them any 
State Secret he would. infallibly incur their Diſples- 
ſure. -

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ALL their Feaſtings and Ceremonies are mana 0 
with great Frugality, Simplicity and Frankneſs. 


Ir is an Opinion among the Moors, that to ſacrifice 
a Chriſtian is a Work of great Merit before God; and 
ſome believe they ſhall be but in an indifferent Con- 
dition in the next World, if they do not entitle them- 
ſelves to the heavenly Felicity, by ſhedding the Blood 
of a Chriſtian : However, the Aſſerters of this Opi- 
nion hold it in a different Senſe. Some, that a Chri- 
tian is to be killed in a Battle, Duel, or fair Aſſault; 
others, that he is to be killed at any Rate, and in 
any Manner. There is a Relation of this Kind, 
that Halis Pegelini, an Italian Renegado, General 
of the Algerine Gallies, having brought in a Spaniſh 
Veſſel which had defended herſelf fo bravely that a 
great many dead and wounded were taken out of 
her; the Moors, as is uſual, flocked to the Sight, 
with Acclamations of the Victory. An old bigoted 
Moor, ſeeing the Slaughter, threw himſelf at the 
General's Feet, with this odd Speech: My Lord, 
how happy are you in making ſuch a Havock among 
the Chri/tians, and in having almoſt daily-Opportu- 
nities of killing them!] You muſt needs be extreme- 
ly glorified in the Kingdom of GOD, as one of the 
beſt Servants of our moſt holy Prophet; whereas I, 
though always a religious Obſerver of the Law, ne- 
ver, as yet, had the Opportunity of ſacrificing a 
Chri/tian to the Almighty GOD. 1 ſhall die diſ- 
tracted if I fail in this Point; and ſince you have 
lo many in your Power, make me happy by deli- 
vering up one to me, that I may kill him. Halz, 
who was far from being a rigid Mabometan, imme- 
ately anſwered, with a Smile, your Requeſt *

They conſtantly carry 
ſquare Taliſmans with Figures and Characters en- 
praved on them. This Order boaſts of having for 
its F ounder, the famous Beni an Arabian Doctor. 


THE Sunaquites are mere 1; ſanthropes. They 
bury themſelves in Deſerts, remote from all Corre- 
ſpondence with other Men, and even fly from their 
Sight, Theſe alſo live wholly on Vegetables, Their 
Ten ets, are Judaiſm, Chriſtianity, Mahometaniſm, 
and Paganiſm jumbled together. They facrifice Ani- 
mals, and are not circumciſed till 30 Years of Age. 
They affirm, that allReligions are originally Inſpirati- 
ons of GOD; that they are the moſt perfect of all 
„Mankind, and that it is owing to their Prayers and 
Auſterities, that the Anger of GOD does not break 
out and deſtroy the World. 


Mos r of the Mabometans carry a Chaplet of Co- 
tal, Amber, and Agat Bead, and as they are coun- 
ting them with their Fi ingers, they mention the At- 
tributes of God; but in ſuch a careleſs manner, as 
ſhews it to be more a Cuſtom than an Act of 
Devotion. 
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among them add to this Acknowledgment, a Ca- 
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San poor ignorant Creatures at every Bead Tay 
only Sta-fer-ala, or GOD keep me. Others, who 
are not quite ſo ignorant, ſay at every Bead, Alla Tile 
Hehumed rafoul Alla, there is no Gop beſides GOD, 
and Mahomet is his Meſſenger. The more learhed 


talogue of the Attributes of God as they count 
their Beads, which runs in this Manner. « In 
the Name of the only God, praiſed be God the only 
God; in the Name of the All- powerful God, praiſed 
be God in his Power; in the Name of the All-good 
God, praiſed be God in his Goodneſs; ; in the Name 
of the All- wiſe God, praiſed be God in his Wiſdom; in 
the Nameof the All- mereiful God, praiſed be God in his 
Mercy; in the Name of the eternal God, praiſed be 
God in his Eternity, Sc.“ And conclude with ſaying, 
& Praiſed be GOD, the Sovereign of the World. 
O Lord, the Judge of Mankind, I adore thee; I 
put my whole Truſt in thee; [ confeſs, tf at thou 


haſt neither begotten, nor art begotten ; ; that thou 


art above all Likeneſs, neither is there any Thing 
equal to thee.” But this is ſo cuſtomary to ſome, 
that they run over the Chaplet whilft they are talk- 
ing of Matters quite foreign to the Subject, which 
clearly manifeſts, that it is only an Affectation of 
Devotion, without any Reality. . 


Ir a stranger on any particular Occaſion makes 
Preſent, or gives Charity tc a Turk or Moor, he 
conſtantly demands it as a Due on the like Occaſion, 
Nothing ſhould be given them, but Conditionally, 
and excluſtve of the Time to come, and then they 


have no future Claim. To what a Height they carry 


this extravagant Cuſtom, will appear by the follow- 
ing Inſtance : 
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In the Year 1691, in the Reign of Hog: Chaban 
Dey, a Greek Merchant, who refided at Algiers, 
uſed almoſt every Year to make a Voyage to Tunis 


or Egypt, retailing his Cargo. A Countryman of 


his dying, left him his Executor, and, among other 
Legacies, a certain Sum for charitable Uſes. 
One Day the Merchant paſfing by a Meor, who was 
ſiting in the Street upon a Piece of a Matt, lame and 
amen blind, he aſk'd Charity of the Merchant. He 
was the more inclined to give, becauſe of his Induſtry 
in making Thread Laces, being incapable of other 


Work. He dropp'd him his Handful of Aſpers, 


which unuſual Sight ſo tranſported the Beggar, that 
he followed the Merchant upon his Crutches, calling 
out upon Heaven to ſhower down its Bleſſings upon 
him. He told all he met with, how exceeding boun- 
tiful that Chriſtian had been to him for the Love of 
GOD ; at which they were ſo pleaſed, that they all 
joined in his Commendations, ſaying, That is an ex- 
cellent Perſon indeed ; his Charity extends beyond his 
dect. The Bcggar did not leave following his Bene- 
factor, till he difcovered his Houſe, and afterwards 
took Poſt in a Place where the Merchant muſt daily 
paſs by him. Next Day the Muor begs his Charity, 
and the Greet repeated it, which gained him great 
Reputation, and a Crowd of Cuſtomers. The Ma- 
hometan Prieſts were not wanting to cry up the Re- 
ward which GOD had given to this charitable Greet, 


| who finding the Sweets of a Chatity, which eoſt him 
nothing, continued his daily Benevolence till tbe 
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Time of his Departure for Agypþn The Beg 
ſtill kept his Polt ; but miffing his BenefaQor, he 
made Enquiry after him, and had the Mortification to 


bear that he was out of the Kingdom. When his 
Cletk paſſed by, he us'd to lift up his Hands, and

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pray for his Maſter s happy Return; which . hay. 
pened five or ſix Months after, The Be ggar was 
| overjoy'd to ſee him, and when the Merchant, in 
Return for his Compliments, was going to beſtow his 
Charity on him, declined it, ſaying, It was better to 
pay him all his Arrears at once. The Greek told 
him he did not know what he meant by Arrears, To 
which the other reply'd, That be had been abſent 
near {ix Moons, and conſequently that there Was 
about 180 Rials due. The Greet did not 
know whether the Fellow's Impudence de- 
ferved moſt to be laughed at, or chaſtiſed. But 
the Moor laid his Complaint before the Dey, and 
the Greek Merchant was ſent for to make his De- 
fence. The Moor alledged that the Merchant had, 
for the. Continuance of a whole Month, daily given 
him a Rial; but that this Charity had greatly in- 
creaſed his eee and been a Fund of Riches, 
And that as to himſelf, upon ſuch a daily Income, 
he was very glad to leave off working, which was 
very painful to him, having almoſt loſt bis Sight; 
that the Merchant went away without giving him 
the leaſt Notice that his Penſion was to ceaſe z that 
he had ftill kept his Poſt, praying to God for his Re- 
turn; beſides, that relying on his accuſtomed Li- 
berality, he had contracted ſome Debts for his Sup- 
port ; but upon demanding his Arrears, the Mer- 
chant had laughed at him, and threatened him. The 
Greet did not diſown the Truth of the Premiſes, 
but inſiſted that Alms being a voluntary Action, its 
Continuance depended upon the Will of the Donor, 
After a Diſcuſſion of the Affair in Council, the Mer- 
chant was condemned to pay the Beggar a Rial for

conſcionable Dog, and if I ſaid another Word; he 
would take my Blanket from me again: Then pray 
Gentlemen, faid I, if you will not give me a whole Pot, 
give me a ſmall Matter f the Ointment at the Bottom 
of one of them : You Dog, ſaid they, you ſhall have 
none; and if you dare ſpeak another Word, we will 
cut off your Ears; at which they went directly from 
me, and without ſpeaking another Word on either 


Side, left me to conſider the Folly of heaping up 


Riches, 
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Riches, as not knowing who ſhall, gather, chem. 
And now am I obliged to travel Wi dy. 


Terrident, as you may ſuppoſe, in a very diſconſolate 
Manner; and in walking but a flow Pace, I got in

them to Santa Cruz, and ſold them at a good Rate; 
and after I had recruited my Ammunition, I went 
back again, and ſo continued in going and coming, 
for ſeveral Weeks, by which Time the Winter was 
pretty well paſt ; tho” all this Time to my very great 
Diſſatisfaction no Ship. 


Tuts Trade of Duck killing T ke to turn to 
a much better Account than my former Buſineſs, 
and to kill them, rather than the Moors, much the 
ſafer Way; tho' it was attended with ſome Hard- 
ſhips and very ſevere Colds, yet as my preſent Con- 
dition was ſo very unhappy in the general, 1 
thought myſelf very well off in it.

T have very little to do here, a very little further Per- 
ſua ſiom may prevail ; well then, ſaid he, we will fit 
go to my Brine Houſe, and take a Bottle upon it, and 
by that time we have finiſhed it, your Reſolutions may 
be better ſettled ; as indeed they were, before our 
Bottle was half out, giving him my Word to go with 
him, at which he ſeemed, and was I dare fay very 
glad, telling me that as it was fo far onward in the 
Afternoon, he thought it would be the beſt. way for 
us to fet up there for the Night, and to fet out early 
in the Morning; then he order'd for a good Supper, 
after which we drank two Bottles more, and went 
to our reſt, | 


Now am TI really better pleaſed, than J had been 
of a long Time before, and as ſoon as the may 
light appeared, I got up and by the Time I had 
ſtepp'd to the Door to look at the Weather and in 

| again, 
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again, my Comrade was up alſo, and after making 
a 2y0d Breakfaſt, and taking with us about ſix Pounds 
of Bread, we ſet forward together, and got that 
Evening without any Diſaſter to Hroot, the little 
filing Coves before mentioned, in my Travel with 

the Chirivin to Guinea; where we met two Moors, 
juſt arrived before us, from Hahah, a Pariſh about a 
Days Journey in our Way farther on towards Saphee, 
and which we muſt be obliged to pafs thro? the next 
Day, who told us, that the Inhabitants of a neigh- 
bouring Pariſh to them were up in Arms againſt 
them, and proving much too ſtrong for their Parifh, 
they were obliged to fly for their Lives, the greateſt 
Part of them being deſtroyed, and that throughout all 
that Province were the like doings, This fo terrify'd 
my Comrade, that notwithſtanding his fo very great 
Hurey for Saphee, and my cheer 4 Km all in m. 

Power; yet, could not I perſuade him to go wit 
me but very little farther ; however, I fo far pre- 
vailed with him as to continue with me there; for 
that Night, and then I thought it high Time to look 
about me for ſomething for Supper, but there being 
nothing to be had we took out our Bread, and fell at 
it, and whilſt we were eating, a Moor came to us,

-we ſoon made a very hearty Supper on it, when we 
gave him a Paper of our purging, Powders, to pre- | 
pare his Body againſt the Morning, and lay us down 
under a Fig Iree in the Court, for the Night: 

At Day-break we got up, and without doing any 
farther Miſchief to our Jaſt Night's Benefactor, we 

ſet out, and travelled on farther-together about, two 
Leagues, which brought us to the Foot of the Moun- MM. 
tain Gorraſurnee, where the Spaniards Heart failing 
him, he told me plainly that he would not for that 
Time, travel on any farther in that Road, was he | 
ſure to get by it a hundred Ducats, but that he was 
refolv'd to return again to his Houfe at Terrident, till M 
the Country was again a little better ſettled ; and if 
I would go with him, I ſhould on his Honour be 
very heartily welcome; I told him, that I altogether 

as heartily thanked him, but as I was got over my 
Journey ſo far, I was thoroughly refolv'd to fee it 
out, be the Conſequence what it would ; fo after 
ſharing .our little Bread, and few Medicines, we 
parted, him back towards Terrident, and I forward 
towards Saphee, travelling up the Mountain as faſt 

as I could, tho' before I had got quite at the Top of 
it, I very unhappily met with four Ruffian doors, 
armed with Muſkets, and long murdering, * 
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who immediately without aſking me any the leaſt 


Queſtion, fell to rifling me, ſtripped me quite naked, 
and were going off with my Knapſack and Blanket, 


when I earneſtly intreated them to give me them back 


again, for that I had nothing elſe to depend on for a 
Livelihood, but a few Medicines I had therein, and 
nothing to cover me from the Inclemency of the Air, 
but that old Garment; * you lye, you Raſcal, ſaid 
one of them, it is a very good one, and therefore 
& you ſhall not have it: ©. Pray then, Sir, ſaid J, 
i let me have my Knapſack, Ay, ay, ſays another, 


e let him have it, for it can be of no Benefit to us, 
« and may very likely keep him from ſtarving: S0 


thro' the Means of a conſcientious Thief, I had my 


Knapſack and few Medicines back again; I then 


travelled on quite naked, till I had got two Leagues 
farther up the Mountain, where I to my great Satis- 
faction came to three Houſes, out of one of Which 
came an old Woman, who ſeemed to pity my Con- 


dition very much, and gave me a Piece of an old 


Blanket, a Diſh of Butter-Milk, and ſome Jerrodes 
or Locuſts, with which they are viſited once in fix 
or ſeven Years to that degree, ſwarming in from 


Seaward upon them, in ſuch incredible Multitudes, as : | 


even to darken the Air, and at once overſpreading 4 
whole Provinee eat up every green Leaf and Herb; 


ſo that the Fields and Trees look all one as they do in 


the bleakeſt Winter; theſe Inſects are not only innu- 
merable, but of a large Size ſome of them at leaſt 
two Inches long, and about the Bigneſs of a Man's 
Thumb; they are really good eating and in Taſte moſt 
like Shrimps, and are by the Inhabitants, firſt purging 
them with Water and Salt, boiled in new Pickle, and 
then laid up in dry Salt by way of Reſerve: Aſter 


this * Woman had thus kindly uſed me, and given

me ſome more of the Jerrodes to carry with me, one 
of her Neighbours happening to come by, and taking 
alſo ſome Pity on me, gave me a Piece of another 
old Blanket, ſo as I was between them both 
pretty well cover'd again, and really thought myſelf 
well off, travelling cheerfully on to the Houſe of 
an old Acquaiatance, by Trade a Shoemaker, who 
made me very welcome, took off from me my old 
Rags, and gave me a very good Blanket; and as he 
-knew I fully intended to ſtay with him for the Night, 
he ordered his. Wife to get ready ſome Cuſcaſoe for 
my Supper; and in the Morning for my Breakfaſt 


ſome Zumineeta, which is Barley roaſted in a Pan 


over the Fire, much in like Nature of Coffee, then 
it is ground down by a Hand Mill, and after it is 
clean from the Bran *tis mixed with Water, and is 
very often carried with them in a little Bag to- their 
Labour, or on a Journey, and when they are diſpoſed 
to refreſh themſelves, they take out ſome of this Zu- 
meeta into a little Cup, they generally carry with 
them for that Purpoſe, mix it with fome Water, 
and drink it off, being much after the Scotch Faſhion; 
with this only Difference, that, being plain Oatmeal, 
this, Barley roaſted, and on this, I travelled all that 


Day, getting towards Night to the Pariſh of 7dogurt, 


where I very luckily happened to meet with a very 
| friendly and hoſpitable Houſe, getting a good Supper 
and Lodging, and the next Morning a good Break- 
faſt : I traveli'd merrily on all that Day, and with- 


out any Accident, got before Night to Shedemah, 


which I found to be engaged in Quarrel with. Abdab 
a neighbouring Pariſh, and here I am obliged, on Ac- 
count of thoſe civil Diffentions, to Ke by for fixteen 
Days, and really a good Part of it in a miſerable Con- 
dition; being obliged as Proviſions were fearce to bor- 
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ba Point of the Law, or ſtarve, living altöge - 
fer on raw Carrots'; tho” indeed I had them for 8 
ſt three Days with Permiſſion, but wearing out 
welcome, I was afterwards obliged to go into the” 
nrdens at Nights, and take them after a clandeſtine ' 
Manner ; and this ſhould J have been obliged to have 
müden longer, had I not very acciJentally bap- 
ned to meet a Mor, who had ſeen me fomewhere 
before ſelling my Medicines, who earneſtly entreated 
: to go with him to his Houſe, to fee his Wife, 
who he ſaid was very much indiſpoſed, as indeed ſhe 
really was, for at my coming, I found her to be in 
1 hizh Fever, being in a dry burning Heat and very 
reſtleſs; and now was [ at a ftand for ſome time 
how to manage, for as this was what J had never 
practis'd before in, IJ knew not for ſome time what 
to do with her, eſpecially as I had loft my Lancet 
ind burning Iron; however, I thought myſelf o-* 
blged to do ſomething, and therefore I was refolv'd/ 
to put her to Sleep, in order to which I deſir'd the 
Man to fend ſome body diredly to gather ſome 
Poppy Flowers, which being foon brought in, I hoid 
2 handful of them in Water, ftrain'd it off, fert 
ed it with Honey, and gave her about half a Pint of © l 
it to drink, which threw her in a very little Time 
into a great Sweat, and ſound Sleep; when her Huf 
band and I fell at a good Bowl of Cuſcaſſoe, filled 
our Bellies, and went to Sleep alſo; early in the 
Morning, my Patient and I happened to awake much 
about the fame Time, which was indeed very much 
to my Satisfaction, for to be plain, I thought the 
would have flept much longer; however, be that as it 
will, ſhe was revived to a very great Degree, and 
grew perfectly well in a few Days, praying for 


the Doctor, and — ſhe had, was too we for 
un z 
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him; and at my Requeſt, ſhe (after giving me Te 
Gold Ducats) defired her Huſband to convey me 
ſafe thence to. the Caſtle of Allalben Hammeiyfi 
where I was obliged, on Account of a Report there 
of a great Party of the Mountaineers having bee 
very troubleſome a few Days before at Saphee, get 
ting over the Walls, and killing the Centinels, & 
to remain feven Days ; during which I was (thro' 
Means of ſome old Acquaintance I met with there) 
well taken Care of, and- never failed of my Belly 
full thrice every Day ; ; and there being a very dan- 
erous Wood to travel through between that and 
Saphee, it being the genera! Rendezvous of a Gang 
of mercileſs I hieves, who generally ſtripped bad 
murdered all that came in their Way, inſomuch that 
it was even impracticable for any going ſingle, or but 
a few together, to eſcape them; therefore, when 
any of the People had Occaſion to go that Way, 
they gave timely Notice round the Neighbourhood, 
ſo that they might muſter up a Party well armed, 
This Wood is plentifully ſtored with certain Trees 
called Argon, growing to a very large Size, and their 
Branches ſpreading a vaſt Circumference, which are 
full of long Prickles, much in like Nature of 2 
Thorn, bearing great Plenty of a Fruit (if it may 
be properly ſo called) much like a Peach in Shape 
and Smell, though none can eat of them; however, 
when they are ripe, and fallen off the Trees, the In- 
habitants carefully gather them off the Ground, and 
make thereof (that is to ſay, of certain ſmall Stones 
growing in the Middle, the outer Part being no other 
than a Shell or Huſk) a very good Sort of Oyl, by

their Olives, And now am I about to beat up the 
Quarters of theſe deſperate Out-Laws ; for on the 
eighth Day, very early in the Morning, I ſet out in 
Company with about thirty Moors we amedz ha- 
ving with them -feveral Camels and Mules, laden 
with their Merchandize, as Argon Oyl, Barbary 
Skins, &c. for Sephee, paſſing-on till we had got o- 
ver the better half of this Wood, without any Thing 
remarkable; when we came up with ſeven Afoors, 
viz, four Men and three Women, three of the Men 
juſt expiring, and the fourth with the Women, very 
much wounded, lying quite naked on the Ground, 
being (they ſaid) thus uſed by a Party of the Moun- 
taineers about an Hour before we came up with 
them, and that on Notice of our Approach, they in 
a very great Hurry left them. This put our Mer- 
chants into a great Fright, and they conſulted amongſt 
themſelves for along Time, if it would be beſt for 


them to proceed, or to: go back again; to which I 2 | 
anſwered, that as we were got over this. better half ! 


of our Journey, it would be altogether as great, nay 
the greater Hazard of. the two, to go backward than 
forward, for that they __ depend the Villains 
were nearer to us than they imagined ; and ſhould 
we offer to go back it would but ſhow our Fear, and 


then they would, no Doubt, ſoon become the more . 


bold; whereas, "if we continued our March boldby 


on, and kept a good Look out, they would not dare 
to approach us, as (by their running away at our 
Approach) ſeemed to me to be very plain: On which - 


it was agreed by all to travel on; and after taking up 
the three Women and the wounded Man, (the other 


three being then Dead,) we proceeded, and got with- 


out any other Hindrance, about Two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon, to Saphee, where I paſſed for a 
5 Fi 2 
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Day or two ſor one of the People belonging to the 
Carrivan; and, as you may ſuppoſe, I looked thary 
out for a Veſſel, but could not find any one to my 
Mind; not but here were two, and one belonging to 
"Foſhua Bawden, of Fluſhing, my firſt Couſin, we 
being Siſters Children; however, tho' I met him 
twice, and my Blood boil'd in my Veins at the Sight 
of him, yet did we not ſpeak on either Side, which 
was no Doubt a very great Misfortune to me; for had 
he known who I was, he would, I am well ſatisfied, 
Have. carry'd me with him, and thereby have pre- 
vented me from many troubleſome. and eminent 
Dangers which happened to me, during the Time 
that I was:obliged to ſtay longer in Barbary, thro? 
this Omiſſion; My Abode at Saphee was no more 
than ſixteen Days, during which I often frequent- 
ed the Houſe of Monſieur Pedro Pollee, a French 
Merchant, who was extreamly kind to me, and with 
whom I always met with very friendly Entertain- 
ment, and I had amongſt his Servants (tho' they 


were poor enough) twelve Blankeels, over and a- 


bove the Maſter's Liberality, and they otherwiſe 
did me all the good Offices in their Power; hows- 
ever, notwithſtanding all this kind Treament, I was 
more down in the Mouth now, than I had been 
from my firſt ſetting out from MZequinez, reflecting 
on the many Haxdthips and Dangers I had thitherto 
undergone, and ſtill no Manner of Appearance of an 
Alteration ; when who, ſhould happen to come into 
my Mind, but the black Propheteſs, whom I met 
with at Miequinex the Day before my ſetting out, and 
very particularly how ſhe had told me, that I ſhould 
meet with a great many Difficulties before I got off ; 
which indecd, 4 knew fo far, to my very great Diſ- 


comfort, to be true, and therefore I was reſolved. 


with 
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Patience to wait the Event of what was to come. 
That Night, on my lying down to my Reſt, and 
reflecting: on my Dreams in the. Cave at Santa Crua, 
| was (on my falling into a Slumber) . again, hupry'd | 
after a very ſurprizing Manner, my black Prophe- 
teſs, to my ſeeming, taking me by the Hand, and 
telling me with a ſmiling Aſpect, looking me full in 
the Face, that I was a very faint-hearted Soldier, 
for that I'could not thitherto charge her with | 
Thing ſhe had told me ep my Eſcape, more 
than P had found to be true; for notwithſtanding; I 
had thitherto ſuffered -a great deal; yet was I ſtill 
out of the Hands of the Enemy ; therefore, as the 
had told me before to keep a good Heart, and my 
own Secrets, fo muſt I continue to do, and my Re- 
demption would ſoon be accompliſhed; and for me 
to abide where I then was any longer, would be al- 
together out of my Way, for that was not the Place 
r me to find a Ship for my Purpoſe, I having yet 
many more Difficulties: to undergo ; however, 1 
ſhould continue: my Reſolutions, and all would end 
well to my Satisfaction: Tem to my ſeeming, ſſie 
was going off, and I ſtruggling to detain her longet, 
ſtarted up and found all this to be no more than a 
Dream; and after reflecting thereon for ſome ſhore 
Time, I fell again into a Doze, and again dreamt 


the ſame, and further, that I ſhould haſten to the 


Milladea, and there 1 ſhould find Things more to my 
Content. As ſoon as the Day light appeared, I got 
up to conſult myſelf further about the Journey, and 
in a very little Time I was fully refolv'd thereon 3 
however, I conſidered that it might be very proper, 
if L could, to procure me ſome Company; but 
tho* | looked out very ſharp, yet could I not all that 
Day meet with any to my Mind 3 however, I the 
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next Day met with a 1Z:atto, one of my old $d. 
diers, and after telling him that I was very glad to 
Fee him, I aſked him what Buſineſs had called him 
-thither, to which he anſwered me, None furtber 
-than my own Curioſity : Then old Friend, 4 I, you 
Had as well go with me to Willadea, hence: about 
#welve Lraguss; to which he readily.coaſented, and 
and as readily travelled on with me, and got that E. 
vening into the Middle of a large Wood, where we 
found half a Dozen inhabited Pents, and in one of 
them got our Supper and Lodging: Setting out ear- 
ly thence the next Morning, we got about Noon to

of the Town and bick for the Milladea, as faſt as B 
could; and as it was then full Four o' Clock in the 
Afternoon, I could get nofarther that Night than to- 
to the River Tammorot, where I had the Company of 
fome Travellers, alſo reſting there with their Ca- 
mels, and in the Morning I travelled on with them, 
and kept them Company as far as Hlabab, were I 
met with an old Acquaintanee, and lodged with him 
that Night; and very early the next Morning I fat. 
merrily forwards towards Segeſule, till about Noon; 
when, having got within half a Mil- of it, I ſaw a 
Moor lying quite naked in my Road, with his Throat 
cut, breathing his laſt; which ſoon damped my 
Mirth, and in leſs than half an Hour after I met the

velling the Country for my Subfiſtence, by way of 
carrying Letters from one Merchant to an»ther,..and 
that I had no other way whereby to get my Bread, 
and that I ſhould think myſelf to be for ever oblig'd 
to them, if they would give me my Letters back a» 
gain, for that they could not be of any Service to 
SEED 8 them 
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them, but to thoſe to whom directed, moſt likely of 
* great deal ; which, after much Intreaty they con- 
ſented to give me, together with my Life, and ſent 
me away in a miſerable Condition, tho' indeed: Jex- 
pected a great deal worſe, and therefore I was very 
glad with the Eofs of my Blanket and Knapfack; to- 
oompound for my Life: And now am I travelling. 
on quite naked for the Mountain Tdowor ſeer n, whichy 
indeed was but hurrying myſelf from one bad Evil 
into a worſe, for on my gaining about two Thirds 
of the Height, I was at once ſurrounded. by about 
6000 Horſe and Foot and ſtrictly examin'd- what 1. 
was, whence I came, whither going, my Buſineſs;; 
Ec. I told them that I was a Letter Carrier, come

likely, faid one of them to the reſt of his Compa- 
nions, for I ſee the Letters in his Hand; but (ſaid a- 
nother of them) how came you to be naked ? I told 
bim that I happened te meet that Forenoon ſome: 
Gentlemen on the Road, who had taken my Blan- 
ket from me; however, they were ſo civil as to 
give me the Letters back again: As to the Letters, 
faid he, they could be of no Service, but I think they 
were very great Foals they had not cut your Throat, Fo 
in ſhort you Dog, you are a Spy, and come to take No- 
tice of eur Strength, and Actions; alas, Gentlemen, 
faid I, I am a mot unfit Perſon for a Spy, neither did 
Jever hear of any ſuch Troops to-be gathered hereabout: 
and therefore I humbly entreated they would be-ſo 
good as to let me go about my Buſineſs; but inſtead 
of this, they ſoon laid hold on my Arms and Throat, 
and had there not been one amongſt them, who knew 
me formerly at Mequinex, they would no Doubt 
have ſoon hauled me in Piecemeals, but he ſtepping

J/hy really, ſaid he, I am almoſt a- 
ſhamed. to tell you, and much more that I ſhould: happen 
to be amongſt them; for notivithſtanding they are my 
Countrymen, yet do I think their Actions to be moſt un- 
warrantable; however I am conſtrained. far the pre- 
ent to come into the Meaſures with them; not but 
could they be contented to labour but a. very little, they: 
might live very well on: the Fruits of it, as having 
Land ſufficient to employ a far greater Number, allottedi 
them by old Muley Swine on his fi ſettling them here 3; 
and as they increaſed in Number, ſo. did he "alſo in- 
 ereaſe their Territories pray faid I how long haue 
they been here, and for what Reaſon were they brought;

dee, or the Mountain of Iron, wich five *FoutzPads; 


and from whom thinking to get off to n little hard 
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Razd by, Iran with all the Speed I could 4: however, 
E:was ſeon overtaken by a very ſpeedy Meſſenger; 
being wounded by a Muſket Shot in my Right, 
Thigh, paſſing between my Legs, and grazing about 
half an Inch within the Fleſh, whieh flackened my 
Pace to that Degree, that they were ſoon up with me, 
and gave me the moſt ſevere dry- beating I had ever 
met with before; though on ſome Paſſengers coming 
by, they made off as faſt as they could, and: I making 
a bad Shift, (which is better than none) got with 
much Pain to the Houſe, where I got me ſome Herbs 
and ſtaunched the Blood, of which I had really lob 
a great deal. Here I got a Lodging for that Night, 
and ſome Cuſcaſſoe for my Supper, and not with 
ſtanding my Wound, flept very well, and early the 
next Morning went limping on, and got that Day in 
ſome Pain to the River Tenſieſt, near which flood a- 
Caſtle belonging to Elelbenhameduſb, one of their 
great Men, and where I found reſiding a great many 

eus, from whom I had ſome Remedies for my 
Wound, a good Supper, and very civil Entertain- 
ment for the Night: Early in the Morning, after 
getting a good Breakfaſt, and dreſſing my Wound, I. 
travelled ſlowly on, ſtill avoiding that dangerous 
Wood, and a little before Night got to Saphee, tho“ 
I did not think it fit to go into the Towon, but lodg'd 
in à little Houſe without, where I got me ſome Cuſ- 
caſſoe amongſt the Family for my Supper, and in a. 
very little Time after I had filled my Belly, I lay me 
down to my Reſt; but never was I more hurried by 
Dreams, as how I-ſhould be at. the Willadea, where 
methought I happened to meet with a Commander 
of a Veſlt}, and who, though 1, had never ſeen him 
before, yet did he in a moſt Chriſtian- like and cour- 
teous Manner offer (without my aſking him) to carrx 
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me off, with him at all Hazards; which, at my un- 
tervals from Slumber, I. could not all that Night put 
out of my Head, but what it. muſt he e 
more; than imaginary, for to my Mind I plainly-ſaw 
him, converſed with him, and found bim in every 
Point to be a compleat Man; and getting up very. 
early, Itravelied lowly. on till about Noon, when J 
met a ſingle Moor, and I not at all liking his Coun- 
tenance, as ſuppoſing him (as indeed he really 
was) one of their Foot-Pads, I began to conſider 
with myſelf how to.behave to him, and he ſeeing me 
limping, gave him no Doubt the greater Aſſurance; 
.therefare, coming directly to me with a Piſtol cock d 
in his Hand, and preſenting it cloſe to my Breaſt, he 
in an inſolent Manner demanded what I had about 
me; I told him I had nothing that was worth his Ac- 
ceptance, unleſs he would be pleaſed to accept of 
my Blanket: Then you Dog, ſaid | he, why don't you 
take it off © That, Sir, ſaid I, is ſoon done, flipping it 
directly off my Shoulders, and in a ſeeming Fright 
preſenting it into his Hand, and he not being very _ 
ready to take hold on it, I threw it at once over his 
Head, and ſoon gave him to underſtand that I was a 
true Dan . for notwithſtanding my Wound, 
IT claſp'd my Right Arm about his Neck, ſtuek to 
him with my lame Hip, and ſoon had him on hies 
Back on the Ground, when I inſtantly decided he 
Diſpute who ſhould have my old Blanket; in ſhort, 
as he had ſo much Mind to it, I left it for him, taking 
his, and after giving him a farewell Pounce, went off 
with his Piſtol and Ammunition, and got that Night 
into the Middle of the Wood, and lodged in the 
fame Tent I formerly did at my fiſt going that 
Way with the Mulatto, and where I was again ver 
Kindly. entertained, inſomuch that I eee yl 
obliged 
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obliged to make a Preſent to mine Hoff. of the pi. 
tol, of 'which he was not a little proud, and 
early in the Morning provided ſome Cuſe- ſſoe for 
my Breakfait'; after which I ſet merrily forward, 
and about Noon got well to the Milladea, and ſafe} 
delivered my Mcrchants the Anſwers to their ( 
ters; and before | had the Power to give them 0 
Accobnt of my miſerable Journey, I am hutried by 
the Merchants on board a Genoeſe Brig, telling me 
that Abſelom Candeele was then in the Town, and 
Thould he happen to ſee me, he would no Doubt cat- 
17 we with bim: T his Brig was firſt com- 
manded by Captain Wilson, an Engliſhman, (who was 
about three Months before unfortunately drowned 
at Saphec) and then by a Szoeed, his chief Mate, 
with whom, as the Brig was there before I went to 
Santa Cruz with the Letters, I was before well ac- 
quainted, and with the reſt of the Crew, fo I went 
directly on board, and was very courteouſly received 
by them, telling me that they were very glad to fee 
me come back well, and that they had been at a 
very great Loſs, during my Abſence, for a Linguiſt, 
aſking me if I had dined, and if I would eat any 
Mullets : Yes, faid J, with all my Heart; when they 
qirectly ordered the Cook to fry ſome for me, and 
avhilt they were frying, I aſk'd the Mate what Snow 
that was to Windward of us ; he told me one Cap- 
tain Toobin, of Dublin, who came in about four Days 
before, and that he had met with a great deal of 
Trouble by Way of the A7oorifþ Merchants, on Ac- 
count of his F reight : Inde d ſaid I, pray what 
Manner of Man is he? Why really (ſaid he) a very 
folly well diſcourſed Man, ſo „ far as have yet ſeen 
of him: Pray (laid I) is he a Man of a pretty big 
Stature 5 ? Ie, laid he, he is a very luſiy Man "—_ 
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faid I, I wid I could fee him e Why (faid he) thut 
you may ſoon do, for he ts as well as us in d De. great s 
Strait for 4 Linguiſt; when, on the Cook's telling 
us that the Fiſh. were ready, we went into the Cab- 
bin to Dinner, and before we had finiſhed, Captain 
Tobin came on board, and the Moment I ſaw! him, 
] was thoroughly perſuaded: with myſelf that he was 
actually the ſame that I had ſo lately ſeen in my 
Dream at Saphee, and ſoon found him to be under 
ſome Diſtreſs; and on his underſtanding me to be 
an Erglifhman, he aſk'd me if I would go witfi him 
on board his Ship; I told him, Yes (if he thought 1 
might be of any Service to him there) with albmy 
Heart; ſo I ſtepp'd into the Boat along with him, 
and we were ſoon on board, carrying me directly 
into his Cabbin, and after drinking a chearing Cupiaf 
W ine, he aſk d me how long I had been in Barbamj; 
I told him, ever ſince the Commencement of the 
twelfth Year of my Age, it being then the Twenty» 
third Vear of my Captivity: Alus ! poor Man, faid © 
he, a long Captivity indeed but could not you in al 
this Time find Means to eſcape 1 told him I had of. 
ten endeavoured it, even to the very great Hazard of 
my Life, but I was always ſo unhappy to be inter- 
cepted, telling him of my ſeveral Diſappointments 
that Way, and what Difficulties, and Dangers IL had 
undergone to get thither, and that though I hanged 
off and on at Senta Cruz for three or four Months, 
; and there were during that Time ſeveral Englifh 
Veſſels, yet could not I meet with any fo Chriſtian» 
like Commander, as to carry me off with him: No?

This he ſpoke with ſo 
much Sincerity of Heart, and tender Feeling of thy 
ſad Caſe, that he could not forbear weeping ; which 
you may ſuppoſe raiſed my Joy to that Degree at his 
40 tender Behaviour, that I could nat forbear to 
keep him Company.

Tus far is my Dream come to paſs, the Cap- 
ain telling me further, that if I was anyways appre- 
Henſive of the leaſt Danger of my appearing in pub- 

- Jick, he would keep me cloſe on board the Veſſel: J 
told him that I was at a Loſs in what Terms to ex- 
Preſs my Gratitude 5 however, I did not doubt but 
that Time might put it in my Power to make him 
ſome Recompence; but as I was then in more than 
ordinary Favour with the Merchants, I thought there 
would be no Occaſion for my keeping myſelf cloſe; 
however, I would be frequently with him on board, 
and do him by Way of Linguitt all the moſt faithful 
Services and good Offices in my Power; for which, 
indeed, he had an Occaſion very ſoon after, for he 
Bad, as it were, but juſt mentioned his Merchant, 
ho he ſaid ow'd him four hundred Ducats for 
Freight, and that he was under no Hittle Fear of 
loſing it, for that he did not like his frequent put-offs) 
but the Boy came down, and told the Captain he was 
coming on board ; at which he ſtepp'd upon the 
Deck; and received him at the Ship's Side; and he 
ſeeming to be in a very great Fright and Hurry, or- 
Yered me to tell the Captain the following terrifying 
Lye, viz. That an Order was juft then come from 
Auley Abdallah, by Way of ea, the Go- 
en * © vernet 
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vernor of Ducullah,- to ſeize all the Chri/tian Veſſels 
to make Slaves of the Men, and.to apply all their 
Cargoes to his Property; therefore he ſhould get the 
Veſſel in Readineſs as ſoon as pofſibly he could, and. 
aſſiſt him all in his Power in carrying off Part of 


the Corn then on board the Genoeſe Brig. which war 


ſo deeply laden, that ſhe drew more Water than 


was on the Bar to carry her over; but by taking out 


one half of it, they might both get over very well: 
All which I faithfully told him in Engliſh, deſiring 


him not to vex himſelf at it, for that I believed it to 
be a Trick, only to hurry him away, and cheat him- 
of his Freight; however, he directly ordered all 


Hands at Work, and early the ſecond following, 


Morning got along-ſide of the Brig, and that Day 
took in half her Lading, with ſome more from the 
Shore, which belonged to other Proprietors, and 
hawl'd down the next Morning ſo faſt as we could ;- 
and as the Brig was before us, ſhe get well over the 


Bar, and clear off, as indeed we might alſo have, 
done, had not the Proprietors of the Corn ſtopp'd 


us, and kept us there ſome Time at an Anchor; du- 


ring which there came on à violent Storm, which 
drove our Ship, Anchor and all, quite back-again 
into her old-Birth, where we were again more ſe- 


curely moored ;- and then I was ſoon confirmed in 
my Opinion of the Merchant's Villainy, and that he 


not only intended to cheat the Captain of his former 


Freight, but to run further into his Debt, and cheat 
the Proprietors of their Corn; for we had but juſt 


done our Buſineſs in ſecuring ae Veſſel, e n. 
roguiſh Merchant came on board, ordering me to 


tell the Captain, that he and ſome more of his Com- 


rades were going to viſit the Governor of  Ducullah, 
to know the Truth of this Report, and that if the 


Ge "Cape: 
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| Eaptain would ſpare him an Engliſb Piſtol, he kneyw 

it would be to the Governor of all T' hings the moſt 
acceptable Preſent; therefore, ſaid he, pray aft him; 

which I did, and it was as ſoon granted, and he im- 
mediately departed with it, and (as we had after 
very good Reaſon to believe) went to the Governor ; 
and though it was only one Day's Journey, we never 
faw nor heard of him after, no further than in a ſham 
Way; for the ſecond following Day came the Go- 
vernor of Ducullah, and with him four hundred 
armed Men, in feeming-wiſe to enquire after him, 
they having no Doubt agreed together before to 
make Uſe of Muley Abdatiah's Name, the better to 
carry on their ſo villainous Deſigns ; and left the 
then Governor of Willadea might be in any wiſe an 
Obſtacle to them, he ſent his Brother the Day before 
to ſecure him, and for Male-PraCtices to bring him 
to Ducullah- before him; and on his carrying him 
thither,, he met the Governor, his Brother, on the 
Road, who brought him back again, and confined 
him cloſe Priſoner, under Pretence of his fuffering. 
three Sail of Ships belonging to the Chriſtians to de- 
part without his Permiſſion; he then commanded 
his Brother, with a few more, on board our Veſſe}, 
where our Captain made him very welcome, and he 
fupp'd, and took up his Quarters there all Night, 
though indeed he bad his Supper brought from "the 
Shores which was a very large Bowl of Cuſcaſſoe, 
with half a Sheep. boiled to Rags on the Top of it, 
and the other half roaſted, brought on a huge long 
wooden Spit on a Moor's Shoulder and though 
they were but three that fat at Supper, yet did our 
Captain declare that he had never ſeen fo much eaten 
at one Meal before by twenty Men, though poor 


| * as to his on Part 7 not at all liking fot 
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foul and ravenous Way of eating) he did not eat; 
any; however, I had a good Piece of the Meat and 
ſome Cuſcaſſoe ſent me out, which I and my Com 
rades foon diſpatched : As ſoon as the Moors had: 
ſupp'd, I was ordered into the Cabbin, and aſked b 
the Governor's Brother, how I came there, and what 
WAas my Buſineſs 3 and having An Anſwer ready for 
him at my Tongue's End, I told him that I had been 
for ſome Months paſt travelling up and down the 
Country, expoſed to many Dangers, and very great 


Want, in ſeeking Muley Abdallah, and all to no Pur- 


poſe ; for that before I got thither, I could hear no- 
thing of him; however, I was then well ſatisfied 


that I might very likely accompliſh my ſo long fruſ- 


trated Deſires in a very little Time, and therefore L 


was very glad I had come fo far; and as ſoon as I 


had gathered a little Strength after my late Hardſhip 
F was fully determined to proceed further, and 
hop'd to better Purpoſe; that the Merchants therę 
had been very kind to me, encouraging. me all in 
their Power, in Way of a Linguiſt, whereby I got 
my Subſiſtence, to which End I was then on board

Te Governor, his Brother, he returned again with 
him to the Water-ſide, bringing with them two hun- 
dred armed Men, peremptorily requiring Captain 
Toobin and Ito come directly on Shore before him: 
Then I told the Captain the Merchant's Rogueries 
would ſoon appear, and that I knew as well as any of 
them all, an Engliſb Piſtol to be an extraordinary 
Preſent amongſt them, and therefore I thought it not 
amiſs to take one with us as a Preſent to the Gover- 
nor, and if we found him not worthy of it, we could 
but bring it back wich us again: That, my Friend, 
ſaid be, 7s what I would do with all my Heart, was T 
ſure I could be permitted to ſend a Brace of Bullets 
out of it through his Brains; however, he gave me 
one, which I conveyed cloſe under my Blanket, and 
then we went directly on Shore; the Governor aſk- 
ing where was his Linguiſt, and his Brother pointing 
at me, all the Myftery was directly unfolded; he or- 
dering me to tell the Captain that he would not have 
him to be under the leaſt Apprehenſion of Danger, 
for that his Orders from Muley Abdallah were only 
to take the Effects out of the Ships, and all the 
Chriſtians on Shore, in order to be ſent to him, and 
afterwards to fend the Ships by Mooriſb Sailors to 
Sapbee, there to be ripped up: All which I aceord- 
ingly told him: A very extraordinary Favour indeed, 
fail he! Pray af# him if he has any Orders from 
Muley Abdallah for /o doing He told me Yes: 
"Then (faid I) the Captain deſires you will bet him ſee 
it, or at leaſt that you will read it ; which indeed he 
did directly, and it was according to its true Inter- 
pretation in Engliſb, after the following Manner :

Veſſels were freighted by the Salleteens, or that 
they were Engliſb, and that he very well knew that 
ever ſince the laſt Truce, and eſpecially ſince his laſt 
Exile, he and his few Friends had Relief from them, 
and which if they had. not, they muſt. in all likeli-, 
hood have been ſtarved long ago, and therefore ſhould 
they then go about to treat the Engliſb after that 
Manner, it would be a Means of deterring all others. 
of that Nation from coming thither for the future, 


and which if b ſhould do, betore they had better 
| in- 
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mformed him concerning the Truth of this Affair, 
he would no Doubt'be very angry with the Tran- 
factors of it, and in all likelihood make them anſwer 
for it with the Lots of their Heads, which' put the 
Governor to a Stand; and then his Brother told him 
that he thought it very likely to be true, for 
that as I had been brought up with HAuley Abdallah 
from a Child, I therefore knew his Temper, fo that 
he would have him to take great Care how he acted 
therein, at which he ordered the Captain to go again 
onBoard, and that he would follow him in a very little 
Time with a few of his Friends to give him a Viſit; 
at which I came cloſe to him, and gave him the Piſ- 
tol, telling him that the Captain had ordered me to 
give it him in his Name, as a Preſent; and to tell 
him, that he had reſerved for him on board the Veſ- 
fel two Bottles of ſuperfine Engliſb Powder: Indeed! 
faid he, pray then let him keep it from the Knowledge 
of the Friends coming with me, or very likely they will 
deſire to come in for their Shares; and juſt as I was 
ſtepping into the Boat, to be going off, Stay, faid he, 
let the Captain go, and you ſhall follow him in a very 
little Time, for 1 have ordered a Couple of Sheep for

Enquiry, is moſt certain + At which the Captain 
knock'd in the Head of a little Cage, put ſomething 
into it, headed it up again, and put it into the Bot- 
tom of the Fleſh Caſk, laying all the Meat upon it, 
and the Pork in particular at the Top; and in a very 
little Time after the Governor came on board with 
twelve of his Mooriſh Friends, the Captain ſhewing 
him directly into the Cabbin, where I was ſoon call'd: 
as an Interpreter; and the firſt Queſtion he afk*'d me 
was, if I had done as I promiſed him; I told him. 
Yes, and that F could not get Intelligence of 
any ſuch Thing, and that he muſt be certainly im- 
poſed on: Well, ſaid he, as to that, it will ſoon ap- 
bear; and then he ordered me again upon Deck, to 
diſcourſe his Friends; and the firſt Queſtion they 
aſk'd me was, if I could tell of any Cheſts of loofe 
Cloaths, or any Thing 'elfe belonging to the Mer- 
chants, to be on board ; I told them No, for that I. 
had never heard of any ſuch Thing: Then Captain 
Toobin came upon Deck, to acquaint - them that the 
Governor wanted their Company down -to drink a 
Cup of Tea in the Cabbin with him, and which, in- 
deed, he was drinking; however, he ordered for 
thoſe inquiſitive Gentry a fufficient Quantity of 
ſtrong Malaga Wine to be made very hot, well 4 

: gared, 
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red, and brought in a Tea-Kettle; which they 
ſeemed to ſip on at firſt, as if they. did not know 
what it was, but in a very little Time they began to 
like it, and ſwallowed it down as Infants do their 
Nurſe's Milk; ſo that in an Hour's Time, or there- 
about, they were all of them as merry as you pleaſe ; 
Then the Governor took his Leave, taking with him 
his Powder and his merry Companions : By the 
Time they were got to the Shore, the Tea operated: 
into their Noddles to that Degree, that they were all. 
(the Governor only excepted) together by the Ears, 
and there was really between them a very hot Com- 
bat, which ſoon made bloody Work, they flouriſh- 
ing their Scimiters, and cutting one another very ſe- 

verely, which the Captain and I ſaw from the Veſſel: 
After they had cut one another very heartily, and: 
very much blunted and gapp'd their Scimiters, they 
were contented on all Sides to give out; when one 
of them came again on board of our Veſſel, with 
two of their Scimiters, ſtaring like a wild Bullock, 
and reeling like a light Ship in a gteat Sea, deſiring 
me, as well as he could ſpeak, to grind them for 
bim : Yes, Sir, ſaid I, I will with all my Heart; and 
which I did to a very good Edge indeed; but pray 
Sir, ſaid I, how fell you out-? It is a great Pity but. 
what you had ground your Swords before you went: 
afhere : What ? ſaid he; 1 aſt you Sir, ſaid I, how 
you fell out Indeed (ſaid he) I cannot tell you, nor 
as I believe, m_ 1s all ; and then he was again 
banded into the Boat, and put on Shore with bis 
Scimiters. In a very little Time after came off 
the Governor of Ducullab's Brother- in- Law, bring- 
ing with him Sidebenraudee, the new Governor of

der very great Diſtreſs for Proviſion, having nothing 
on board but a Tub of Pork, 'which was To very 
fat, that they could not eat it without + Bread * 
My, ſaid he, do you eat Pork ?. I eat it, ſaid I, Fah! 
(ſhrinking up my Face) however, if I did, 7 Soul 
not eat very much of their's, they having very little 
further Buſineſs for me; but really Sir, ſaid I, they 
are under very great Diſtreſs, and if you do not ſend 
them ſome Relief very ſpeedily, they muſt flarve of

the Sight once more of Chriſtian Land; being really as 
it were” at a ſtand with myſelf, if lt were more than 
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an imaginary dteaming in my Cave at Santa'C 
and Thad really a Debate with myſelf if I was, we 
awake; however I was ſoen confirmed in its Real. 
ty, and that I' was actually in Sight of e 
and ſcon about to ſet my Foot on Shore in that Garz 
riſon; Where my. Deliverer in order: to prepare my 
Way, went directly on Shore, and aſter he had an- 
ſwered to the Governor concerning his own Affairs, 
he told him that he had a poor Chriſtian Slave aboard 
his Veſſel, that was taken by the Infidels and carried 
into Barbary i in the Twelfth Year of his Age, which 
was then more than Twenty-two Years ago; that 
J had-undergone a erat deal of Hardſhip, and that 
had he not very accidentally and moſt opportunely 
| happened to meet me there, he fhould not in all 
likelihood have been permitted to come from thencere 
bimſelf, ſo that our meeting on both Sides was very 
extraordinarily providential, then the Governor (as my 
Deliverer told me) order d him to bring me aſhore; 
however, as he lodged afhore that Night, I knew 
nothing of it till the next Morning. About twb wßũ·k 
Hours after we were at an Anchor came along Side 
of our Veſſel, an Engliſb Sailor with whom Ehap- 
pened about a few Months before to have ſome ſmall - 
Acquaintance at Santa Cruz ; and on his feeing me 


on the Deek he came on board to bid me welcome — 2 
to Gibraltar; when I aſked him if he could not give 


me an Account of the Ships then there, and if l. 
knew if any of them belonged to Falmouth ; he told - 
me Ves, there was one Captain Pye, but that he 
was bound for Hamburgh, and whether he intended 
to call at Falmeuth in His Way, or not, he could not 
tell; ſo that ſor my better Satisfaction T-defared ſome 
of our Peaple to go aboard his Veſſel; but he being 
alhote at Gibraltar I could not hear any further of 

him 
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Him that Night. Early the next Morning (being 
Sunday) our Mate went aſhore, and after he had 
ſpoken with my Deliverer, came directly off to fetch 
0 me, and after ſecuring the Moor, in the Hold, and 
taking my Leave of Madam Luna I ſtepp'd into the 
Boat with him. Here it is impoſſible for me (or at 
_ for any body but myſelf) to deſcribe the exceſ- 
five Joy I felt during ul the Time of our rowin 
to the Shore, tho' all may ſuppoſe it (after my ſo long 
and grievous Servitude amongit the Barbarians) to be 
more than ordinary; and now are we come. to the 
landing Place at the Water Port, where offering to 
land, I was denied by the Ceininels, telling me that 
till they had Orders for my ſo doing, they would not 
ſuffer any Moor to land: Moor / ſaid I, you are very . 
much miſtaken in that, for I am as good a Chriſtian 
(though I am dreſſed in the Mooriſh Garb) as any of 
you all ; therefore, pray (faid I) ſuffer me once more 
to ſet my Foot on Chriſtian Land : Indeed (ſaid they) 
wwe cannot, if you was our Brother Then one of 
our People (for whom my Deliverer had taken a Li- 
cence the Day before, and as no Doubt he had done 
for all the cell, and amongſt whom I was moſt likely 
alf:; included) got out of the Boat, ran to the Office, 
and was ſoon back again with a Note for the Serjc- 
ant of the Guard; on which I was directly per- 
mitted to land; when I fell on my.Knees, and after 
the beſt and ſincereſt Manner I could, offered up my 
moſt humble and hearty Thanks to GOD for my 
Deliverance, and happy landing ; being now. tho- 
roughly convinced that I was at laſt delivered out of 
the Hands of the Infidels ; though I very ſoon af- 
* ter moſt unexpectedly met with ſome ſmall Diſcon- 
q tent through their Means, though which, as it hap- 
| ES 825 Pened, 
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ene, dig not prove of any great Signiflcarion; ay 
you will by and by hear. 

No w is the Setjeant of the Guard very inquiſicive: 
with me concerning my Misfortunes; and when I 


had given him a ſhort Account of them, and he had 


returned his hearty Congratulations for my Delive-- 


rance, I paſſed through three other Centries, and got 
into the Garriſon ; ; and going directly with one of 
our People to my Deliverer's Lodgings, (where I 
found him waſhing his Face and Hands) he took me 
directly in his Arms, embracing me, and with a very 
hearty, and, Idare ſay, ſincere Kiſs, bad me welcome 
to G: Dakar : But Tom, faid he, you were Tefter-- 
day, on my coming aſhore, demanded” of the Governor” 
as one of the Baſhaw of Tangier's Subjects: Indeed! 
Ser, ſaid I, By whom, pray? Why, ſaid he, by ons 


| Abramico,. a Jew, 827 Linguift ; but don't you treu- 


Ble yourſelf about it, for: I dare engage to ſend you 
fafe Hime to England, in Spite of all the Jews in Bar- 
bary : Indeed, my Deliverer, ſaid I, you ſurprize me, 
for you 2 Juppoſe J could not in the leaſt imagine any 
ſuch Thing : Fob, ſaid he, never mind it, for as you- 


are a Sublet to the King of Great-Britain, T am very 


well aſſured the Governor will not ſuffer- you to go" + 
with him But pray, Sir, faid I, does the Governor 
know any Thing of it as yet? Yes, ſaid he, and when 
the Jew demanded y:u of him, as one of the Baſhaw's' 
Subjects, I heard him give him for Anſwer, that he 


could not imagine how: that could be, aſking the ' Jew 
what Countryman you were 3. What Czuntrynian, ſaid 
the Jew, an Engliſhman: An Engliſhman ! ſaid the 
Governor, and a Subject to the Baſhaw of Tangier! 
Pray, how can that be? I tell you'he is a Subject to the 


King of Great-Britain, my Reyal Maſter, and thither 


will 1 ſend bim And 53 fas Tou, 7s W true, 
therefore 
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therefore don't you trouble your ſelf in the leaf about it; 
for, in ſhort, you have already got jo tender a Regard 
amongft the Inhabitants here, on Acctunt of a 
your Sufferings hitherto, without their hearing any 
Thing from your own Mouth, by Tay of Confirmation, 
that you need not doubt of their met Chriftian-like As 
fi/tante : And then Mr. Cuningbam, the Miniſter, 
came in, and with him ſeveral of the head Officers 
of the Garriſon, with whom my Deliverer was be 
fore very well acquainted : There being amongſt 
4 them one Mr. Beaver, a Gentleman belonging to 
the Victualling-Office, he afk'd me how long I had 
1 been · in Barbary, with whom and when taken, and 
if I did not know Tom Oſborne, of Fowey, there; I 
[ told him I had been there almoſt twenty-three Yeats, 
1 that I was taken wich John Pellow, my Uncle, in the 
ſecond Year of the Reign of King George the Firſt, 
and that we found Tom Ofberne at AZcquinez, he being 
taken ſome ſhort Time before us, with Captain Ri- 
chard Sampſon, of Fowey : To which Mr. Beaver 
anſwered, that all I had ſaid was undoubtedly true, 
for that he knew Tom Oſborne very well, and that he 
had heard him, ſeveral Times after his Releaſement 
and Return, to talk about me: On which the Mi- 
niſter and he gave me their Words to. ſtand my 
Friends; and which, indeed, they did after the moſt _ 
Chriſtian-like Manner, adviſing me to prefent a Pe- 
-tition to General Sabine, the Governor, which the 
Miniſter readily offered me his Service to preſent, 
and which my Deliverer got directly drawn, and was 
by the Parſon accordingly delivered, from whom he 
brought me back two Gold Ducats, as his Charity; 
then I went to Church, and returned Thanks to Al- 
mighty GOD before the Congregation for my Deli- 
verance, and received the Charity of ſeveral of them:

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After which there was a general Contribution; tho” of 
I did not ſtay there ſo long as to receive the whole of 


it, as I ſhail mention hereafter. | 
THe Charity of theſe Chriftian-like People ex- 


tended even to the higheſt Degree; for on my Pro- 


poſal of going thence in a ſmall Veſſel for Falmouth, 
they would not by any Means ſuffer it, but that 1 ä 
ſhould wait the Opportunity of a Ship of Force 
bound Home, or of a Man of War for Liſbon, whi= 
ther they would ſend me well recommended to the 
Britiſh Envoy, in order to my being by him ſent: 
Home to Fulmiuth in one of the Packet Boats; 
which, though I waited there twenty odd Days, did 
not happen. | | 
THe Day after my landing, Captain Pye came 
aſhore, with whom J had the Pleaſure of converſing, 
for ſome ſhort Time, as alſo with the Boat's Crew, 
and they were all of them very civil to me; but as 
his Veſſel was of no Force, and my Benefactors 
had before abſolutely determined that J ſhould go in 
none but ſuch as was, I did not urge it to him; how- 
ever, I humbly intreated that he or ſome other of 
his People would, in caſe they touched at Falmouth,, 
inform my Friends of my happy Deliverance and- 
Eſcape thither out of the Hands of the Infidels, and 
that I believed I ſhould be ſent Home by Way of 
Liſbon, ſo that they might expect me in one of the 
Packet Boats ; which I found, at my coming Home, 
they were ſo very good. to remember z however, 
leſt they might not touch at Faluinth. my good 
Friend, Mr. Beaver, was ſo kind to write a 
very tender Letter to his Friend at Lose, in Cornwall, 
to the ſame Purport, and which was conveyed by. 


his Friend to my Friends in Penryn, EET 
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Dunrxc my Stay at Gibraltar, I faw Mr. Abra- 
mich, the Few, generally every Day, and whom [ 
found had more than an ordinary Notion with him- 
ſelf of carrying me back with bim to Barbary, often 
threatening me behind my Back, as I had heard by 
feveral People, with the moſt cruel Death; whereat 
F was ſo exaſperated, that I really ſhunn'd him all I 
could, leſt J ſhou'd let loofe my Rage upon him, and 
happen to do him fome bodily Miſchief, and there- 
by bring myſelf to further Trouble; not that I was, 
as he no Doubt belicved, under the leaſt Fear of 
him, but really on Account of my letting looſe my 
Rage upon him ; however, what could I do, when I 
had every Day ſo many repeated Accounts, by Way 
of my Friends, of his Inſolence ? infomuch that I 


thought I could never forgive myſelf, if I did not 


give him ſome gentle Correction; which, on diſ-— 
courſing one of my very good Friends immediately 
after, I was more abſolutely determined in, he being 
come but that very Minute from the Jeu, who, he 
ſaid, had been confi ming bis former Sentence on 
me; and I very ſoon after meeting him in the 
Street, the firſt Salutation I gave him was a hearty 
Box on the Ear, ſeconded by a Corniſb Tip, which 


brought him Head- foremoſt to the Ground, and 


beat it againſt the Stones very ſevercly ; infomuch, 
that had not ſome of my Friends perſuaded me to 
the contrary, I ſhould certainly have done him far 
greater Miſchief; though this, I think, did him no 
Hurt in the main, but rather on the contrary a great 
deal of Good, for he really took ſpecial Care to 
bridie his Tongue, and keep himſelf out of my 
Clutches for the future, as much as he could. And 
now was this ſhrewd Combat in every Body's Mouth, 
| as 
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as how I had corrected him very juſtly, and that he 
deſerved a great deal more. 

Now are the worthy Gentlemen mug Cost 
burkn for my Benefit, and as the Generality of the 
People were very charitably difpoſed, there was ga- 
thered, no Doubt, ſome Hundreds of Dollars; but 
before "the Contributions were finiſhed, the good Ships 
Euphrates, Captain Peaceck, Commander, from Tur- 
key for London, mounting twenty-ſix Guns, came to 
an Anchor in the Road; when my Deliverer, and 
fome other of my Friends, went at my Requeſt di- 
realy on board, earneſtly ſolliciting the Captain in 
my Favour for a Paſſage ; for that as I had under- 
gone ſo long and grievous a Captivity in Barbary,. 
and was fo fortunately eſcaped thither,. they humbly 
hoped that he would not refuſe me ſo Chriſtian like a 
EKindneſs as to further me with him to my native 
Country ; or if he ſhould not happen to touch at 
Falmouth, or any other Port in the Welt of England, 
to land me at London: Which, as my Delivers told - 
me, Captain Peacocꝭ readily came into, and he as 
foon haſtened on Shore to me with the welcome 
News ; and doubting leſt my very great Enemy, 
Abramico, might by Way of Bribe, or otherwiſe, 
induce any Body to ſhow me ſome foul Play, it was 
agreed by my Friends, and thought highly neceffary 
on all Hands, for me to go on board directly; and 
which, indeed, as agreeing ſo very much with my 
own Inclinations, after taking my Leave of my De- 
liverer and my worthy Benefactors, I forth with did, 
and was by the Captain very kindly received. 

O this my fo ſudden Departure, I was obli ged 
to leave moſt of my Contribution Money bebind 
me ; however, I had fome, which was of. very ex- 
cellent Service to me, by Way of in, mg. 

| 01 
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ſome . few Neceſſaries, and Sea Stores; : though 1 


wiſh'd many Times finee, and eſpecially on my poor 
Reception on our Arrival at London, that I had ftaid 
there a little longer; which, if IJ had, I ſhould no 
Doubt have es ved all the reſt of the Contribu- 
tions; which, as they were very conſiderable, would 
have been of no ſmall Benefit to my preſent un- 
happy Circumſtances; however, I am well ſatisfied 
that my worthy Benefactors at Gibraltar are Gentle- 
men of ſo much ſtrict Honour and Goodneſs, as to 
remit it me, on my petitioning them thereon. 

AND now am I on board the Euphrates, and un- 
der Sail for my ſo long deſired and longed aſter Iſland; 
but we met with very high and contrary Winds, 
and, according to the Seaſon of the Year, a very 


| high and troubled Sea ; though our Ship being in all 


Points well provided, (Lodgings only excepted) I 
did not much mind it, ſhe being ſo full between 
Decks, and cloſe ſtowed with Cotton, that the Peo—- 
pre had but juſt Room through it to their Cabbins or 


ammocks, which made it fo very ſultry hot, that! 


could by no Means bear it; therefore, for my better 


breathing, I generally took up at Nights with the 


Boat on the Booms, where I lay me down to my 
Reſt, covered over with an old Sail; and as we had 
abundance of wet Weather, ſcarce a Night paſſed 

without my being ſufficiently wetted, and ſtanding 
more than an equal Chance of my being waſhed 
over-board ; however, I bore it with Chriſtian Pa- 

tience, and as this ſmall Part of my Sufferings was 
in order to putan End to and ſum up all the reſt ; I 
was not only contented, but well pleaſed therewith, 

rather than to ſuffer the ſmothering between Decks ; 


for I might have lodged between Decks, if I wyvld, | 


and urn it was my own Choice. 
"I 
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Ap nov is it come to the twenty- fourth Day f 
our Paſſage, when I heard called out aloud from 
aloft, the very much pleaſing and long expected 
Word Lan, and which proved to be the Weftern 
Land's-End of England, of Cape Cornuall; and 


the Wind favouring to carry us up the Channel, we: 


crowded a great Sail, paſſed by Falmouth, and kept | 


on all upon the ſame Tack, till we got off of the 
Bill of Portland; when, on Account of one of our 
People falling over-board, we were obliged to bring 


to; and on our throwing out ſome empty Cags, and 
Rails of Timber, he caught hold on one of them; 
then we hoifted out our Boat, and had him well on 


board again. After this Accident, (which I thank 


GOD was the firſt and the laſt we met with during 


our Paſſage from Gibraltar) we kept on with this 
favourable Gale to the Downs, paſſed through, and 
caſt Anchor at the Nore, where Captain Peacock found 


his Wife, with her Brother, on board of a Man of 


War, (of which he was Commander) waiting his Co- 
ming. The next Tyde we get to Graveſend, and 


the next up the. River Thames to Deptford ; where 
our Ship was to be diſburthened of her Cargo, it be- 
ing the thirty-firſt Day after our Departure from Gibb--

very civilly entertained by Mr. Wiiliam James, a 
Corniſbman, Captain Peacech's Steward; and amongſt 
all the Veſſels bound down the River, finding none 
bound for Falmouth, T aſk'd my Friend, Mr. James, 
what Courſe I had beſt to ſteer ; he told me my 
moſt likely Way to get a Paſſage, would be for me 
to go to Beels Wharf, a little below London Bridge, 


on the Southwark Side of the River, and there I 


might very likely find one or more of the Corniſh 
Tin 
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Tin Veſſels, or ſome other bound for Plymouth * 
So I went directly thither, and ſoon found, to my 
very great Satisfaction, three Tin Veſſels, and on 
diſcourſing the People, I underſtood that the Cap- 
tains were all on the other Side the Water, and that 
I might have a further Account of them at the 
King's-Head in Pudding-Lane, near the Monu- 
ment: Paſſing over London Bridge, I ſoon got to 
the Houſe, and luckily found one Captain Francis, of 
Penzance, who was Commander of one of them, 
named the Truro; and after I had told him my 
Name, he was extreamly civil to me, and readily of- 
fered me a Paſſage in his Veſfel with him down to 
Cormuall ; which I moſt heartily thanked him for, 
and with Joy gladly accepted of it, telling him T 
ſhould depend thereon, and that I would be ſure to 
give my Attendance accordingly ; but as I found he 
could not fail in ten Days, I (through the Advice of 
ſome of my new Acquaintance) went to the Navy 
Office, praying the Commiſſioners kind introducing 
me to his Majeſty ; to which they (after they had 
diſcourſed me) ſeemed to be pretty well inclined, or- 
dering me to come to them again, as indeed I did 
again and again, though all I could get from them at 
the laſt, was the very extraordinary Favour of a 
Hammock on board of a Man of War : I told them 
that I was very much obliged to them, and if E 
could not get a Livelihood through any other Means 
on Terra Firma, but muſt be again obliged to go to 
Sea, that a Man of War ſhould be my Choice of all 
other Ships ; for as I had never made but a Piece of 
a Voyage in a Merchantman, and that fo very unfor- 
tunate, I did not care to encounter with a ſecond, 
which if I ſhould, and again fall into the Hands of the 
Moors, it would ſoon be out of my Power to en- 
counter with a third : Then I fully refolved with 
myſelf to give theſe worthy Gentlemen no further 
Trouble, but to haſten as fait as I could Home to the 


r.
